In  the  beginning  God   created    the  heaven   and   the   earth.  1 
But  the  earth  was  desolate  and  void,  aud  darkness  was  upon  2 
the  face   of  the  murmuring  deep,    and   a  Spirit   of  God  was 
hovering   over   the   face    of  the   waters.    And   God   said .    Be  3 
there  light:    and  light  was.    And  God  saw  the  light,    that  it 4 
was  good :   an  God   caused    a   division  between  the  light  and 
the  darkness.  And  God  called  the  light  Day,  and  the  darkness  5 
he   called  Night.   And   it   was    evening   ant   it   was   morning, 
one  day. 

And  God  said,    Be   there  an  expanse  in  the  midst,   of  the  6 
waters,    and  let  it  cause  a  division  between  waters  and  the 
waters.    And  God  made  the  expanse,   and   caused    a   division  7 
between  the  waters   which  were  under  the  expanse,    and  Ihe 
waters  which  iverc  above  the  expanse :    and   it  was  so.   And  8 
God  called   the  expanse  Heaven.   And   it   was  evening  and  it 
was  morning,  a  second  day. 

And  God  said,    The  waters   shall  be  drawn  together  under  9 
the  heaven  unto  one  place,  and  let  the  dry  land  appear:  and 
it   was   so.    And   God    called   the   dry    land   Earth:    and  the  to 
srathering   together   of  the  waters  called    he  Seas ;    and  God 
saw  that  it  zvas  good.  And  God  said.  The  earth  shall  sprout  1 1 
forth  sprouts,    herb   yielding   seed,    fruit   tree    yielding  fruit 
after  its  kind,   whose  seed  is  in  itself,   upon  the  earth:  and 
ii  was  so.  And  the  earth  brought  forth  sprouts,  herb  yielding:  12 
seed  after  its  kind,   and   the  tree  yielding  fruit,    whose  seed 
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was  in  itself  after  its  kind:    and  God  saw  that  it  was  good. 
And  it  was  evening  and  it  was  morning,  a  third  day.  13 

And   God   said,   Be  there  luminaries  in  the  expanse  of  the  14 
heaven   to   cause  a  division  between  the  day  and  the  night; 
and  they  shall  be  for  signs,  and  for  appointed  seasons,    and 
for    days,   and    years.    And   they    shall  be   for  luminaries   in  15 
the  expanse  of  the  heaven  to  give  light  upon  the  earth:    and 
it  was  so.     And    God    made   the   two   great    luminaries,   the  16 
great   luminary   to   rule  the   day,   and   the  small   luminary  to 
rule    the  night    and   the   stars.     And    God    set    them   in  the  1 7 
expanse    of   the   heaven  to    give   light  upon  the  earth.     And  18 
to   rule   during  the   day   and  during  the  night,    and  to  cause 
a  division  between  the  light  and  the  darkness:  and  God  saw 
that  it  ivas  good.    And  it   was  evening  and  it  was  morning,  19 
a  fourth  day. 

And   God  said,    The   waters  shall    bring   forth    abundantly  20 
the  prolific  creature,    that   hath  life,    and  fowl  that  may   fly 
above   the   earth   in  the  face   of  the  expanse    of  the  heaven. 
And   God   created  the  great  huge  creatures,   and  every  living  21 
thing  that   creepeth,  which   the  waters  brought  forth  abund- 
antly, after  their  kinds,  and  every  winged  fowl  after  its  kind: 
and  God  saw  that  it  was  good.   And  God  blessed  them,  saying,  22 
Be  fruitful,  and  multiply,  and  fill  the  waters  in  the  seas,  and 
the   fowl   shall  multiply    on   the  earth.    And  it   was  evening  23 
and  it  was  morning,  a  fifth  day. 

And    God    said,    The    earth    shall    bring    forth    the   living 24 
creature,  after  its  kind,  beast,  and  creeping  thing,  and  animal 
of  the  earth  after  their  kind :  and  it  was  so.    And  God  made  25 
the  animal  of  the  earth  after  its  kind,  and  beasts  after  their 
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kind,    and   every   tiling   that    creepeth   upon   the  ground  after 
its  kind  :  and  God  saw  that  it  was  good. 

And  God  said,  We  will  make  man  in  our  image,   after  « » 1 1  r  -> t> 
likeness:    and    they   shall  have  dominion    over  the  lish  of  the 
sea,   and   over  the  fowl  of  the  heaven,   and  over  the  beasts, 
and  over  all  the  earth,    and  over  every  creeping  thing   upon 
the  earth.    So  God  created  the  man  in  his  own  image,  in  the -27 
image   of   God    created   he  him;   male  and  female  created  he 
them.    And    God    blessed  them,   and  God  said  unto  them.    Be -2$ 
fruitful   and    multiply,    and    till    the    earth,    and  subdue  it:  and 
have  dominion  over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of 
the  heaven,   and   over    every   animal   that   creepeth   upon  the 
earth.    And  God  said,   Behold,   1  have  given   you  every  herb  29 
bearing   seed,    which    is  upon  the  face  of  all  the   earth,    and 
every   tree  in  which  is  the  fruit  of  a  tree  yielding  seed;    to 
you  it   shall    be  for  food.    And  to  every  animal  of  the  earth,  30 
and    to  every   fowl   of  the   heaven,    and  to  every  thing  that 
creepeth  upon   the  earth,    wherein  there  is  life,   i"  have  given 
every    green   herb    for   food :    and   it    was  so.    And  God  saw  3 1 
every  thing  that  he  had  made,  and  behold,  it  ivas  very  good. 
And  it  was  evening  and  it  was  morning,  day  the  sixth. 

Thus  the  heaven  and  the  earth  were  finished,    and  all  the  1 
host  of  them.    And   on  the  seventh  day  God  had  finished  his  I 
work  which  he  had  made:  and  he  rested  on  the  seventh  day 
from  all  his  work  which  he  had  made.    And  God  blessed  the  3 
seventh  day,  and  sanctified  it :  because  that  in  it  he  rested  from 
all  his  work  which  God  had  created  in  order  to  make  if. 

These  are  the  generations    of  the  heaven  and   of  the  earth  4 
when   they  were    created,    in    the  day   that  the   Eternal   God 
made    the    earth    and    the    heaven.     And   every   plant    of   the  5 
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field  was  not  yet  in  the  earth,    and    every  herb  of  the  Held 
had  not  yet  grown:   for    the   Eternal   God  had   not  caused  it 
to   rain   upon   the    earth,    and   there  was   no   man   to  till  the 
ground.    But  there  went  up  a  mist  from  the  earth,  and  watered  6 
the  whole  face  of  the  ground.     And  the  Eternal  God  formed  7 
the  man    of    the    dust   of  the  ground,    and  breathed  into  his 
nostrils  the  breath  of  life;  and  the  man  became  a  living  soul. 
And   the  Eternal    God   planted    a  garden   eastward   in   Eden ;  8 
and   there   he   put    the   man   whom  he  had  formed.    And  out  9 
of   the   ground   caused    the   Eternal    God  to  grow  every  tree 
that  is  desirable  to  the  sight  and  good  for  food ;  the  tree  of 
life  also  in  the  midst  of  the  garden,  and  the  tree  of  knowledge 
of  good  and  evil.    And   a   river  goeth  out   of  Eden  to  water  io 
the  garden;   and   from  thence  it  parteth,    and    becometh   into 
four  heads.    The  name  of  the  first  is  Pison :  that  is  it  which  1 1 
compasseth    the    whole    land   of  Havilah,    where  there  is  the 
gold ;  And  the  gold  of  that  land  is  good :  there  is  the  bedollach  1 2 
and  onyx  stone.    And  the  name  of  the  second  river  is  Gihon:  13 
the  same  is  it  that  compasseth  the  whole  land  of  Cush.    And  1 4 
the   name    of  the  third   river   is  Hiddekel:  that   is  it  which 
goeth  towards    the   east   of  Assyria.    And  the  fourth  river  is 
Euphrates.    And   the   Eternal    God   took  the  man,    and  placed  i 5 
him  in  the  garden  of  Eden  to  dress   it  and  to  keep  it.    And  16 
the  Eternal  God  commanded   the  man,    saying,   of  every  tree 
of  the   garden   thou   mayest  freely   eat :    But  of  the  tree  of  1 7 
the   knowledge   of  good   and    evil,   thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it: 
for  in  the  day  that  thou  eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die. 
And   the   Eternal    God    said,    //   is   not    good    that   the  man  18 
should  be  alone ;  1  will  make  him  a  help  meet  for  him.   Now  1 9 
out  of  the  ground   the  Eternal  God  had  formed  every  animal 
of  the  field,   and   every  fowl  of  the  heaven;    and  brought  it 
unto  the  man  to  see  what  he  would  call  it :   and  whatsoever 
the  man  called  every  living  soul  that  was  its  name.    And  the  W 
man   gave  names  to   all  the   beasts,  and  to  the  fowl  of  the 
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heaven,    and   to  every  animal  of  the  field;    but  for  the   man 
he    had   not    found   a   help    meet    for   him.     And   the  Eternal  2 1 
God  caused  an  overpowering-  sleep  to  fall  upon  the  man,  and 
he  slept :    and    he   took   one    of  his   ribs ,   and   shut  in  flesh 
instead  thereof;    And  the   Eternal   God   made   the  rib,    which  22 
he  had  taken   from  the  man  into  a  woman,   and  brought  her 
unto  the  man.    And  the  man  said,  This  is  this  time  hone  of  23 
my  bones,  and  flesh  of  my  flesh:  this  shall  be  called  Woman, 
because  this  was  taken  out  of  man.   Therefore  a  man  lea  vet  li  '24 
his   father   and  his  mother,  and  cleaveth  unto  his  wife:   that 
they  may  become  as  one  flesh.    And   they   were   both  naked,  '25 
the  man  and  his  wife,  and  were  not  ashamed.  ^ 

Now  the  serpent   was  more  subtle  than  any  animal  of  the  l 
field  which  the  Eternal   God  had  made.    And  it  said  unto  the 
woman,    Althoug  God  hath  said,    Ye    shall  not   eat  of  every 
tree  of  the  garden  ....  And  the  woman  said  unto  the  serpent.  2 
We  may  eat    of  the  fruit  of  the  trees  of  the  garden:    But  of  3 
the  fruit    of   the   tree   which   is  in  the   midst  of  the  garden. 
God  hath  said,  Ye  shall  not  eat  of  it,  neither  shall  ye  touch 
it,  lest  ye  die.    And   the    serpent   said   unto    the   woman,   Ye  4 
shall  not  surely  die:   For  God  doth  know  that  in  the  day  ye 5 
eat  thereof,  then  your  eyes  shall  be  opened,  and  ye  shall  be 
as  gods,  knowing  good  and  evil.     And  when  the  woman  saw  6 
that  the  tree  was  good   for  food,    and  that  it  was  a  delight 
to  the  eyes,   and  a  tree  to  be  desired   in  order  to  make  one 
wise,   she  took  of  the   fruit  thereof,  and  did  eat,  and  gave 
also    unto   her   husband  with   her ;    and   he  did  eat.    And  the  7 
eyes   of    them  both  were   opened,   and   they   knew  that  the\ 
were  naked  ;   and  they  fastened  together  fig  leaves,  and  made 
themselves  girdles.    And  they  heard   the  voice   of  the  Eternal  8 
God    walking   about  in   the   garden   in   the  wind  of  the  day: 
and  the  man  and  his  wife  hid  themselves  from  the  face  of  the 
Eternal  God  in  the  midst  of  the  trees  of  the  garden.    And  the  9 
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Eternal    God  called  unto  the  man.   and  said  unto  him.  Where 
art  thou  ?    And    he   said.    I  heard   thy   voice   in    the   garden,  1 0 
and  I    was  afraid,    because  I  was  naked;   and   I  hid  myself. 
And  he  said ,   Who    told   thee    that   thou   wast   naked  ?   Hast  1 1 
thou  eaten  of  the  tree,  whereof  I  commanded  thee  that  thou 
shouldest    not   eat?    And   the    man   said,    The  woman  whom  12 
thou  gavest  to  be  with  me,   she  gave  me  of  the  tree:    and  I 
did  eat.     And  the  Eternal  God    said  unto  the   woman,   What  13 
is  this  that  thou  hast  done  ?  And  the  woman  said,  The  serpent 
beguiled  me,    and   I  did   eat.    And  the  Eternal  God  said  unto  14 
the    serpent,    Because   thou   hast    done  this,    be  thou   cursed 
above  all  beasts,   and  above  every   animal  of  the  field;   upon 
thy  belly  shalt  thou  go,  and  dust  shalt  thou  eat  all  the  days 
of  thy  life :  And  I  will  put  enmity  between  thee  and  the  woman,  1 5 
and  between  thy  seed  and  her  seed;  it  shall  bruise  thy  head, 
and  thou  shalt  bruise  its  heel. 

Unto  the  woman  he  said,  1  will  greatly  multiply  thy  sorrow  16 
and    thy   pregnancy;    in   pain   thou   shalt  bear  children;    and 
thy    longing    shall    be   to    thy   husband,    and    he    shall  have 
dominion  over  thee. 

And  unto  Adam  he  said,  Because  thou  hast  hearkened  unto  17 
the  voice  of  thy  wife,    and  hast  eaten  of  the  tree,  of  which 
I  commanded  thee,  saying.    Thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it:    cursed 
be  the  ground  for  thy  sake ;   in   toil  shalt  thou  eat   of  it  all 
the  days  of  thy  life;    Thorns    also   and  thistles  shall  it  bring  18 
forth  to  thee;    and    thou   shalt   eat  the  herb   of  the  field:   In 
Ihe  sweat   of  thy  face  shalt   thou  eat  bread,   till  thou  return  19 
unto  the  ground:    for  out   of  it  wast   thou  taken:    for  dust 
thou    art,   and    unto    dust   shalt   thou    return.    And   the   man  20 
called  his  wife's  name  Eve;    because    she  was  the  mother  of 
all  living.    And    unto    Adam    and    to  his  wife   did  the  Eternal  '2 1 
God  make  inner  garments  for  the  skin,  and  clothed  them.

15  GENESIS,    Chap.  III.  IV. 

And  the  Eternal  God  said,    Behold,    the  man  is  become  as  22 
one    of  us,    to    know   good    and   evil:    and  now,    lest  he  pnt 
forth  his  hand,  and  take  also  of  the  tree  of  life,  and  eat  and 
live  for  ever :    Therefore  the  Eternal  God  sent  him  forth  from  23 
the  garden  of  Eden,    to  lill   the  ground  from  whence  he  was 
taken.    So    he    drove   out   the  man;    and  he  stationed  at  the 24 
east   of  the   garden   of  Eden  the  Cherubim,    and  the  flame  of 
the  sword  turning  itself  to  keep  the  way  of  the  tree  of  life.  ^ 

And  the  man  knew  Eve  his  wife;  and  she  became  pregnant-  I 
and  bare  Cain,    and  said,    I   have  obtained   a    man   from    the 
Eternal.    And    she    again    bare    his    brother   Abel.     And    Abel  "2 
was  a  feeder  of  flocks,   but  Cain  was  a  tiller   of  the  ground. 
And   in   process    of  time   it  came    to  pass,   that  Cain  brought  3 
of   the   fruit    of   the    ground    an    oblation    unto    the    Eternal. 
And  Abel,    he  also  brought  of  the  flrst-born   of  his  flock  and  4 
of   the   fat    thereof.    And   the    Eternal  had    regard    unto   Abel 
and    to   his    oblation.    But    unto    Cain    and   to  his  oblation  he  5 
had  not  regard.     And  Cain  was  very  wroth,  and  his  face  fell. 
And   the   Eternal    said  unto   Cain.    Wherefore  art  thou  wroth  ?  i> 
and    wherefore   is  thy    face   fallen?    Is    it    not   thus!    if  thou  7 
mendest   there   is   forgiveness,   and  if  thou  dost  not  mend,   at 
the    entrance    sin    croucheth:    and  unto    thee    is   its    longing, 
nevertheless  thou  mayest  rule  over  it.    And  Cain  said  to  Abel  8 
his  brother  ....  and  it  came  to  pass,  when  they  were  in  the 
field,   that   Cain  rose  up   against  Abel  his   brother,    and  slew 
him.     And    the    Eternal    said    unto    Cain,   Where  is   Abel  thy  o, 
brother?    And   he    said,    I    know-    not:     am   I    my   brothers 
keeper?   And    he    said.    What  hast  thou  done?   the   voice  of"  10 
thy   brother's    blood  crieth    unto    me    from    the   ground.     And  I  1 
now  cursed  be  thou  from  the  ground,  which  hath  opened  her 
mouth  to  take  thy  brother's  blood  from  thy  hand;  When  thou  12 
tillest    the    ground,    it   shall    not    continue    to  give   unto  thee 
her  strength;    a  vagabond   and  a    wanderer   shalt  thou  be  on 
the   earth.    And    Cain  said   unto  the  Eternal.   My  punishment  13 
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is  greater  than   can  be  borne.    Behold,  thou  hast  driven  me  1 4 
out  this  day  from  the  face  of  the  ground;  and  from  thy  face 
shall  I  be  hid;    and   I  shall   be   a   vagabond  and  a  wanderer 
in  the  earlh;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whosoever  limieth 
me   shall  slay  me.    And   the   Eternal  said   unto   him,    Verily,  1 5 
whosoever  slayeth   Cain,    it  shall   be  avenged  sevenfold.   And 
the  Eternal  appointed  a  sign  for  Cain,  that  none  finding  him 
should   smite   him.    And  Cain  went    away    from   the   face   of  1 6 
the  Eternal,    and   abode  in  the  land  of  Nod,   on  the  easl  of 
Eden.    And   Cain   knew  his  wife;    and  she  became  pregnant.  1 7 
and  bare  Enoch:  and  he  buikled  a  city,    and  called  the  name 
of  the    city,   after   the  name   of  his    son,    Enoch.    And  unto  is 
Enoch  was  born  Irad ;  and  had  begat  .Mehujael :  and  Mehujael 
begat  Methusael :   and  Methusael  begat  Lamech.    And  Lamechl9 
took  unto  him  two   wives  :  the  name  of  the   one  teas  Adah, 
and    the   name   of  the  second   Zillah.    And  Adah  bare  Jabal:-20 
he  was  the  father  of  such  as  abide  in  tents,  and  of  such  as 
have  cattle.    And  his  brother's   name   wasJubal:  he  was  the  ->l 
father  of  all  such  as  handle  harp  and  pipe.    And  Zillah.  she  22 
also    bare   Tubalcain,    the  father  of  every  sharpener,    and  of 
every  artificer  in  copper  and  iron :  and  the  sister  of  Tubalcain 
was   Naamah.    And   Lamech  said    unto   his  wives.    Adah   and  23 
Zillah,   hear  my  voice;    ye  wives   of  Lamech,    give  ear  unto 
my  speech:  now  that  I  can  slay  a  man  by  a  wound  of  mine, 
and  a  child  by  a  stripe  of  mine:  If  Cain  be  avenged  sevenfold,  ->4 
truly   Lamech   seventy  and  sevenfold.    And    Adam   knew   his  '25 
wile  again:  and  she  bare  a  son,  and  called  his  name  Sheth: 
for  God,   said  she,  hath  appointed    me    another    seed    instead 
of  Abel,  for  Cain  slew  him.  And  to  Sheth,  to  him  also  thereto 
was  born  a  son;  and  he  called  his  name  Enosh:  then  it  was 
begun  to  call  idols  by  the  name  of  the  Eternal. 

This    is   the   book   of  the  progeny    of   Adam.    In  the    day  i 
that  God  created  man,    in  the  likeness  of  God  made  he  him  : 
Male  and    female    created    he    them;    and  blessed   them,    and '2 
called  Iheir  name  man.   in  the  day  when  they   were  created. 
And    Adam    lived    a    hundred  and  thirty  years,    and  begat  a  3 
2  Vol.  I. 
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son  in  his  own  likeness,  after  his  image ;  and  called  his  name 
Seth:    And   the   days  of  Adam,   after  he  had  begotten   Seth4 
were  eight  hundred  years:  and  he  begat  sons  and  daughters: 
And   all   the   days   that  Adam  lived   were    nine  hundred   and  5 
thirty  years:  and  he  died. 

And  Seth  lived  a  hundred  and  five  years,  and  begat  Enos :  6 
And  Seth  lived  after  he  begat  Enos  eight  hundred  and  seven  7 
years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters :  And  all  the  days  of  8 
Seth  were  nine  hundred  and  twelve  years  :    and  he  died. 

And  Enos  lived  ninety  years,  and  begat  Cainan:  And  Enos9 
lived   after   he  begat  Cainan  eight  hundred   and  fifteen  years, 
and  begat   sons   and   daughters :    And  all   the   days   of  Enos  1 1 
were  nine  hundred  and  five  years:  and  he  died. 

And  Cainan  lived  seventy  years,  and  begat  Mahalaleel:  12 
And  Cainan  lived  after  he  begat  Mahalaleel  eight  hundred  1 3 
and  forty  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters:  And  all  the  14 
days  of  Cainan  were  nine  hundred  and  ten  years :  and  he  died.

days  of  Jared  were   nine  hundred   sixty  and  two  years:   and 
he  died. 

And  Henoch  lived  sixty  and  five  years,  and  begat  Methn-21 
shelah:  And  Henoch  walked  with  God  after  he  begat  Methn-22 
shelah  three  hundred  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters: 
And  all  the  days  of  Henoch  were  three  hundred  sixty  and  23 
five  years :  And  Henoch  walked  with  God :  and  he  ivas  not ;  04 
for  God  took  him. 

And   Methushelah  lived  a  hundred  eighty  and  seven  years,  05 
and  begat   Laniech:    And   Methushelah   lived  after   he    begat  26 
Lamech  seven  hundred  eighty  and  two  years,  and  begat  sons 
and  daughters :    And  all   the   days  of  Methushelah  were  nine  17 
hundred  sixty  and  nine  years:  and  he  died. 

And  Laniech    lived   a  hundred   eighty  and   two  years,    and  28 
begat  a  son.    And  he    called  his   name  Noah,    saying,    This  2d 
same   shall   comfort   us    concerning    our  work  and  sorrow  of 
our  hands,   because    of  the   ground  which  the    Eternal  hath 
cursed.    And   Lamech  lived   after  he  begat  Noah  five  hundred  30 
ninety  and  five  years ,    and   begat   sons    and  daughters :    And  3 1 
all    the    days  of   Lamech   were    seven   hundred    seventy    and 
seven  years :  and  he  died. 

And    Noah    was    five  hundred    years  old:    and  Noah  begat  30 
Shem,  Ham,  and  Japheth. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  men  began  to  multiply  on  the  1 
face  of  the  earth,    and  daughters  were  born  unto  them,  That  2 
the   sons    of  the    gods  saw  the  daughters  of  men  that  they 
were  fair  and  they  took  them  wives  of  all  whom  they  chose. 
And  the  Eternal  said,    My  spirit  shall  not  for  ever  strive  with  3 
man  in  his  errors:  he  is  only  flesh,  therefore  his  days  shall 
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be   a  hundred  and   twenty  years.    There  were  the  giants  on  4 
the  earth  in  those  days;  and  also  after  that,  when  the  sons 
of  the  gods  came  unto  the  daughters  of  men,  and  they  bare 
children    to   them,   these   are  the  heroes  who   were   of    old 
men  of  name. 

And  the  Eternal  saw  that  the  wickedness  of  man  teas  great  5 
on  the  earth,   and  that  every  imagination  of  the  thoughts  of 
his  heart  was  only  evil  continually.    And  the  Eternal  repented  6 
that  he  had  made  man  on  the  earth,  and  it  pained  his  heart. 
And  the  Eternal  said,    I  will  blot  out  the  man  whom  I  have  7 
created   from   the    face  of  the    ground ;    from  man,  to  beast, 
to  the  creeping  thing,    and  to   the  fowls  of  the  heaven;    for 
I   repent   that  I  have   made  them.    But  Noah  found  favor  in  8 
the  eyes  of  the  Eternal. 

These  are   the   progeny   of  Noah ;    Noah  was  a  righteous  9 
man  and  perfect  in  his   generations,   and  Noah  walked  with 
God.    And  Noah  begat  three  sons,    Shein,    Ham.   and  Japheth.  1 0 
Now  the  earth  was  corrupt   before  God,    and  the  earth  was  \  l 
filled  with  violence.    And  God   saw  the  earth ,    and  behold,  it  1  •> 
was  corrupt;  for  all  flesh  hat  corrupted  its  way  upon  the  earth. 

And   God  said   unto  Noah,    The  end  of  all  flesh  is  come  13 
before  me ;  for  the  earth  is  tilled  with  violence  through  them ; 
and,  behold,  I  will  destroy   them  with  the  earth.    Make   thee  1 4 
an  ark  of  gopher  wood;    rooms  shalt  thou  make  in  the  ark 
and   shalt  pitch  it  within   and  without  with  pitch.    And  thus  1 5 
shalt  thou   make  it:    The   length   of  the  ark   shall  be  three 
hundred  cubits,   the  breadth  of  it  fifty  cubits,  and  the  heigrht  1 6 
of  it   thirty  cubits.     A  transparency  shalt   thou   make  to   the 
ark,    and  in    a  cubit  shalt  thou  finish  it  above;   and  the  en- 
trance   of  the   ark  shalt   thou  put   in  the  side  thereof;   with 
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lower,    second,    and   third    stories   shalt  thou  make   it.    And  17 
behold,  I,  even  I,  do  bring-  a  deluge  of  waters  upon  the  earth, 
to  destroy  all  flesh,  wherein  is  the  spirit  of  life,  from  under 
the  heaven;  and  every  thing  that  is  in  the  earth  shall  expire. 
But  with  thee  will  I  establish  my  covenant ;   and  thou  shalt  1 8 
come  into  the  ark,    thou,    and  thy  sons,  and   thy  wife,    and 
thy  sons'  wives   with  thee.  And    of  every  living  thing  of  all  19 
flesh,  two  of  all  shalt  thou  bring  into  the  ark,  to  keep  them 
alive   with   thee;    they  shall  be   male   and   female.    Of  fowls  20 
after  their  kind,    and    of  beasts    after    their  kind,    of   every 
creeping  thing  of  the  ground,  after  its  kind,  two  of  all  shall 
come    unto   thee,    to   keep    them  alive.    And   take   thou   unto  21 
thee   of  all  food  that  is  eaten,    and  thou   shalt  gather   it  to 
thee;   and  it  shall  be   for  food  for  thee,  and  for  them.     And  22 
Noah    did  thus ;    according   to  all  that  God   commanded  him, 

so  did  he.

And  the  Eternal   said  unto  Noah,    Come   thou   and   all  thy  i 
house  into  the  ark ;  for  thee  have  I  seen  righteous  before  me 
in  this  generation.    Of  every  clean  beast   thou   shalt  take  to  2 
thee  by  sevens,    a  male    and  its    female:   and   of  beasts  that 
ore  not  clean  by  two,    a  male  and  its  female.    Of  fowls  also  3 
of  the  heaven,  by  sevens,  a  male  and  a  female;  to  keep  seed 
alive   upon   the  face    of  all  the   earth.    For   yet   seven  days,  4 
and   I  will   cause   it  to   rain  upon   the  earth  forty  days  and 
forty  nights;    and   every  being  that  I   have  made  will  I  blot 
out  from  off  the  face  of  the  ground.    And  Noah  did  according  5 
unto   all    that   the   Eternal   commanded  him.    And   Noah   tcass 
six  hundred  years  old  when  the  deluge   of  waters  was  upon 
the  earth.   And   Noah  came  in ,   and  his  sons ,  and  his  wife.  7 
and   his    sons'  wives  with  him,  into  the  ark,  because  of  the 
waters  of  the  deluge.    Of  clean  beasts,  and  of  beasts  that  are  8 
not  clean,    and    of  fowls,    and   of  every  thing  that  creepeth 
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upon  the  earth,  There  came  in  two   and  two  unto  Noah  into  9 
the  ark,  a  male  and  a  female,  as  God  had  commanded  Noah. 
And   it  came   to  pass  after  the  seven  days,   that  the  waters  10 
of  the    deluge    were  upon   the    earth.    In   the   six  hundredth  1 1 
year  of  Noah's  life,  in  the  second  month,  the  seventeenth  day 
of  the   month,   the  same  day  were   all    the  fountains  of  the 
great   murmuring-    deep  broken    up.    and    the    sluices    of   the 
heaven  were  opened.    And  the  rain  was  upon  the  earth  forty  i  % 
days  and  forty  nights.    In  the  selfsame  day  came  Noah,   and  1 3 
Shem,  and  Ham,  and  Japheth,   the  sons  of  Noah,  and  Noah's 
wife,    and  the   three  wives  of  his  sons  with  them,  into  the 
ark.     They,     and    every    animal    after    its    kind,    and    every  1 4 
beast  after  its  kind,   and   every  creeping-  thing-  that  creepeth 
upon  the  earth  after  its  kind,  and  every  fowl  after  its  kind, 
every  bird,   whatever    hath   wings.     And  they    came  in  unto  15 
Noah  into  the  ark,  two  and  two  of  all  flesh,   wherein  is  the 
spirit   of  life.    And   they   that    came  in ,    came  in    male   and  1 6 
female    of   all   flesh,    as  God  had  commanded  him:    and  the 
Eternal  shut  him  in.    And  the   deluge  was  forty   days   upon  1 7 
the   earth;   and  the  waters  increased,   and  bare  up   the  ark. 
and   it   was  lifted  up   above  the  earth.    And  the  waters  pre- 1 8 
vailed,   and   were  increased  greatly  upon  the  earth;    and  the 
ark  went  upon  the  face  of  the  waters.    And  the  waters  pre- 19 
vailed  exceedingly  upon  the  earth ;  and  all  the  high  mountains, 
that   icere   under  the  whole   heaven,    were   covered.    Fifteen  20 
cubits  above  them  did  the  waters  prevail;  and  the  mountains 
were  covered.    And    all    flesh  expired   that    moved    upon   the  2  1 
earth,   of  fowl,    and  of  beast,    and  of  animal,    and   of  every 
prolific  creature  that  bringeth  forth  abundantly  upon  the  earth, 
and  every  man:    All  in  whose  nostrils  was  the  breath  of  the  22 
spirit   of   life,    of  all    that  teas  in    the    dry    land,    died.    And  23 
he  blotted   out  every  being  which  was  upon  the  face  of  the 
ground,    from  man  to  beast,   to  creeping  things,   and  to  fowl 
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of  the  heaven ;    and    they  were   blotted   out  from  the  earth : 
and  Noah  only  remained  alive,    and  they  that  were  with  him 
in  the  ark.  And  the  waters  prevailed  upon  the  earth  a  hundred  24 
and  fifty  days. 

And    God  remembered  Noah,   and  every  animal,    and  every  i 
beast  that  was  with  him  in  the  ark :  and  God  caused  a  wind 
to  pass  over  the  earth,  and  the  waters  assuaged.    The  foun-  2 
tains  also  of  the  murmuring-  deep  and  the  sluices  of  the  heaven 
were  stopped,    and  the  rain  from  the  heaven    was   withheld; 
And  the  wraters  returned  from  off  the  earth  continually :    and  3 
after  the  end  of  a  hui  died  and  fifty  days  the  waters  decreased. 
And  the  ark  rested  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the  seventeenth  4 
day    of  the  month,    upon  the   mountains    of  Ararat.    And  the  5 
waters   decreased    continually   until    the  tenth   month:    in  the 
tenth   month,    on  the  first   day  of  the  month,    wrere  the  tops 
of  the  mountains  seen.    And   it  came   to    pass   at  the  end  of  6 
forty  days,  that  Noah  opened  the  window  of  the  ark  which  lie 
had  made :    And  he  sent  forth  the  raven,    which  went  out  to  7 
and   fro,   until  the  waters  wTere  dried   up  from  off  the  earth. 
Also   he  sent  forth  the  dove  from  him,   to  see   if  the  waters  8 
were  abated  from   off  the  face  of  the  ground ;    But   the  dove  9 
found  no  rest  for  the  sole  of  her  foot,  and  she  returned  unto 
him  into  the  ark,    for  the  waters   were   on   ihe   face   of  the 
whole  earth:  then  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and  took  her,  and 
brought   her    in  unto  him   into  the.  ark.    And   he   waited   yet  10 
seven   other   days:    and  again  he  sent   forth  the  dove  out  of 
the  ark.    And  the  dove  came  in  to  him  in  the  evening  time:  1  1 
and.  lo,  in   her    mouth  was  an  olive   leaf  torn  off:    so  Noah 
knew   thai    the  waters   were  abated  from  off  the  earth.    And  12 
he  waited  yet  seven  other  days  ;  and  sent  forth  the  dove  which 
returned  not  again  unto  him  any  more.    And  it  came  to  pass  jg 
in   the  six  hundredth   and  first  year,   in   the  first  month,  the 
first  day  of  the  month,   the  Waters   were  dried    up    from  off 
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the  earth ;   and  Noah   removed   the    covering   of  the  ark  and 
saw,  and,  behold,  the  face  of  the  ground  was  dried  up.    And  1 4 
in  the  second  month,   on  the  seven  and  twentieth  day  of  the 
month,    was    the  earth    dried.    And    God    spake    unto    Noah,  15 
saying,    Go   out   of  the  ark,    thou,   and    thy   wife,    and   thy  16 
sons,    and  thy  sons'  wives  with  thee.    Bring  forth  with  thee  17 
every  animal  that   is  with  thee,  of  all  flesh,  of  fowl,   and  of 
beast,    and    of  every   creeping  thing    that  creepeth   upon  the 
earth;    that    they   may    bring   forth  abundantly   in  the  earth, 
and    be  fruitful,    and   multiply    upon    the   earth.     And    Noah  18 
went  out,    and  his  sons,   and  his  wife,   and  his  sons'   wives 
with  him :    Every   animal,    every  creeping   thing,    and    every  1 9 
fowl ;  whatsoever  creepeth  upon  the  earth,  after  their  families, 
went   forth    out    of  the   ark.    And  Noah   built  an  altar  unto  20 
the    Eternal :    and    took   of  every  clean   beast,    and  of  every 
clean   fowl,    and    ottered    burnt    offerings    on  the  altar.    And  21 
the  Eternal   smelled  the  grateful  odour;  and  the  Eternal  said 
in  his  heart,  I  will  not  again  curse  the  ground  any  more  for 
man's  sake  ;   for  the  imagination  of  man's  heart  is  evil  from 
his  youth ;    neither  will  I  again  smite   any  more  every  thing 
living,    as   I   have  done.  While  the  earth  remaineth,  see&time12 
and  harvest,    and   cold   and   heat,    and    summer    and  winter, 
and  day  and  night  shall  not  cease.  o 

And  God   blessed  Noah  and  his  sons,  and  said  unto  them,  1 
Be  fruitful,   and  multiply,   and   fill  the  earth.    And  the  dread  2 
of  you   and  the  terror  of  you  shall  be  upon  every  animal  of 
the  earth,  and  upon  every  fowl  of  the  heaven,  upon  all  that 
creepeth  upon  the  ground,  and  upon  all  the  fishes  of  the  sea ; 
into  your   hand  are   they  given.    Every  creeping   thing   that  3 
liveth  shall  be  food  for  you;  as  the  green  herb  have  I  given 
you   all    things  Nevertheless  flesh    with  the   life  thereof,  — 4 
its  blood,  shall  ye  not  eat.    However  your  own  blood  of  yours

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souls  will  I  require;    at  the  hand   of  every  living-  soul  will  I 
require  it,  and  at  the  hand  of  man;    at  the  hand  of  a  man's 
brother  will  I  require  the  soul  of  man.    Whoso  sheddeth  man's  6 
blood,    by  man  shall  his  blood  be  shed:   for  in  the  image  of 
God  made  he  man.    And    you.   be   ye  fruitful,    and   multiply :  7 
bring:  forth  abundantly  on  the  earth,  and  multiply  thereon. 

And    God    said    to  Noah,    and    to    his    sons    with  him,    as  8 
follows.     And  I.    behold.    I    establish    my  covenant    with   you.  9 
and  with  your  seed  after  you:  And  with  every  living  creature  lit 
that  is  with  you,  of  the   fowl,    of  the    beast,    and    of    even 
animal   of  the  earth  with  you ;    from  all  that  go  out  of  the 
ark  to    every  animal   of  the   earth.    And  I  will  establish  my  |  [ 
covenant  with  you;    that    all   flesh  shall   not  be  cut   off  any 
more  by  the  waters  of  the  deluge ;    neither  shall    there    any 
more  be  a  deluge  to  destroy  the  earth.    And  God  said.    This  r> 
is  the  sign  of  the  covenant  which   1  appoint  between  me  and 
you  and  every  living  creature  that  is  with  you.  for  generations 
for  ever:    My    bow  I   have  set  in  the  cloud,    and  it  shall  be  13 
for   a   sign    of  a  covenant   between   me  and  the  earth.    And  1 4 
it  shall  come   to  pass,    when    1  cloud  the   earth   with  clouds, 
that  the  bow  shall  be  seen  in  the  cloud :    And  I  will  remember  \  5 
my  covenant,  which  is  between  me  and  you  and   every  living 
creature  of  all  flesh ;    and    the  waters  shall   uo  more  become 
a   deluge   to    destroy  all  flesh.    And  the  bow  shall  be  in  the  16 
cloud;    and   I   will    regard    it  in  order   to  remember  for  ever 
the   covenant    between   God   and   every   living  creature   of  all 
flesh  that  is  upon  the  earth.    And  God  said  unto  Noah.  This  1  7 
is  the  sign  of  the  covenant,  which  I  have  established  between 
me  and  all  flesh  that  is  upon  the  earth.

Cnsh,  and  Mizraun,  and  Put,  and  Canaan.     And  the    sons   of  7 

Cush;    Seba,    and  Havilah,    and    Sabtah,    and  Raamah,   and 

Sabtechah :  and  the  sons  of  Raamah;  Sheba,  and  Dedan.    And  8 
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Cush  begat  Nimrod :    he   began    to   be  a  hero  on   the  earth. 

He  was  a  hero  of  the  chase  before   the  Eternal :   wherefore  9 

it  is  said,    Even   as  Nimrod  a  hero   of  the  chase  before  the 

Eternal.    And  the  beginning   of  his  kingdom  was   Babel,   and  10 

Erech,    and  Accad,    and  Calneh,   in  the  land  of  Shinar.    Out  1 1 

of   that   land  went    forth  Asshur,   and   builded  Nineveh,   and 

the  streets  of  the  city  and  Calah.    And  Resen  between  Nineveh  12 

and  Calah :    the  same   is  the  great  city.    And  Mizraim  begat  1 3 

Liidim,     and    Anamim,    and    Lehabim    and    Naphtuhim,     And  14 

Pathrusim,    and  Casluhiin,    out  of  whom  came  Philistim,   and 

Caphtorim.

And    Canaan    begat    Sidon    his  firstborn,    and   Heth,   And16 

the  Jebusite,   and  the  Amorite,   and  the  Girgashite.    And  the  17 
Hivite,    and    the    Arkite,    and  the   Sinite.    And  the   Arvadite,  ig 
and  the  Zemarite,    and    the  Hamathite:    and  afterwards  were 
the  families  of  the  Canaanite  spread  abroad.    And  the  boundary  1 9 
of  the  Canaanite  was  from  Sidon,   as  thou  comest  to  Gerar, 
unto  Gaza ;    as  thou  comest,   to  Sodom,    and   Gomorrah,   and 
Admah,    and   Zeboim,  even  unto  Lasha.    These  are  the  sons  20 
of  Ham,    after    their    families,    after  their  tongues,    in  their 
lands,  and  in  their  nations. 

To  Shem  also,  the  father  of  all  the  children  of  Eber,  the  21 
brother  of  Japheth  the  elder,  even  to  him  were  children  born. 
The  children  of  Shem;  Elam,  and  Asshur,  and  Arphaxad,  22 
and  Lud,  and  Aram.  And  the  children  of  Aram;  Uz,  and 23 
Hul,  and  Gether,  and  Mash.  And  Arphaxad  begat  Shelah:24 
and  Shelah  begat  Eber.  And  to  Eber  were  born  two  sons:  05 
the  name  of  one  was  Peleg;  for  in  his  days  was  the  land 
thanelled;  and  his  brother's  name  toas  Joktan.  And  Joktan  26 
begat  Almodad,    and  Sheleph,   and  Hazarmaveth,    and  Jerah, 

And  Hadoram,  and  Uzal,  and  Diklah,    And  Oba),  and  Abimael, 27 

28 
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and  Sheba,    And  Ophir,    and  Havilah,    and  Jobab :    all  these 29 
were   the    sons    of  Joktan.     And  their   habitation    was  from  30 
Mesha,  as  thou  comest  to  Sephar  a  mount  of  the  east.    These  3 1 
are  the  sons  of  Shem,  after  their  families,  after  their  tongues, 
in   their  lands,    after  their  nations.    These   are   the  families  32 
of  the  sons  of  Noah,    after  their  progeny,    in  their   nations : 
and   from   these  were  the  nations  parted  on   the  earth  after 
the  deluge.  .... 

And    the  whole    earth  was    of   one  language,    and  of  few  1 
words.    And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  journeyed  from  the  east.  2 
that   they   found   a   deep   valley   in  the  land  of  Shinar ;    and 
they    abode    there.     And    they   said,    one  to  another,    Come.  3 
let   us    make   bricks,    and   burn  them  thoroughly.     And   they 
had  brick  for  stone,    and  bitumen  had  they  for  mortar.    And  4 
they  said,  Come,    we  will  build  for  us  a  city  and  a  tower, 
whose    head  may  reach  unto  heaven  ;  and  we  will  make  for 
us  a  name,  lest  we  be  scattered  upon  the  face  of  the  whole 
earth.    And  the  Eternal  came  down  to  see  the  city  and  the  5 
tower,  which  the  children  of  men  had  built.    And  the  Eternal  g 
said,  Behold,  it  is  one  people,  and  they  have  all  one  language: 
and  this  they  begin  to  do  :  and  now  shall  they  not  be  precluded 
from    anything  which  they  have  devised  to  do?     Come,   we; 
will   go    down  and   there  confound  their  language,    that  they 
may    not    understand    one  another's    speech.     So  the  Eternal  8 
scattered  them   from   thence  upon    the  face  of  all  the  earth: 
and  they  ceased   to  build  the  city.    Therefore  is  the  name  of  9 
it  called  Babel  ;    because  the  Eternal   did  there  confound  the 
language  of  all  the  earth :    and  from  thence  did  the  Eternal 
scatter  them  upon  the  face  of  all  the  earth. 

These  are  the  progeny  of  Shem :  Shem  was  a  hundred  years  1 0 
old,   and   begat   Arphaxad   two    years   after  the  deluge :    And  1  l 
Shem  lived  after  he  begat  Arphaxad  five  hundred  years,  and 
begat  sons  and  daughters. 

And  Arphaxad  lived  five  and  thirty  years,  and  begat  Salah:  1  •> 
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And  Arphaxad   lived    after   he  begat   Salah  four  hnndreil  and  13 
three  years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters. 

And  Salah  lived  thirty  years,  and  begat  Eber:     And  Salah

lived  after  he  begat  Eber  four  hundred  and  three  years,   and 
begat  sons  and  daughters. 

And  Eber  lived  four  and  thirty  years,  and  begat  Peleg :  1 6 
And  Eber  lived  after  he  begat  Peleg  four  hundred  and  thirty  1 7 
years,  and  begat  sons  and  (laughters. 

And  Peleg  lived  thirty  years,  and  begat  Reu :  And  Peleg 
lived  after  he  begat  Reu  two  hundred  and  nine  years,  and 
begat  sons  and  daughters. 

And  Reu  lived  two  and  thirty  years ,  and  begat  Serug :  20 
And  Reu  lived  after  he  begat  Serug  two  hundred  and  seven  2 1 
years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters. 

And  Serug  lived  thirty  years,  and  begat  Nahor:    And  Serug  ** 
lived   after  he    begat  Nahor   two   hundred  years,    and    begar 
sons  and  daughters. 

And  Nahor  lived  nine  and  twenty  years,  and  begat  Terah:  24 
And  Nahor  lived  after  he  begat  Terah  a  hundred  and  nineteen  25 
years,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters. 

And  Terah   lived  seventy  years,   and  begat  Abrani.    Nahor.  og 
and   Haran.     Now    these    are    ihe  progeny   of  Terah :    Terah  27 
begat  Abram.  Nahor,  and  Haran;  and  Haran  begat  Lot.    And  og 
Haran  died  before  his  father  Terah  in  the  land  of  his  kindred, 
in  Or  Casdim.    And  Abrani  and  Nahor  took  them  wives :    the  29 
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name  of  Abram's  wife  tvas  Sarai ;  and  the  name  of  Nahor's 
wife.  Milcah,  the  daughter  of  Haran,  the  father  of  Milcah, 
and  the  father  of  Iscah.  But  Sarai  was  barren:  she  had  no  30 
child.  And  Terah  took  Abram  his  son.  and  Lot  the  son  of  31 
Haran  his  son's  son,  and  Sarai  his  daughter  in  law,  his  son 
Abram's  wife ;  and  they  went  forth  with  them  from  L'r  Casdim. 
to  go  into  the  land  of  Canaan ;  and  they  came  to  Haran.  and 
abode  there.  And  the  days  of  Terah  were  two  hundred  and  32 
five  years;    and  Terah  died  in  Haran. 

Now  the  Eternal  had  said  unto  Abram,  Go  out  of  thy  land,  i 
and  from  thy  kindred,   and   from  thy   father's  house,    to  the 
laud  that  I  will  shew  thee:    And  I  will  make  of  thee  a  great  o 
nation,  and  I  will  bless  thee,  and  make  thy  name  great ;  and 
thou    shalt    be  a  blessing :    And  I  will  bless  them  that  bless  3 
thee,  and  curse  him  that  execrateth  thee :    and  in  thee  shall 
all  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed.    So  Abram  went,  as  the  4 
Eternal  had  spoken  to  him :    and  Lot    went  with    him :    and 
Abram  ivas  seventy  and  five  years  old  when  he  went  out  from 
Haran.    And  Abram  took  Sarai  his  wife,  and  Lot  his  brother's  5 
son,    and  all  their  substance  that  they  had  gathered,  and  the 
souls   that  they   had  gotten  in  Haran:    and   they  went   forth 
to  go  into  the  land  of  Canaan ;  and  they  came  into  the  laud 
of  Canaan.    And  Abram  passed  through  the  land  unto  the  places 
of  Sichem,    unto  the  oak  of  Moreh.    And  the   Canaanite  n-<^ 
then    in    the   land.    And    the  Eternal    appeared   unto    Abram.  7 
and  said,  To  thy  seed  will  I  give  this  land:   and  there  built 
he    an   altar  to   the  Eternal,   who  appeared  to  him.    And  he  8 
removed  from  thence  to  the  mountain  on  the  east  of  Beth-el, 
and  pitched  his  tent,  having  Beth-el  on  the  west,  and  the  Ai 
on  the  east ;    and  there  he  built  an  altar  to  the  Eternal,  and 
called    on    the  name   of  the   Eternal.   And  Abram  journeyed.  9 
going  and  journeying  towards  the  south. 
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And  there  was  a  famine  in  the  land  :  and  Abram  went  down  in 
into  Egypt  to   sojourn  there:  for  the  famine  wtos  grievoas  in 
the  land.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  approached  to  enter  1 1 
into  Egypt,    that  he    said    onto   Sarai  his  wife,    Behold  now. 
I  know  that  thou  art  a  woman  of  beautiful  appearance.    There-  i  •> 
fore  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  when  the  Egyptians  see  thee, 
they  will  say,  This  is  his  wife :  and  they  will  slay  me.  but  thee 
they  will  keep  alive.      Say,  1  pray,  thou  art  my  sister:  that  13 
it  may  be  well  with  me  for  thy  sake;  and  my  soul  shall  live 
because  of  thee.    And    it   came   to   pass   that,    when  Abram  14 
was  come  into  Egypt,    the  Egyptians    saw    the   woman   that 
she   teas   very   beautiful.    The    officers   also   of  Pharaoh  saw  i, 
her,  and  praised  her  to  Pharaoh :  and  the  woman  was  taken 
into  Pharaoh's  house.    And  to  Abram  he  did  well  for  her  sake:  16 
and  he  had  flocks,  and  herds,  and  he-asses,  and  menservants. 
and  handmaids,  and  she-asses,  and  camels.     And  the  Eternal  17 
plagued   Pharaoh  and   his  house   with  great  plagues  because 
of  Sarai  Abram's  wife.    And  Pharaoh  called  Abram.  and  said,  is 
What  is  this  that  thou  hast  done  unto  me?   wherefore  did>t 
thou  not  tell  me  that  she  was  thy  wife  ?    Wherefore  saidst  1 p. 
thou,    She   is  my  sister?    so  that  I  took  her  to  me  to  wife: 
now  therefore  behold  thy  wife  take  her,  and  go.    And  Pharaoh  20 
commanded    his   men    concerning  him:    and   they  lei  him  go, 
and  his  wife,  and  all  that  he  had. 

And  Abram  went  up  out  of  Egypt,   he,  and  his  wife,   and  1 
all    that    he   had,    and  Lot  with  liim,    into  the  south.     And  l 
Abram  teas  very  rich  in  cattle,    in  silver,    and  in   gold.    And  3 
he  went  on  his  journeys  from  the  south  even  to  Beth-ei,  unto 
the  place  where  his  tent  had  been  previously,  between  Beth-el 
and  the  Ai ;    To  the  place  of  the  altar,  which  he  had  made  4 
there  at  the  first :    and    there   Abram  called   on  the  name  of 
the  Eternal.    And  Lot  also,  who  went  with  Abram.  had  flocks.  5 
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and  herds,    and   tents.     And   the   land   was   not  able  to  bear  6 
them,  that  they  might  abide  together :  for  their  substance  was 
great,    so    that   they  were   not   able  to  abide   together.    And  7 
there  was  a  strife  between  the  herdmen  of  Abram's  cattle  and 
the  herdmen  of  Lot's  cattle:  and  the  Canaanite  and  the  Per- 
rizite  abode   then  in  the  land.    And  Abram  said  to  Lot,    Let  8 
there  be  no  contention,    I  pray,  between   me   and    thee,    ami 
between  my  herdmen  and  thy  herdmen ;  for  we  be  kinsmen. 
Is  not  the  whole   land  before  thee?    part,  I  pray,    from  mtj:9 
if  thou  tcilt  take  to  the  left,  then  I  will  go  to  the  right;  or 
if  thou  depart  to  the  right,    then  I  will  go  to  the  left.    Anil  10 
Lot  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  all  the  district  of  the  Jordan, 
that  it   was  well   watered    every  where,  before   the  Eternal 
destroyed  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,   even   as  the   garden  of  the 
Eternal,   like    the   land    of  Egypt,   as   thou    comest    to  Zoar. 
Then  Lot  chose  him   all  the  district  of  the  Jordan ;    and  Lot  1 1 
journeyed  from  the  east:  and  they  parted  the  one  from  the  other. 
Abram  abode  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  Lot  abode  in  the  cities  12 
of  the  district,  and  pitched  his  tent  towards  Sodom.    But  the] 3 
men  of  Sodom  were  evil  and   sinful  before  the  Eternal  excee- 
dingly.   And  the   Eternal  said  to  Abram,    after  that  Lot  was  14 
parted  from  him.    Lift  up  now  thine  eyes,  and  look  from  the 
place  where  thou  art  northward,  and  southward,  and  eastward, 
and  westward  :   For  all  the  land  which  thou  seest,  to  thee  will  1 5 
I  give  it,  and  to  thy  seed  for  ever.   And  I  will  make  thy  seed  16 
as  the  dust  of  the  earth :  so  that  if  a  man  is  able  to  count  the 
dust  of  the  earth,  then  shall  thy  seed  also  be  counted.    Arise.  17 
walk  about  in  the  land  in  the  length  of  it  and  in  the  breadth 
of  it;   for  to  thee  will    I  give  it.     Then  Abram  pitched  / 
tent,   and  came  and  abode  at  the  oaks  of  Mamre,  which  arc 
in  Hebron,  and  built  there  an  altar  to  the  Eternal. 
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And    it    came    to    pass    in   the  days    of   Amraphel    kins:   of  i 

Shinar,    Arioch  king;  of  Ellasar.   Chedorlaomer  kin?  of  Elani. 

and  Tidal  king-  of  Goiim;      That  these   made  war   with    Bera  o 

king;  of  Sodom,    and  with  Birsha  king  of  Gomorrah.   Shinab 

king;  of  Adinah.  and  Shemeber  king-  of  Zeboiim,  and  the  king 

of  Bela,   which  is    Zoar.     All  these  joined    together   in    the  ?, 

valley  of  the  Siddini .    which  is    the  salt  sea.     Twelve  year-;  4 

they    served    Chedorlaomer,    and  in  the  thirteenth   year    the} 

rebelled.     And  in  the  fourteenth  year  came  Chedorlaomer,  and  5 

the  kings  that  were  with   him.    and    smote    the    Rephaim    in 

Ashteroth  Karnaim.    and   the    Zuzim   in  Ham.    and    the  Emiin 

in  Shaveh  Kiriathaim .     And  the  Horites  in  their  Mount  Seir,  6 

unto  El-paran,  which  is  by  the  wilderness.    And  they  returned. ; 

and   came    to    Enmishpat.    which   is   Kadesh,    and    smote   all 

the  country  of  the  Amalekites,    and  also   the   Amorites,   that 

abode    in    Hazezon-tamar.     And   there   went   out    the    kintr   of8 

Sodom,  and  the  king  of  Gomorrah,    and  the  king  of  Adinah, 

and  the  king  of  Zeboiim,  and  the  king  of  Bela.  the  same  is 

Zoar;  and  they  joined   battle  with  them  in  Ihe  valley  of  the 

Siddim;     With    Chedorlaomer    the    king    of   Elani.    and    with 9 

Tidal    king   of   Goiim,    and    Amraphel    king   of    Shinar,    and 

Arioch  king   of  Ellasar;    four  kings    with    the  five.     And  the  1(1 

valley    of   the    Siddim    was    full   of   bitumen    pits:    and    the 

kings  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah   fled   and  fell  there:   and  they 

that    remained    fled    to    the    mountain.     And    they    took    all  i  i 

the  substance   of  Sodom  and   Gomorrah,    and   all   their  food. 

and  went.     And  they   took  Lot,   Abranfs    brother's  son.  who  12 

abode   in    Sodom,    and   his   substance,    and   they    went.     And  13 

there  came  the  fugitive,  and  told  Abram  the  Hebrew:  for  lie 
4  Vol.  I. 
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dwelt  at  the  oaks  of  Marnre  the  Amorite,    brother  of  Eschol. 

aud  brother  of  Aner:  and  these  were  confederate  with  Abrain. 

And  when  Abram  heard  that  his  brother  was  taken  captive.  1 4 

he  armed  his  trained  servants,  born  in  his  own  house,  three 

hnndred  and  eighteen,   and  pursued   them  unto  Dan.     And  he  15 

divided  himself,  by  night,  against  them,  he  and  his  servants. 

and  smote   them,    and   pursued  them    unto   Hobah.    which    is 

on   the    left    of    Damascus.     And    he    brought    back    all    the  16 

substance,    and    also    his  brother  Lot,    and    his  substance  he 

brought  back,  and  the  women  also,  and   the   people.  And  the  17 

King  of  Sodom  went    out  towards   him  after  his  return  from 

smiting  Chedorlaomcr,  and  the  kings  that  were  with  him,  to 

the  valley  of  Shaveh,  which  is  the  king's  valley.     And  Mel- 18 

chizedek  king  of  Salem  brought   forth   bread  and  Mine:    and 

he  was  a  priest  of  the  most  high  God.     And  he  blessed  him,  19 

and  said,  Blessed  be  Abram  of  the  most  high  God,  possessor 

of  heaven   and   earth:     And   blessed    be    the  most  high  God,  20 

who  hath  delivered  up  thine  adversaries  into  thy  hand.     And 

he  gave  hiui   tithes  of  all.     And  the  king   of  Sodom  said  tofci 

Abram,  Give  me  the  souls,  and  take  the  substance  to  thyself. 

And  Abram  said  to  the  king  of  Sodom,  I  have  lifted  up  my  oo 

hand  to  the  Eternal  (he  most  high  God,  possessor  of  heaven 

and  earth;  If  I  take  from  a  thread  even  to  a  shoe  tie,    and  03 

if  I  take  anything  that  is  thine.  . . .  and  thou  shalt  not  say. 

I  have  made  Abram  rich :     Nought   for  me .  only  that  which  o  4 

the  lads  have  eaten ,    and  the  portion  of  the  men  who  went 

with    me,    Aner,    Eschol,    and    Mamre;   let  them   take  their 

portion.  __

After   these    things  the  word   of   the  Eternal   came  unto  1 

Abram  in  a  vision,  saying,  Fear  not,  Abram :  I  am  thy  shield, 
thy    reward   shad    he   very    great.     And    Abram    said.    Lord  l 
Eternal,    wherefore  wilt  thou  give  me,    since  1  go  childless. 
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aDd  the  son  of  the  steward  of  my  house  is  this  Eliezer  of 
Damascus.     And  Abram  said,  Behold,  to  me  thoa  hast  given  3 
no  seed:  and,  lo,  one  born  in  my  house  is  mine  heir.     And.  4 
behold,   the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  him,  saying,  He 
shall  not  be   thine  heir;    but  he  that  shall  come  forth  out 
of  thine  own  bowels   shall   be  thine  heir.     And  he  brought  5 
hiin  forth  outside,  and  said,  Look  now  towards  heaven,  and 
count  the   stars,  if  thou  be  able  to  count  them:  and  he  said 
unto   him ,  So   shall   thy   seed   be.     And   he   believed  in  the  6 
Eternal;    and  he  accounted  it  to  him  for  righteousness.     And  7 
he  said   to  him,    I  am  the  Eternal  who  brought  thee  out  of 
Ur  Casdim,    to  give   thee  this  land  to  possess   it.     And  he  8 
said,  Lord  Eternal,  whereby  shall  I  know  that  I  shall  possess 
it?     And  he  said  unto  him,  Take  me  a  heifer  of  three  years  9 
old,  and  a  she  goat  of  three  years  old,  and  a  ram  of  three 
years  old,  and   a  turtle  dove,   and  a  young  pigeon.     And  he  1G 
took  to  him  all  these,  and  split  them  in  the  midst,  and  laid 
each  piece  one  against   another:    but  the  birds  split  he  not. 
And  the   birds    of  prey  came  down   upon   the   carcases,    andii 
Abram   scared   them   away.     And  when   the   sun   was   going  12 
down,   an   overpowering  sleep   fell   upon  Abram;   and,    lo,   a 
horror  of  great  darkness   fell  upon  hi  in.     And   he   said   unto  13 
Abram,  Know  of  a  surety  that  thy  seed  shall  be  a  stranger 
in  a  land  that  is  not  their's,  and  shall  serve  them;  and  they 
shall  afflict  them  four  hundred  years;     And  also  that  nation,  14 
whom  they  shall  serve,    will  I   judge;    and  afterwards  shall 
they  come  out  with   great  substance.     And  thou   shalt   come  1 5 
to  thy  fathers  in  peace;   thou  shalt  be  buried  in  a  good  old 
age.   But    a  fourth  generation   shall   come   hither   again:    for  16 
the  iniquity  of  the  Amorite  is  not  yet  complete.  And  it  came  1 7 
to  pass,   that,  when  the  sun  went  down,   and  it   was  thick 
darkness,  behold  a  smoking  furnace,  and  a  torch  of  Are  that 
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passed  between  those  fragments.  In  the  same  day  the  Eternal  18 
made  a  covenant  with  Abram,  saying,  Unto  thy  seed  have 
1  given  this  land,  from  the  river  of  Egypt  unto  the  great 
river,  the  river  Euphrates:  The  Kenite,  and  the  Kenizzite.  19 
and  the  Kadmonite,  And  the  Hittite,  and  the  Perizzite,  and 20 
the  Rephaim,  And  the  Amorite,  and  the  Canaanite,  an  the  21 
Girgashite,  and  the  Jebusite. 

Now   Sarai    Abram's  wife  bare  him   no  children:   and  she  1 
had   an  Egyptian   handmaid,    whose   name  was  Hagar.     And  2 
Sarai  said  unto  Abram,  Behold  now,  the  Eternal  hath  restrained 
me  from  bearing:  come,  I  pray,  unto  my  handmaid;   perhaps 
1  may  obtain  children  by  her.     And  Abram  hearkened  to  Ihe 
voice    of  Sarai.     And    Sarai    Abram's   wife   took   Hagar    her 3 
handmaid  the  Egyptian,    after  Abram  had  abode  ten  years  in 
the  land  of  Canaan,  and  gave  her  to  her  husband  Abram  to  be 
his  wife.     And  he  came  to  Hagar,  and  she  became  pregnant -'4 
and  when  she  saw  that  she  was  pregnant,  her  mistress  was 
slighted  in  her  eyes.     And  Sarai   said  to  Abram,    My  wrong 5 
is  through  thee:  I  have  given  my  handmaid  into  thy  bosom: 
and  when  she  saw  that  she  was  pregnant,  I  was  slighted  in 
her  eyes :  may  the  Eternal  judge  between  me  and  thee.     But  6 
Abram  said  to  Sarai,  Behold,   thy  handmaid  is  in  thy  hand; 
do   to    her   as   it   seemeth   good   in    thine    eyes.     And    Sarai 
afflicted  her,    and  she  fled   from    her  face.    And  an  angel  of  7 
the    Eternal    found    her    by    the    fountain    of    water    in    the 
wilderness,    by   the   fountain  on    the  way  to  Shur.     And  he 8 
said,   Hagar,    Sarai's   handmaid,    whence  earnest  thou?    and 
whither  wilt  thou  go?   And  she  said,  From  the  face   of  my 
mistress  Sarai   I  am   fleeing.     And  the  angel    of  the  Eternal  9 
said   unto   her,   Return   to  thy  mistress,    and   submit   thyself 
nuder   her   hands.     And  the  angel   of  the   Eternal    said  onto  10 
her,    I  will  multiply  thy  seed   exceedingly,   that  is  shall  not 
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be  counted  for  multitude.     And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  said  1 1 
unto  her,   Behold,  thou  art  pregnant,   and  shalt  bear  a  son, 
and    shalt   call  his   name   Ishmael;   because  the  Eternal  hath 
heard  thy  affliction.     And  he  will  be  like  a  wild  ass  among  1 1 
men;  his  hand  will  be  against  all,  and  the  hand  off  all  against   . 
him;  and  in  the  face  of  all  his  brethren  he  shall  dwell.    And  13 
she  called  the  name  of  the  Eternal  that  spake  unto  her,  Thou 
art  a  God  visible  to  me:   for  she  said,   Did  1  see  a   vestige 
after  my  seeing  him?     Therefore   the  well    was  called  Beer- |  4 
lahai-roi;    behold,    it    is    between    Kadesh    and    Bered.     And  15 
Hagar  bare  Abram  a   son:   and  A  brain  called  his  son's  name, 
whom  Hagar  bare;    Ishmael.     And  Abram  tvas  fourscore  and  16 
six  years  old,  when  Hagar  bare  Ishmael  to  Abram. 

And   when   Abram   was    ninety    years   old    and    nine,    the  1 
Eternal    appeared    to    Abram,    and    said    to    him,    I    am    an 
Almighty   God;   walk  before  me.   and  he   thou   perfect.     And 2 
I   will  make  my    covenant  between    me    and   thee,    and   will 
multiply  thee  exceedingly.     And  Abram  fell  on  his  face:  and  3 
God  spake  to  him,  saying,     I  am  He!  behold,  my  covenant  4 
is  with  thee,   and   thou  shalt  be  a  father   of  a  mnltitode  of 
nations.     Neither  shall  thy   name  any   more  be  called  Abram.  5 
but  thy  name  shall  be  Abraham:   for  a  father  of  a  multitude 
of  nations  have  I  made  thee.     And  I  will  make  thee  exceeding  6 
fruitful,  and  1  will  make  nations  of  thee,  and  kings  shall  go 
forth  from  thee.     And  I  will    establish  my  covenant  between  7 
me  and  thee  and    thy   seed  after   thee  throughout   their   ge- 
nerations   for   a   covenant  for  ever,    to   be    a  God  unto  thee, 
and  to  thy  seed  after  thee.     And  1  will  give  unto  thee,  and  S 
to  thy  seed  after  thee,   the  land  of  thy  sojournings,    all  the 
land    of  Canaau,    for   a  possession    for  ever:    and   I  will   be 
their  God.     And  God   said    unto    Abraham,    Thou    shalt    keep  9 
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my  covenant  therefore,  thou,  and  thy  seed  after  thee,  troush- 
out   their  generations.     This  is  my  covenant,  which  ye  shall  1 0 
keep,    between  me  and   you  and   thy  seed  after  thee:    every 
male  of  you   shall  be   circumcised,     And   ye  shall  circumcise  1 1 
the  flesh  of  your  foreskin;  and  it  shall  be  for  a  sign  of  the 
covenant  between  me  and  you.     And  at  the  age  of  eight  days  1 2 
shall  every  male  of  you  be  circumcised  throughout  your  ge- 
nerations, he  that  is  born  in  the  house,  or  bought  with  money 
of  any   son   of  an   alien ,    who  is  not  of  thy  seed.     He  that  1 3 
is  born  in  thy  house,  or  bought  with  thy  money,  must  needs 
be  circumcised:    and  my  covenant  shall  be   in  your   flesh  for 
a  covenant  for  ever.     And  the  uncircumcised  male  who   doth  1 4 
not  circumcise  the  flesh   of  his  foreskin,   that  soul   shall  be 
cut  off  from  Ms  people;  he  hath  made  void  my  covenant. 

And  God  said  unto  Abraham,  As  for  Sarai  thy  wife,  thou  15 
shalt  not  call  her  name  Sarai,  but  Sarah  shall  her  name  he. 
And  I  will  bless  her,  and  give  thee  a  son  also  of  her:  yea,  16 
I  will  bless  her,  and  she  shall  be  a  mother  of  nations ;  kings 
of  peoples  shall  be  of  her.     Then  Abraham  fell  upon  his  face.  17 
and   laughed,   and   said  in  his  heart,    Shall  a  child  be  born 
unto  him  that  is  a  hundred  years  old?  and  shall  Sarah,  that 
is  ninety  years  old,    bear?     And  Abraham  said  unto  God,  018 
that  Ishmael  might  live  before  thee!     And  God  said,  Indeed,  19 
Sarah,  thy  wife  shall  bear  thee  a  son;   and  thou  shalt  call 
his  name  Isaac:    and  I  will  establish  my  covenant  with  him 
for  a  covenant  for  ever,  and  with  his  seed  after  him.     And  as  20 
for  Ishmael,  I  have  heard  thee:  Behold,  I  have  blessed  him, 
and  will  make  him  fruitful,  and  will  multiply  him  exceedingly ; 
twelve  princes  shall  he  beget,   and  I  Mill  make  hi  in  a  great 
nation.     But  my  covenant  will  I  establish  with  Isaac,   whom  21 
Sarah  shall   bear   unto   1hee   at   this   appointed  time   in   the 
next  year.     And  he  finished  speaking  with  him,  and  God  went  22 
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up  from  Abraham.     And  Abraham   took  Ishmael  his  son.  and  13 

all  that  were  bom  in  his  house,   and   all  that   were  bought 

■With  his  money,  every  male  of  the  men  of  Abraham's  honse; 

and  circumcised   the    flesh    of  their   foreskin   in  the  selfsame 

day,    as  God  had  spoken  to  him.     And  Abraham  was  ninety  04 

years  old  and  nine,  when  he  was  circumcised  in  the  flesh  of 

liis  foreskin.     And  Ishmael  his    son  was  thirteen   years   old.  25 

when  he  was  circumcised  in  the  flesh  of  his  foreskin.     In  the  26 

selfsame  day  was  Abraham  circumcised,  and  Ishmael  his  son. 

And  all  the  men  of  his  house,  born  in  the  house,  or  bought  27 

with  money  of  the  son  of  an  alien,  were  circumcised  with  him. 

18 
And  the  Eternal  appeared  unto  him  in  the  oaks  of  Mamren 

and  he  sat  in   the    entrance   of   the   tent   in  the  heat  of  the 
day.     And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes  and  saw,  and  lo,  three  men  2 
stood  by  him:  and  when  he  saw  them,  he  ran  towards  them 
from   the    entrance    of    the   tent,    and    prostrated  himself   on 
the  earth.

Sarah,   and  said.  Hasten  three  seahs  of  tine  meal,  knead  it. 
and    make  hearthcakes.     And    Abraham    ran   unto    the   herd.  7 
and  took  a  calf  tender  and  good,   and  gave  it  unto  the  lad: 
and  he  hasted  to  dress  it.     And  he  took  clotted  cream,  and 8 
milk,  and  the  calf;  which  he  had  dressed,  and  set  it  before 
them;    and  he   stood  by  them  under   the  tree,    and  they  did

eat.    And  they  said  unto  him,  Where  is  Sarah  thy  wife?  And  9 
he  said ,  Behold ,  in  the  tent.     And  he  said ,  I  will  certainly  1 0 
return  unto  thee  as  the  time  that  liveth ;  j  and.  lo,  Sarah  thy 
wife  shall  have  a  son.     And  Sarah   heard  it  in  the  entrance 
of  the   tent,    as   this   was  behind   him.     Now  Abraham   and  1 1 
Sarah   tvere    advanced  in   days ;    the   manner   of  women   had 
ceased  with  Sarah.     Therefore  Sarah  laughed  within  herself.  1 2 
saying,  After  I  am  faded  shall  I  have  pleasure,  my  lord  being- 
old  also?     And    the   Eternal   said    unto  Abraham.    Wherefore  1 3 
did  Sarah  laugh,   saying,  Shall  I  of  a   surety  bear.   I   being 
old?     Is    anything    too  hard  for    the   Eternal?    At  the  lime  14 
appointed  I  will  return   unto   thee,    as    the  lime   that  liveth, 
and  Sarah  shall   have  a  son.     Then  Sarah  denied,  saying.  I  15 
laughed   not;    for   she   was   afraid.     And  he   said,  Nay:   but 
thou  didst  laugh.     An  the  men  rose  from  thence,  and  glanced  16 
towards   Sodom:    and   Abraham    went  with   them  to   conduct 
them.     And    the  Eternal   said,    Shall  I   hide    from    Abraham  17 
that  thing  which  I   am  about  to  do;     Since  Abraham   shall  is 
surely  become  a  great  and  mighty  nation,  and  all  the  nations 
of  the  earth  shall  be  blessed  in  him  ?    For  I  know  him.  that  he  1 9 
will  command  his  children  and  his  household  after  him,  that 
they  shall  keep  the  way  of  the  Eternal,  to  do  righteousness 
and   judgment;    that    the    Eternal    may    bring    upon    Abraham 
that  which  he  hath  spoken  of  him.     And  the  Eternal  said.  '20 
Because  the  cry  of  Sodom  and   Gomorrah  is  great,   and  be- 
cause their  sin  is  very  heavy;     I  will   go   down   now,   and 21 
see,  if  they  have  done  according  to  the  cry   of  it  which  is 
come  unto  me  —  extermination,  and  if  not  —  I  will  know. 
And  the  men  turned  from  thence,   and  went   towards  Sodom:  22 
but    Abraham   stood   yet   before  the   Eternal.     And    Abraham  23 
drew  near,  and  said.  Wilt  thou  also  sweep  away  the  righteous 
with  the  wicked?     Peradventure  there  be    fifty  righteous  in  '24 
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the  midst  of  the    city;    wilt  thou    also    destroy    and   not  bear 
with  the  place  for   the   fifty    righteous  that  are  therein  ?     It  lb 
is  unworthy  of  thee  to  do  after  this  manner  to  put  to  death 
the  righteous  with  the  wicked,  so  that  like  as  the  risrhteous 
so  the  wicked;    it  is  unworthy  of  thee:    Shall  the  Judge  of 
all  the  earth  not  do  judgment?     And    the   Eternal   said.    If  1-26 
find   in  Sodom  fifty  righteous  in  the  midst    of  the  city,    then 
I  will  bear  with  all  the  place  for  their  sakes.     And  Abraham  17 
answered  and  said.   Behold  now.  I  have  taken  upon  me  In  speak 
unto  the  Lord,  and  I  am  bid  dust    and  ashes:     Peradveiitiire 28 
there  shall  lack  live  of  the  fifty  righteous:  wilt  thou  destroy 
for  five  all  the  city?    And  he  said.  If  I  find  there  forty  and 
five   I   will   not   destroy  it.     And   he  continued   yet   to  speak  09 
unto  him,  and  said,    Peradventure  there   shall  be  forty  found 
there.    And   he  said,  I  will   not  do   it  for  forty's   sake.     And  30 
he  said  unto   him,  Oh  let    not  the   wrath  of  the  Lord  glow, 
and   I  will   speak:    Peradventure  there  shall   thirty   be   found 
there.     And  he    said,  I  will  not  do  it,  if  I  find  there  thirty. 
And  he  said,  Behold,   now,   I  have  taken  upon  me  to  speak  31 
unto    the    Lord :    Peradventure    there    shall    be   twenty    found 
there.     And  he  said,  1  will  not  destroy   it  for  twenty's  sake. 
And  he  said,  Oh  let  not  the  Lord  be  wroth,  and  I  will  speak  33 
yet    but    this    once:    Peradventure   ten   shall   be    found    there. 
And  he  said,  1  will  not   destroy    it  for  ten*s  sake.     And  the 33 
Eternal  went    as  soon  as  he  had  finished  speaking  with  Ab- 
raham: and  Abraham  returned  to  his  place.

And  the  two  angels  came  to  Sodom  at  even;  and  Lot  was  1 

sitting  in    the   gate  of  Sodom;    and  Lot  seeing  tliem  rose  to 
meet  them;    and  he  prostrated  himself  with  his  face  towards 
the   earth;     And  he  said,  Behold  now,  my  lords,  turn  in.  1 2 
pray,    to   your   servant's   house,    and   lodge  over   night,    and 
5  Vol.  I. 
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wash  your  feet,   and  ye  may  rise  up   early,   and  go  on  yonr 
ways.     And  they  said,  Nay;  but  we  will  abide  in  the  street 
over  night.     And  he   pressed  upon   them  greatly ;    and  they  3 
tarned   in  to   him,    and   came  into  his  house:   and  he  made 
them  a   feast,    and  did  bake  unleavened  bread,    and  they  did 
eat.    They  had  not  yet  laid  down,  when  the  men  of  the  city.  4 
even  the  men  of  Sodom,    compassed  the  house  round,   both 
old  and  young,  all  the  people  from  every  quarter.     And  they  5 
called  unto  Lot,  and  said  unto  him.  Where  arc  the  men  who 
came  to  thee  this  night?  bring  them  out  to  us,  that  we  may 
know  them.    And  Lot  went  out  at  the  entrance  to  them,  and  6 
shut  the  door  after  him,     And  said,  pray,   my  brethren,    do  7 
not  so  wickedly.     Behold   now,   I  have   two  daughters   who  8 
have  not  known  man;  pray,  let  me  bring  them  out  unto  you, 
and  do  ye  to  them  as  is  good  in  your  eyes:  only  unto  these 
men  do  nothing;    for  therefore  came  they  under  the  shadow 
of   my    roof.     But    they   said,    Stand    back.    And    they    said  9 
again,    This  one  came  to  sojourn,   and  he  will   needs  judge: 
now  will  we  do  worse  with  thee,  than  with  them.    And  they 
pressed  sore  upon  the  man,  even  Lot,  and  drew  near  to  break 
the   door.     But   the   men   put  forth   their  hand,  and  brought  10 
Lot  into  the   house  to  them ,   and  shut   the   door.     And  they  1 1 
smote  the  men  that  were  at  the  entrance  of  the  house  with 
blindness,  both  small  and  great:  so  that  they  wearied  them- 
selves  to    find  the    entrance.     And   the   men   said  unto   Lot,  12 
whom  hast  thou  yet  here?    son  in  law,    and  thy  sons,    and 
thy  daughters,  and  whatsoever  thou  hast  in  the  city,   bring 
out  of  the  place:  For  we  wall  destroy  this  place,  because  the  13 
cry  concerning  them  is  great  before  the  face  of  the  Eternal; 
and  the  Eternal  hath  sent  us  to  destroy  it.    And  Lot  went  out.  14 
and  spake  unto  his  sons  in  law,  the  suitors  of  his  daughters, 
and  said,    Arise,  go   out  of  this  place;   for  the  Eternal  wall 
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destroy  the  city;  but  he  was  as  one  that  jested  in  the  eyes 
of  his  sons  in  law.  And  when  the  morning:  dawn  wen!  op,  1 5 
then  the  angels  urged  Lot,  saying,  Arise,  take  thy  wife,  and 
thy  two  daughters,  who  are  found  here,  lest  thou  be  destroyed 
in  the  iniquity  of  the  city.  And  while  he  lingered,  the  men  16 
laid  hold  of  his  hand ,  and  of  the  hand  of  his  wife,  and  of 
the  hand  of  his  two  daughters;  the  Eternal  having  pity  upon 
him:  and  they  brought  him  forth,  and  set  him  without  the 
city.  And  it  came  to  pass ,  when  they  had  brought  them  1 7 
forth  abroad,  that  he  said,  Escape  for  thy  life;  look  not 
behind  thee,  neither  stand  in  all  the  district;  escape  to  the 
mountain,  lest  thou  be  consumed.  And  Lot  said  unto  them  18 
Oh,  not  so,  my  Lord:  Behold  now,  thy  servant  hath  found  19 
favour  in  thine  eyes,  and  thou  hast  magnified  thy  mercy, 
which  thou  hast  showed  me  in  keeping  alive  my  soul;  and 
I  cannot  escape  to  the  mountain,  lest  some  evil  cleave  unto 
ine,  and  I  die:  Behold  now,  this  city  is-  near  to  flee  unto, 20 
and  it  is  little,  Oh,  let  me  escape  thither,  indeed  it  is  little. 
that  my  soul  may  live?  And  he  said  unto  him,  See,  I  have 24 
accepted  thee  concerning  this  tiling  also,  that  I  will  not  overthrow 
this  city,  for  which  thou  hast  spoken.  Haste  thee,  escape  22 
thither;  for  I  cannot  do  any  thing  till  thou  art  come  thither. 
Therefore  one  called  the  name  of  the  city  Zoar.  The  sun  03 
was  risen  upon  the  earth  when  Lot  entered  into  Zoar.  Then  04 
the  Eternal  caused  to  rain  upon  Sodom  and  upon  Gomorrah 
brimstone  and  fire  from  the  Eternal  out  of  heaven:  And  05 
he  overthrew  those  cities,  and  all  the  district,  and  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  cities,  and  the  growth  of  the  ground.  But  26 
his  wife  looked  back  from  behind  him,  and  she  became  a 
pillar  of  salt.     And   Abraham   rose  early   in    the   morning   to  27 
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go  to  the  place  where  he  had  stood  before  the  Eternal :    And  28 
he  glanced   towards   Sodom   and    Gomorrah,   and  towards  all 
the  face  of  the  land  of  the  district,  and  beheld,  and,  lo,  the 
vapour    of  the   earth   went   up    as  the   vapour   of  a  furnace. 
And  it  came  to  pass ,  when    God  destroyed  the  cities  of  the  29 
district,  that  God  remembered  Abraham,  and  sent  Lot  out  of 
the  midst  of  the  overthrow,  when  he  overthrew  the  cities  in 
which  Lot  abode.     And  Lot  went  up  out  of  Zoar.  and  abode  30 
in  the  mountain,    and  his  two    daughters   with  him;    for  he 
feared  to  abide  in  Zoar:    and   he   abode  in  a  cave,   he  and 
his  two  daughters.    And  the  firstborn  said  unto  the  younger,  31 
Our   father  is  old,   and  there  is  not  a  man   on  the  earth  to 
come  to   us   after  the  way  of  all  the   earth:     Come,    let  us  32 
make  our  father  drink  wane,  and  we  will  lie  with  him,  that 
we   may  keep   alive   seed    from   our  father.     And   they  made  33 
their  father   drink  wine   that  night:    and  the    firstborn  came 
and  lay  with  her  father ;  and  he  knew  not  when  she  lay  down, 
nor  when  she   arose.     And  it  came   to  pass   on  the  morrow.  34 
that  the  firstborn  said  unto  the  younger,  Behold,  I  lay,  yester- 
night with  my  father ;  let  us  make  him  drink  wine  this  night 
also;  and  come  thou,  and  lie  with  him,    that  we  may  keep 
alive  seed  from  our  father.   And  they  made  their  father  drink  35 
wine   that  night  also:    and  the  younger  arose,  and  lay  with 
him;    and  he  knew  not  when  she  lay  down,   nor  when  she 
arose.    Thus   the  two  daughters   of   Lot   became  pregnant  by  35 
their  father.     And   the   firstborn    bare   a  son,    and  called  his  37 
name  Moab :   the  same  is  the  father  of  Moab  unto   this  day. 
And  the  younger,  she   also  bare  a  son,  and  called  his  name 38 
Ben-ammi :  the  same  is  the  father  of  the  children  of  Amnion 
unto  this  day.  oft 

And  Abraham  journeyed   from  thence   towards  the  land  of  t 
the  south,  and  abode  between  Kadesh  and  Shur.  and  sojourned 
in  Gerar.     And  Abraham   said  of  Sarah  his  wife,  she  is  my  2 
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sister:    and   Abimelech  King-  of  Gerar  sent,  and  look  Sarah. 
But  God   came   to  Abimelech  in  a  dream  by  night,   and  said  3 
to  him,   Behold,    thou   shalt  die  for  the  woman  whom  thou 
hast  taken ;  for  she  is  a  man's  wife.     But  Abimelech  had  not  4 
come    near  her:   and   he   said,    Lord,  wilt  thou   slay  also  a 
righteous    nation?     Said   he   not   to    me.    She  is  my  sister?  5 
and  she,    even  she   herself  said,    He  is  my  brother:    in  the 
integrity  of  my  heart  and  innocency  of  my  hands  have  I  done 
this.     And  God  said  unto  him  in  a  dream,  Yea,  I  know  that  6 
lliou    didst    this    in    the  integrity  of   thy  heart;    therefore  I 
withheld   Ihee  from   sinning  against  me:  therefore    suffered  I 
Ihee  not   to  touch   her.     Now  therefore  restore  the  man  his  7 
wife;    for  he  is  a  prophet,   and  he  shall  pray  for  thee,    and 
thou  shalt  live:  and  if  thou  restore  her  not,  know  thou  that  thou 
shalt  surely  die,  thou,  and  all  that  are  thine.  Therefore  Abimelech  8 
rose  early  in   the  morning,    and  called  all  his  servants,   and 
spake  all  these  words  in  their  ears:  and  the  men  were  sore 
afraid.     Then  Abimelech  called  Abraham ,  and  said  unto  him.  9 
What   hast  thou   done   to   us?    and    in   what  have   I  sinned 
against  thee,  that  thou  hast  brought  on  me  and  on  my  kingdom 
a  great  sin?   thou  hast  done  deeds  to  me  that  ought  not  to 
be  done.    And  Abimelech   said  unto   Abraham ,    What  sawest  1 0 
thou ,  that  thou  hast  done   this  thing  ?     And   Abraham   said,  1 1 
Because  I  said,  Surely  the  fear  of  God  is  not  in  this  place; 
and  they  will  slay  me  for  my  wife's  sake.     And   yet  indeed  1 2 
she  is  my  sister;  she  is  the  daughter  of  my  father,  but  not 
the  daughter  of  my  mother ;  and  she  became  my  wife.     And  1 3 
it  came  to  pass,   when  God   caused  me  to   wander  from  my 
father's  house,  that  I  said  to  her.  This  is  thy  kindness  which 
thou  shalt  do  to  me:  at  every  place  whither  we  shall  come. 
say  of  me ,    He  is  my  brother.     And   Abimelech  took  flocks,  1 4 
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and  herds,   and  inenservants,  and  handmaids,   and  grave  them 
unto  Abraham,    and  restored  him  Sarah  his  wife.     And  Abi-15 
melech  said,  Behold,  my  land  is  before  thee:  abide  where  it 
is   good  in  thine  eyes.     And  unto  Sarah  he  said,  Behold,  116 
have  given   thy  brother  a  thousand  pieces   of  silver:  behold, 
it  shall  be  to  thee  an  eyecovering  to  all  that  are  with  thee, 
and  thou  niayest  face  every  one.     So  Abraham  prayed  to  God:  17 
and  God   healed  Abimelech,  and  his  wife,   and   his  maidser- 
vants; and  they  bare  children.  For  the  Eternal  had  restrained  18 
every  womb  of  the  house   of  Abimelech,    because  of  Sarah 

Abraham's  wife. 

21 

And    the   Eternal   visited  Sarah    as  he  had  said ,   and  the  1 

Eternal  did  unto  Sarah  as  he  had  spoken.     For  Sarah  became  2 
pregnant,    and  bare  Abraham   a   son  in  his   old  age,   at  the 
appointed  time   of  which  God  had  spoken  to  Mm.     And  Ab-3 
raham    called   the  name  of  his  son  that  was  born  unto  him, 
whom  Sarah  bare  to  him,  Isaac.     And  Abraham  circumcised  4 
his  son  Isaac  being  eight  days  old  as  God  had  commanded  him. 
And  Abraham  was  an  hundred  years  old,  when  his  son  Isaac  5 
was  bom  unto  him.     And  Sarah  said,  God  hath  made  me  a 6 
person  to   be  laughed  at,    all  that  hear  it  will  laugh  at  me. 
And  she  said.  Who  would  have  declared  unto  Abraham,  that  7 
Sarah  should  have  suckled  children?  for  I  have  born  him  a 
son  in  his  old  age.     And  the  child  grew,  and  was  weaned: 8 
and  Abraham  made  a  great  feast  on  the  day  that  Isaac  was 
weaned.     And  Sarah   saw  the   son    of  Hagar  the  Egyptian.  9 
whom  she  had  born  unto  Abraham,  mocking,     Wherefore  she  1 0 
said  unto  Abraham,  Drive  away  this  maidservant  and  her  son: 
for   the  son  of  this  maidservant  shall  not  possess  with  my 
son,  even   with  Isaac.     And  the  thing  was  very  evil  in  the  1  1 
eyes  of  Abraham,  because  of  his  son.     And  God  said  unto  12 
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Abraham,  Let  it  not  be  evil  in  thy  eyes  because  of  the  lad, 
and  because  of  thy  maid  servant;  in  all  that  Sarah  hath  said 
unto  thee,  hearken  unto  her  voice;   for  through  Isaac  shall 
seed   be  raised  unto  thee.    And  also  of  the  son  of  the  maid- 13 
servant  will  I  make  a  nation,  because  he  is  thy  seed.     And  14 
Abraham   rose   early  in  the  morning-,   and  took  bread,  and  a 
skin-vessel   of  water,   and  gave  it  unto  Hagar.  putting  it  on 
her  shoulder,   and    the   child,  and  sent  her   away:    and    she 
went,    and  wandered   in   the  desert    of  Beer-sheba.     And  the  15 
water  was   finished  from  the  skin-vessel,   and  she   cast  the 
child  under  one  of  the  plants.     And   she  went,   and   sat  her  16 
down  over  against  him,  at  the  distance  of  about  a   bowshot: 
for  she  said,   Let  me  not   see  the   death  of  the  child:    And 
she  sat  over  against  him,  and  lifted  up  her  voice,  and  wept. 
And  God  heard  the  voice  of  the  lad:    and  an   angel  of  God  17 
called  to  Ha  gar  out  of  the  heaven,  and  said  unto  her,  What 
aileth  thee,  Hagar?   fear  not;   for   God  hath  heard  the  voice 
of  the  lad   where  he  is.     Arise,   lift  up  the   lad,   and  hold  18 
him  in  thine  hand;  for  I  will  make  him  a  great  nation.     And  19 
God  unclosed  her  eyes,    and  she  saw  a  well  of  water;   and 
she  went,  and  tilled  the  skin-vessel  with  water,  and  gave  the 
lad  drink.     And  God  was  with   the  lad;   and  he  grew,    and 20 
abode  in  the  desert,   and   became  an  archer.     And  he  abode  21 
in  the  desert  of  Paran:  and  his  mother  took  him  a  wife  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

And   it   came   to   pass  at  that   lime,    that   Abimelech  and 22 
Phichol  the  officer  of  his  host  spake  unto  Abraham,  saying. 
God  is  with  thee  in  all  that  thou  doest:     Now  therefore  swear  -23 
unto   me  here  by   God  that  thou   wilt  not  deal  falsely  with 
me,   nor  with  my  offspring,  nor  with  my  grand-child:    ||    but 
according  to  the  mercy  that  I  have  (shown)  done  unto  thee, 
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thou  shalt  (show)  do  unto  me,  and  to  the  land  wherein  thou 

hast  sojourned.     And  Abraham  said.  I  will  swear.     And  Ah-' 

rahani  reproved  Abimelech  because  of  a  well  of  water,  which 

Abiinelech's  servants  had  violently  taken  away.  And  Abimelech  26 

said,  I  know  not  who  hath  done  this  thing:  neither  didst  thou 

tell  me,  neither  yet  heard  I  of  it.  but  to-day.     And  Abraham  07 

took  flocks    and  herds,  and  gave  them  unto  Abimelech:    and 

both  of  them  made   a  covenant.     And  Abraham  placed  seven  >s 

ewe    lambs  of  the  flock   by  themselves.     And  Abimelech  said  29 

unto  Abraham,  What  mean  these  seven  ewe  lambs  which  thou 

hast  placed  by  themselves?     And  he  said,    For   these   seven 30 

ewe  lambs  shalt  thou  take  of  my  hand,  that  they  may  be  a 

witness   unto  me,    that   1  have  digged  this  well.     Wherefore 31 

he  called  that   place   Beer-sheba ;    because  there    they  sware 

both   of  them.     Thus   they  made   a  covenant   at   Beer-sheba :  32 

then  Abimelech  rose,  and  Pichol  the  officer  of  his  host,  ami 

they  returned  into  the  land  of  the  Philistines.     And  Abraham  33 

planted  a  tamarisk   in  Beer-sheba,    and   invoked  there  in  the 

name    of    the    Eternal,    the  everlasting  God.     And   Abraham  34 

sojourned  in  the  Philistines'  land  manv  days. 

22 
And  it   came  to  pass  after   these  things   that  God  did  trj  1 

Abraham,  and  said  unto  him.  Abraham:  and  he  said.  Behold. 

here  I  am.    And  he  said,  Take  now  thy  son,  thine  only  one,  1 

whom  thou  lovest,    Isaac,    and   go  into  the   land  of  Moriah: 

and    offer  him   there    for   a   burnt  offering   upon    one   of  the 

mountains  which  I  will  tell  thee  of.    And  Abraham  rose  early  3 

in  the  morning,  and  saddled  his  ass,  and  took  his  two  lads 

with  him,   and   Isaac  his   son,  and   clave  the  wood   for  the 

burnt  offering,   and  rose,  and  went  unto  the   place  of  wThich 
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God  had  told  him.     Then  on  the  third  day  Abraham  lifted  up  4 
his  eyes,  and  saw  the  place  afar  off.     And  Abraham  said  unto  5 
his  lads.  Abide  ye  here  with  the  ass:  and  I  and  the  lad  will 
go  yonder  and  prostrate    ourselves .   and  return  to  you.     And  0 
Abraham    took   the  wood   of  the   burnt   offering:,   and   put  it 
upon  Isaac  his   son ;    and  he  took  the  fire  in  his  hand .   and 
the  slaughtering"  knife ;  and  they  went  both  of  them  together. 
And    Isaac   said    unto  Abraham  his  father,    and  he  said.    My  7 
father:  and  he  said.  Here  am  I.  my  son.     And  he  said.  Behold 
the   fire   and   the  wood:   but  where  is  the  lamb  for  a  burnt 
offering?     And    Abraham    said.    My    son,    God    will    provides 
himself   a    lamb  for  a   burnt  offering:    so    they    went  both  of 
them  together.     And  they  came  to  the  place  which  God  had  9 
told  him   of;    and  Abraham  built  an  altar  there,   and  laid  the 
wood   in   order,    and  bound   Isaac   his  son.    and  laid    him  on 
the  altar   upon  the  wood.     And  Abraham  stretched  forth  his  10 
hand,    and   took  the   slaughtering  knife   to  slaughter  his  son. 
And    an    angel    of    the   Eternal    called    unto    him    out    of   the  1 1 
heaven,    and  said.    Abraham,    Abraham:    and  he  said.    Here 
am  I.     And  he  said,  Lay  not  thy  hand  upon  the  lad.  neither  1  ■> 
do   thou   any  thing   unto   him:    for   now   1    know   that   thou 
fearest    God,   since  thou   hast  not   kept   back    thy  son.    thine 
only    one    from    me.     And   Abraham    lifted  up   his    eyes,    and  13 
saw.  and  behold  a  ram,  afterwards  caught  in  the  thicket  b\ 
its  horns:    and  Abraham  went  and  took  the  ram.  and   offered 
it    for    a    burnt    offering   in     the    stead    of    his    son.     Audit 
Abraham  called    the  name  of  that  place  Adonay-Yireh:   as  it 
is  said  to  this  day,    In  the  mount  of  the  Eternal  it  shall  be 
seen.     And  an    angel   of  the  Eternal   called   to  Abraham  out  15 
of  the   heaven  a    second  time.     And  said.    By  myself  have  1  16 
6  Vol.  1. 
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sworn,   is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,   that  because  thon 
hast  done  this  thing,  and  hast  not  kept  back  thy  son,  thine 
only  one:     That  I  will  greatly  bless  thee,   and  I  will  excee-17 
dingly  multiply  thy  seed  as  the  stars  of  the  heaven,    and  as 
the  sand  which   is  upon  the  sea   shore;   and  thy  seed  shall 
possess   the  gate  of  its  enemies;    And  all  the  nations  of  the  18 
earth  shall  bless  themselves  with  thy  seed ;  because  thou  hast 
hearkened  to  my  voice.     So  Abraham  returned  unto  his  lads,  19 
and  they  rose  and  went  together  to  Beer-sheba;  and  Abraham 
abode  at  Beer-sheba. 

And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things ,  that  it  was  told  20 
Abraham,  saying.  Behold,  Milcah,  she  hath  also  born  children 
unto  thy  brother  Nahor;  Huz  his  firstborn,  and  Buz  his 21 
brother,  and  Kemuel  the  father  of  Aram,  And  Chesed,  and 22 
Hazo,  and  Pildash,  and  Jidlaph,  and  Bethuel.  And  Bethuel  23 
begat  Rebekah:  these  eight  Milcah  did  bear  to  Nahor,  Abra- 
ham's brother.     And  his  concubine,  whose  name  ivas  Reumah,  24 

she  bare  also  Tebah,  and  Gaham,  and  Thahash,  and  Maachah.  ^ 

33 

And    the   life   of  Sarah   was  a  hundred  years   and   seven  1 
years   and  twenty  years:   these  were  the  years  of  the  life  of 
Sarah.     And  Sarah  died  in  Kirjath-arba ;  the  same  is  Hebron  2 
in  the  land  of  Canaan:  and  Abraham  came  to  bewail  Sarah, 
and  to  weep   for  her.     And  Abraham   arose   from  before  his  3 
dead ,    and   spake   unto   the    sons  of  Heth ,   saying.    I   am  a  4 
stranger  and  a  sojourner  with  you:    give  me  a  possession  of 
a  burying-place   with   you,   that  I   may  bury  my  dead  from 
before  me.     And   the   children   of   Heth    answered   Abraham,  5 
saying  to  him.     Hear  us,  my  lord :  thou  art  a  prince  of  God  6 
in  the  midst  of  us:  in  the  choice  of  our  burving-places  bury 
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thy  dead;  none  of  ns  shall  withhold  from  thee  his   burying- 
place,   but  that   thou  mayest   bury  thy   dead.     And  Abraham  7 
arose,  and  prostrated  himself  to  the  people  of  the  land,  even 
to  the  children  of  Heth.  And  he  spake  with  them,  saying,     If  8 
it  be  your  mind  to  bury  my  dead  from  before  me;    hear  me, 
and   intreat   for   me   to  Ephron    the  son   of  Zohar.     That  he  9 
may  give  me  the  cave  of  Machpelah,  which  he  hath,  which 
is  in  the  extremity  of  his  field;   for  its  full   value  in  silver 
he  shall  give  it  me  for  a  property  of  a  burying-place  hi  the 
midst   of  you.     Now  Ephron  was  sitting  in  the  midst  of  the  1 0 
children  of  Heth:    and  Ephron  the  Hittite  answered  Abraham 
in  the  audience  of  the  children  of  Heth,  even  of  all  that  came 
in  at  the  gate  of  his  city,    saying,  Nay,  my  lord,  hear  me:  11 
the  field  give  I  thee,  and  the  cave  that  is  therein,  I  give  it 
thee;  before  the  eyes  of  the  sons  of  my  people  give  I  it  thee: 
bury    thy    dead.     And    Abraham    prostrated    himself   to    the  12 
people  of  the  land.     And  he  spake  to  Ephron  in  the  audience  13 
of  the  people  of  the  land,  saying,  But  if  thou  wouldst  only 
hear  me :  I  will  give  thee  money  for  the  field :  take  it  of  me, 
and  I  will  bury  my  dead  there.     And  Ephron    answered  Ab-  1 4 
raham,  saying  to  him.     My  lord,  hearken  to  me :   land  worth  1 5 
four  hundred  shekels  of  silver,  —  what  is  that  between  me 
and  thee?  bury  therefore  thy  dead.     And  Abraham  hearkened  16 
to  Ephron ;  and  Abraham  weighed  to  Ephron  the  silver,  which 
he   had    named   in   the    audience   of  the   sons  of  Heth,   four 
hundred   shekels  of  silver  current  money  with  the  merchant. 
And  the   field  of  Ephron,    which  was  in  Machpelah,    which  17 
was  before  Mamie,  the  field,  and  the  cave  which  was  therein, 
and  all  the  trees  that  were  in  the  field,  that  were  in  all  the 
boundaries  round  were  made   sure   unto  Abraham   for  a  pur- 18 
chase  before  the  eyes  of  the  children  of  Heth,  before  all  that 
came  in  at   the    gate  of  his  city.     And   after  this.    Abraham  1 9 
buried  Sarah  his  wife  in  the  cave  of  the  Held  of  Machpelah 
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before  Mainre:    the  same  is  Hebron  in   the  land   of  Canaan. 

And  the  field,    and  the  cave  that  is  therein,  were  made  sore 20 

to  Abraham   for  a   property  of  a  burying-place   by   the   sous 

of  Heth.

And  Abraham  was  old,  and  well  stricken  in  age,  and  the  i 

Eternal   had    blessed    Abraham   in   all    tilings.     And   Abraham  % 
said  unto  his  servant,  the  elder  of  his  house,  that  ruled  over 
all  that  he  had,  Put,  I  pray  thee,  thy  hand  under  my  thigh: 
And  I  will  adjure  thee  by  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  the  heaven,  3 
and  the   God  of  the    earth,    that  thou  shalt  not  take  a  wife 
unto  my  son  of  the  daughters  of  the  Canaanites,  among  whom 
I  abide.     But  thou  shalt  go  to  my  country,  and  to  my  kindred,  4 
and  take  a  wife  to  my   son  Isaac.     And  the  servant  said  to  5 
him,  Peradventure  the  woman  will  not  be  willing  to  go  after 
me  into  this  land :  must  I  needs  bring  thy  son  again  into  the 
land   from   whence   thou   didst   go    out  ?     And   Abraham   said  6 
to  him,    Beware  lest  thou  bring  my  son  thither  again.     The  7 
Eternal  God  of  the  heaven ,    who  took  me  from  my   father's 
house,    and  from  the  land  of  my  kindred,  and  who  spake  to 
me,  and  who  sware  to  me,  saying,  To  thy  seed  will  1  give 
this  land:  he  shall  send  his  angel  before  thee,  and  thou  shalt 
take  a  wife  to  my  son  from  thence.    And  if  the  woman  will  8 
not  be  willing  to  go  after  thee,  then  thou  shalt  be  clear  from 
this   my  oath :    only   bring   not   my   son   thither   again.     And  9 
the   servant   put'  his   hand   under  the  thigh    of  Abraham  his 
lord,   and    sware   to    him    concerning    that   matter.     And    the  10 
servant  took  ten  camels  of  the  camels  of  his  lord,  and  went: 
all  the  goods  of  his  lord  being   in  his  hand :    and  he  arose, 
and   went   to   Mesopotamia .    to   the    city    of  Nahor.     And    he  1 1 
made  his  camels  to  kneel  down  without  the  city  by  the  well 
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of  water  at  the  time  of  the  evening-,  even   the  time  that  the 
females  go  out  to  draw  water.     And  he  said,  0  Eternal  tlod  12 
of  my    lord   Abraham,    I   pray   thee,    let  it   happen   this    day 
before   me,    and  shew   mercy   to  my  lord  Abraham.     Behold,  13 
I  stand  by  the  well  of  water;  and  the  daugthers  of  the  nun 
of  the   city   come  out   to   draw  water:     And    let   it   come  to  14 
pass,  that  the  damsel  to  whom  I  shall  say,  incline  thy  pitcher, 
I  pray  thee,    that  I  may  drink;    and    she   shall  say.    Drink, 
and  1  will  give   thy  camels    drink  also:    let   the  same  t,e  she 
that  thou   hast  appointed  for  thy  servant  Isaac:    and  therel»> 
shall  I  know  that  thou   hast  shown  mercy  to  my  lord.     And  15 
it  came  to  pass,  before  he  had  finished  speaking,  that,  behold. 
Rebekah  came  out,  who  was  born  to  Bethuel.  soil  of  Milcah, 
the  wife  of  Nahor,  Abraham's  brother,  with  her  pitcher  upon 
her  shoulder.     And  the   damsel  was   very  fair  to    look  upon.  16 
a  virgin,  no  man  had  knowrn  her:  and  she  went  down  to  the 
well   and  filled  her  pitcher,    aud  went  up.     And   the  servant  17 
ran  towards  her,  and  said,  Let  me,  I  pray  thee,  sip  a  little 
water  from  thy  pitcher.     And  she  said,  Drink,  my  lord:  aud  18 
she  hasted,    and  let  down   her  pitcher  npon   her  hand,   and 
gave  him  drink.     And  when  she  had  finished  giving  him  drink.  19 
she  said,  I  will  draw  water  for  thy  camels  also,   until  they 
have   finished   drinking.     And   she   hasted,    and   emptied   her->o 
pitcher,  into  the   drinking  trough,  and  ran   again  to  the  well 
to  draw    ivater,    and   drew  for  all  his  camels.     And  the  man  21 
wondering  at  her  was  silent,    to   know  whether  the   Eternal 
had  made    his  journey   prosperous    or  not.     And  it   came  to  00 
pass,  as  the  camels  had  finished  drinking,  that  the  mau  took 
a  golden   pendant   a  beka  in  weight,    and  two   bracelets  for 
her  hands  of  ten  shekels  weight  of  gold;     And  said,  Whose 23 
daughter  art  thou?    tell  me,    I  pray  thee:   is   there  place  in 
thy  fathers  house  for  us  to  lodge  over  night?     And  she  said '24 
to  him,  I  am  a  daughter  of  Bethuel  the  son  of  .Milcah,  whom 
she  bare  to    Nahor.     She   said  moreover   to  him.     We  have-25 
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both  straw  and  provender  enough .  and  place  lo  lod?e  over 
night.  And  the  man  bowed  down  his  head ,  and  prostrated  26 
himself  to  the  Eternal.  And  he  said.  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  07 
(Jod  of  my  lord  Abraham,  who  hath  not  left  destitute  my 
lord  of  his  mercy  and  his  troth:  I  being  in  the  way.  the 
Eternal  led  me  to  the  house  of  my  lords  brethren.  And  the  28 
damsel  ran,  and  told  t/tcm  of  her  mother's  house  these 
things.  And  Rebekah  had  a  brother,  and  his  name  teas 29 
Laban:  and  Laban  ran  out  to  the  man,  to  the  well.  And  30 
it  came  to  pass,  when  he  saw  the  pendant  and  bracelets  upon 
his  sisters  hands,  and  when  he  heard  the  words  of  Rebekah 
his  sister,  saying,  Thus  spake  the  man  to  me;  that  he  came 
to  the  man ;  and ,  behold ,  he  stood  by  the  camels  at  the 
well.  And  he  said,  Come  in.  thou  blessed  of  the  Eternal:  31 
wherefore  standest  thou  without?  for  I  have  cleared  the  house, 
and  a  place  for  the  camels.  And  the  man  came  into  the  32 
house:  and  he  ungirded  his  camels,  and  gave  straw  and  pro- 
vender for  the  camels,  and  water  to  wash  his  feet,  and  the 
men's  feet  that  were  with  Mm.  And  there  was  set  meat  33 
before  him  to  eat:  but  he  said.  I  will  not  eat  until  I  have 
spoken  my  words.  And  he  said,  Speak  on.  And  he  said.  34 
Abraham's  servant  am  I.  And  the  Eternal  hath  blessed  my  35 
lord  greatly :  and  he  is  become  great :  and  he  hath  given  him 
flocks,  and  herds,  and  silver,  and  gold,  and  menservants.  and 
handmaids,  and  camels,  and  asses.  And  Sarah  my  lord's  wife  36 
bare  a  son  to  my  master  when  she  was  old :  and  to  him  hath 
he  given  all  that  he  hath.  And  my  lord  adjured  me.  sying,  37 
Thou  shall  not  take  a  wife  to  my  son  of  the  daughters  of  the 
Canaanites,  in  whose  land  I  abide:  But  thou  shalt  go  into  38 
my  father's  house,  and  to  my  family,  and  take  a  wife  to  my 
son.     And  I  said  to   my  lord,    Peradventure  the   woman  will 39 
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not  go  after  me.     And    he  said  to  me.    The  Eternal,    before  40 
whom  I  walk,  will  send  his  angel  with  thee,  and  prosper  thy 
way;   and  thou  shall   take  a  wife  for  my  son  of  my  family, 
and  of  my  father's  house:     Then    shall   thou    be   clear   from  41 
this  my  oath,    when  thou  comest  to  my  family;   and  if  they 
give  not   thee   one,  thou  shalt  be  clear  from  my  oath.     And  4% 
I  came   this   day   to  the   well,   and    said,   0  Eternal    God  of 
my  lord  Abraham .   if  now  thou  do  prosper  my  way  which  1 
go:     Behold,  I  stand  by  the  well  of  water;  and  let  it  come  43 
to  pass,    that  when  the  young-  woman  cometh  forth  to  draw 
water,  and  I  say  to  her,  Give  me,  I  pray  thee,  a  little  water 
of  thy  pitcher   to    drink;     And    she    say    to   me.    both   drink  44 
thou,  and  I  will  also  draw  for  thy  camels:    Jet  the  same  be 
the  woman   whom  the  Eternal   hath   appointed  for  my  lords 
son.     And  before  1  had  finished  speaking-  in  my  heart,  behold.  45 
Rebekah   came   forth  with  her  pitcher  on  her  shoulder;  and 
she  went  down  to  the  well,    and  drew  water:    and  I  said  to 
her.  Give  me  drink.  I  pray  thee?     And  she  made  haste,  and  46 
let  down  her  pitcher  from  her  shoulder,  and  said,  Drink,  and 
I  will  give  thy  camels  drink  also:  so  I  drank,  and  she  gave 
the  camels  drink  also.     And  I  asked  her.    and    said.    Whose 47 
daughter  art  thou?   And  she  said.   The  daughter   of  Bethuel. 
Nahor's  son.  whom  Milcah  bare  to  him :  and  I  put  the  pendant 
upon  her  nose,    and    the   bracelets  upon  her  hands.     And   1 4S 
bowed  down  my  head,    and  prostrated   myself  to  the  Eternal, 
and  blessed  the  Eternal  God  of  my  lord  Abraham,   who  had  led 
me  in  the  way  of  truth  to  lake  my  lord's  brother's  daughter 
to  his  son.     And  now  if  ye  will  show  mercy  and  truth  with  49 
my  lord,    tell  me:    and  if  not.    tell  me;    that  I  may  turn  to 
the  right  or  to  the  left.     Then  Laban   and  Bethuel  answered  50 
and   said.   The   thin,?  has  gone   forth  from    the   Eternal:    we 
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cannot   .speak  unto  thee   evil  or   good,     liehold,    Rebekah   isbl 
before  thee,  take  her,  and  go,  and  let  her  be  thy  lord's  son's 
wife,  as  the  Eternal  hath  spoken.     And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  52 
when    Abraham's   servant  heard   their   words,    he   prostrated 
himself   on   the   earth    before    the   Eternal.     And   the  servant  53 
brought  forth  vessels  of  silver,  and  vessels  of  gold,  and  gar- 
ments, and  gave  them  to  Rebekah:  he  gave  also  to  her  brother 
and  to   her  mother  precious   things.     And  they   did   eat  and  54 
drink,  he  and  the  men  that  were  with  him.  and  lodged  over 
night;  and  they  rose  in  the  morning,   and  he  said,  Send  me 
away  to   my  lord.     And  her  brother  and   her    mother    said.  55 
Let  the  damsel  abide  with  us   a  year  or  ten   months:    after 
that  she  may  go.     And  he  said  to  them,    Delay  me  not,  for  56 
the  Eternal  hath  prospered   my  way;   send   me  away  that  I 
may  go  to  my  loid.    And  they  said.  AVe  will  call  the  damsel,  57 
and  ask  at  her  mouth.     And   they   called   Rebekah.   and  said  58 
to  her,   Wilt  thou   go  with  this  man?  And  she  said.   I  will  59 
go.    And  they  sent  away  Rebekah  their  sister,  and  her  nurse, 
and    Abraham's    servant,    and    his    men.     And    they    blessed  60 
Rebekah,  and  said  to  her,   Our  sister!   mayest  thou  become 
thousands  of  myriads,   and  let   thy  seed  possess  the  gate  of 
those  who  hate  them.    And  Rebekah  arose,  and  her  damsels.  61 
and   they  rode   upon   the  camels,   and   went   after  the   man: 
and   the   servant  took  Rebekah.   and   went.     And  Isaac  had  62 
just  come  from  the  well  Lahai-roi;  for  he  abode  in  the  south 
country.     And  Isaac  went  out  to  meditate  in  the  field  at  the  63 
turn  of  evening:   and  he  lifted  up    his  eyes,    and   saw.  and. 
behold,  camels  were  coming.     And  Rebekah  lifted  up  her  eyes,  8 ) 
and  she  saw  Isaac,  and  she  fell  of  the  camel.     And  she  said  65 
to   the   servant.    What   man  is  this  that    goeth   in   the   field 
towards  us?    And  the  servant  said.    It  is  my  lord;    and  she 
took  the  veil,   and  covered   herself.     And  the  servant  related  66 
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to  Isaac  all  the  tilings  that  he  had  done.  And  Isaac  brought  67 
her  into    his    mother   Sarah's  tent,    and   took  Rebekah,    and 
she  became  his  wife;  and  he  loved  her:  and  Isaac  was  com- 
forted after  his  mother's  death. 

Then    again    Abraham    took    a    wife,    and   her    name   was  1 
Keturah.  And  she  bare  him  Zimran.  and  Jokshan,  and  Medan.  I 
and    Midian,    and    Ishbak,    and    Shuah.    And   Jokshan    begat  :i 
Sheba,    and  Dedan.   And  the  sons  of  Dedan  were  Asshurim. 
and     Letushim,    and    Leummim.    And    the    sons    of    Midian;4 
Ephah,    and  Epher,    and  Hanoch,    and  Abidah,    and  Eldaah. 
All  these  were  the  children  of  Keturah.     And  Abraham  gave  5 
all  that  he  had  to  Isaac.  But  to  the  sons  of  the  concubines,  6 
whom  Abraham  had,  Abraham  gave  gifts,  and  sent  them  away 
from  Isaac  his  son,  while  he  yet  lived,  eastward,  to  the  east 
country.     And  these  are  the  days  of  the  years  of  Abraham's  7 
life  which   he  lived,    a  hundred  years,    and   threescore,   and 
fifteen  years.     Then    Abraham   expired,   and   died   in   a  goods 
old  age,   old  and  full  of  of  years;  and  was   gathered  to  his 
peoples.     And  his  sons  Isaac   and  Ishmael   buried  him  in  the  9 
cave  of  Machpelah,  in  the  field  of  Ephron  the  son  of  Zohar 
the  Hittite,  which  is  before  Mamre:  The  field  which  Abraham  1 0 
purchased   of  the  sons   of  Heth:    there  was  Abraham  buried, 
and  Sarah  his   wife.    And  it  came  to  pass  after  the  death  of  1 1 
Abraham,    that   God   blessed  his   son  Isaac;  and  Isaac  abode 
by  the  well  Lahai-roi. 

Now  these  arc  the  progeny    of  Ishmael,    Abraham's   son,  \1 
whom   Hagar   the  Egyptian,    Sarah's   handmaid,    bare  to  Ab- 
raham:    And  these   are  the   names    of  the  sons  of  Ishmael,  13 

by  their  names,   according  to  their  progeny:  the  firstborn  of 
7  Vol.  I. 
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Ishmael,  Nebajoth:  and  Kedar,  and  Abdeel,  and  Mibsam,  And  1 
Mishma,  and  Dumah,  and  Massa.  Hahar,  and  Tenia,  Jetur>15 
Nephish,  and  Kedemah:  These  are  the  sons  of  Ishmael,  and  16 
these  are  their  names,  by  their  villages,  and  by  their  castles: 
twelve  princes  according-  to  their  nations.  And  these  are  the  1 7 
years  of  the  life  of  Ishmael,  a  hundred  years,  and  thirty 
years,  and  seven  years:  and  he  expired  and  died;  and  was 
gathered  unto  his  peoples.  And  they  dwelt  from  Havilah  to  18 
Shur,  that  is  before  Egypt,  as  thou  comest  towards  Assyria: 
Ms  portion  lay  in  the  presence  of  all  his  brethren. 

And  these  are  the  progeny  of  Isaac ,  Abraham's  son :  Ab- 1 9 
raham  begat  Isaac:  And  Isaac  was  forty  years  old  when  he  20 
took  Rebekah  to  wife,  the  daughter  of  Bethuel  the  Syrian 
of  Padan-aram,  the  sister  to  Laban  the  Syrian.  And  Isaac  21 
entreated  the  Eternal  facing  his  wife,  because  she  teas  barren : 
and  the  Eternal  was  entreated  of  him,  and  Rebekah  his  wife 
became  pregnant.  And  the  children  struggled  together  within  22 
her;  and  she  said,  If  it  be  so,  wherefore  am  I  thus  — ?  And 
she  went  to  enquire  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  Eternal  said  23 
to  her,  Two  nations  are  in  thy  womb,  and  two  races  shall 
be  parted  from  thy  bowels;  and  one  race  shall  be  stronger 
than  the  other  race;  and  the  elder  shall  serve  the  younger. 
And  when  her  days  to  bear  were  full,  behold,  there  were 24 
twins  in  her  womb.  And  the  first  came  ont  red,  all  over  25 
like  a  hairy  robe;  and  they  called  his  name  Esau.  And  after 26 
that  came  his  brother  out,  his  hand  having  hold  on  Esau's 
heel :  and  his  name  he  called  Jacob :  and  Isaac  tvas  threescore 
years  old  when  she  bare  them.  And  the  lads  grew:  and  Esau  27 
was  a  cunning  hunter,  a  man  of  the  field;  but  Jacob  was  a 
plain  man,  abiding  in  tents.   And  Isaac   loved  Esau,   becan- 
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he  did  eat  of  Jtis  venison;  bnt  Rebekah  loved  Jacob.  And  29 
Jacob  sod  pottage:  and  Esan  came  from  the  field,  and  he 
was  faint:  And  Esau  said  to  Jacob,  Let  me  devour,  I  pray 30 
thee,  from  this  red,  even  this  red  thing;  for  I  am  faint: 
therefore  was  his  name  called  Edom.  And  Jacob  said,  Sell 31 
me  this  day  thy  birthright.  And  Esau  said,  Behold,  I  am  32 
in  peril  to  die:  and  what  is  this  birthright  to  me?  And 33 
Jacob  said,  Swear  to  me  this  day;  and  he  sware  to  liim: 
and  he  sold  his  birthright  unto  Jacob.  Then  Jacob  gave  Esau  34 
bread  and  pottage  of  lentiles;  and  he  did  eat  and  driuk,  and 
he  rose  and  went;  thus  Esau  despised  his  birthright. 

And   there  was    a   famine  in   the   land,    besides   the   first  1 
famine  that  was  in  the  days   of  Abraham.     And  Isaac  went 
to   Abimelech   king   of  the  Philistines    into  Gerar.     And   the  2 
Eternal    appeared    unto   him,    and    said,    Go  not   down    into 
Egypt:  dwell  in  the  land  which  I  shall  tell  thee  of.  Sojourn 3 
in  this  land,   and  I  will  be  with  thee,   and  will  bless  thee; 
for  to  thee,  and  to  thy  seed,  1  will  give  all  these  countries, 
and  I  will   establish  the  oalh  which  I   sware  unto  Abraham 
thy   father:   And   I   will    make   thy  seed  to   multiply  as  the 4 
stars  of  heaven,    and  will  give  to  thy  seed  all  these  lauds; 
and  in  thy  seed  shall  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  bless  them- 
selves.    As  a  reward  that  Abraham  hearkened  to  my  voice, 5 
and  kept  my  charge,  my  commandments,  my  ordinances,  and 
my  laws.     And  Isaac   abode  iu  Gerar:     And  the  men  of  the- 
place  asked  him  of  his  wife;  and  lie  said,  She  is  my  sister: 
for  he  feared  to  say,  She  is  my  wife;  lest,  said  he,  the  men 
of  the  place   should  slay  me  for  Rebekah;   because  she  was 
fair  to  look  upon.     And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he  had  been 8 
there   a   long  time,   that   Abimelech   king  of  the  Philistines 
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looked  ont  at  the  window,  and  saw,  and,  behold  Isaac  was 
sporting-  with  Rebekah  his  wife.    And  Abinielech  called  Isaac,  9 
and  said,  Behold,  of  a  surety  she  is  thy  wife :  and  how  saidst 
thou,    She  is  my  sister?   And  Isaac  said  to  him,   Because  I 
said,  Lest  I  die  for  her.     And  Abinielech  said,  What  is  this  10 
thou  hast  done  to  us?    one  of  the  people  might  lightly  have 
lain  with  thy  wife,  and  thou  wouldst  have  brought  guilt  upon 
us.    And  Abimelech   commanded    all  the   people,   sayiug,   He  1 ' 
that   toucheth  this  man  or  his   wife   shall  surely   be   put   to 
death.     Then   Isaac   sowed   in  that  land,    and    found  in  that  12 
year  a  hundredfold:  and  the  Eternal  blessed  him:     Thus  the  13 
man  grew,  and  went  forward,  and  grew  until  he  became  very 
great:     For   he  had   possession  of  flocks,   and  possession  of  14 
herds,  and   many  domestics:   and  the  Philistines  were  jealous 
of  him.     For  all  the   wells  which   his  father's   servants  had  15 
digged  in   the  days  of  Abraham   his  father,    the   Philistines 
had  stopped  them  and  tilled  them  with  earth.   And  Abinielech  1 6 
said  to  Isaac,  Go  from  us ;  for  thou  art  become  much  mightier 
than  we.  And  Isaac  went  thence,  and  encamped  in  the  valley  ]  7 
of  Gerar,    and   abode    there.     And    Isaac    digged    again    the  18 
wells  of  water,  which  they  had  digged  in  the  days  of  Abraham 
his   father;   for  the  Philistines   had  stopped  them    after  the 
death  of  Abraham :  and  he  called  their  names  after  the  names 
by  which  his  father  had  called  them.     And  Isaac's  servants  1 9 
digged  in  the  valley,  and  found  Ihere  a  well  of  living  water. 
And  the  herdmen   of  Gerar  did   strive  with   Isaac's  herdmen.  '20 
saying ,    The  water  is,  ours :    and  he  called  the  name  of  the 
well  Esek;  because  they  contended  with  him.  And  they  digged  %i 
another  well,    and   strove   for  that    also:    and  he   called  the 
name  of  it  Sitnah,     And  he  removed  from  thence,  and  digged  it 
another  well;  and  for  that  they  strove  not;  and  he  called  the 
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name  of  it  Rehoboth;  and  he  said,  For  now  the  Eternal  hath 
made  room  for  ns,  and  we  shall  be  fruitful  in  the  land.   And  23 
he   went  up    from    thence    to   Beer-sheba.     And   the   Eternal  24 
appeared  unto  him  the  same  night,  and  said,   I  am  the  God 
of  Abraham  thy  father:   fear  not,   for  I    am  with  thee,   and 
will  bless  thee,   and  multiply   thy  seed  for  my  servant  Abra- 
ham's sake.     And  he  builded  an  altar  there,  and  called  upon  25 
the   name   of  the   Eternal,    and   pitched  his   tent  there:   and 
there   Isaac's  servants   digged  a  well.     Then  Abimelech  went  26 
to  him  from  Gerar,  and  Ahuzzath  his  companion,  and  Phichol 
the   captain  of  his  host.     And  Isaac  said   unto   them,    Why  27 
come  ye  to  me,  when  ye  hate  me,   and  have  sent  me  away 
from  you?     And  they  said,  We  saw  plainly  that  the  Eternal  28 
was   with   thee:    and   we  said,    Let  there  be  now  an   oath 
between  us,    even  between  us   and  thee,   and  let   us  make  a 
covenant  with  thee.    That  thou  wilt  do  us  no  evil,  since  we  29 
have   not  touched    thee,    and   since   we  have  done   to   thee 
nothing  but  good,  and  have  sent  thee  away  in  peace.     Thou 
art  now  blessed  of  the  Eternal.     And  he  made  them  a  feast,  30 
and    they    did  eat   and   drink.     And   they   rose    early  in   the  31 
morning,    and    sware   one   to    another;    and  Isaac  sent   them 
away,    and   they   went  from   him    in  peace.    And  it  came  to  32 
pass  that  day,  that  Isaac's  servants  came,  and  told  him  con- 
cerning  the  well  which  they  had   digged,   and  said  to  him, 
We  have  found  water.     And  he   called   it  Shebah:    therefore  33 
the  name  of  the  city  is  Beer-sheba  to  this  day. 

And  Esau    was   forty  years   old,    when  he   took   to    wife  34 

Judith  the  daughter  of  Beeri  the  Hittite,  and  Basheinath  the 

daughter  of  Elon  the  Hittite:    And   they  were   a   vexation  of 35 

spirit  to  Isaac  and  to  Rebekah. 

27 
And  it  came  to  pass,   that  when   Isaac   was  old,  and  hist 
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eyes  were  too  dim  to  see,  he  called  Esau  his  eldest  son,  and 
said  to  hiin,  My  son:  and  he  said  to  him,  Behold,  here  am  I. 
And  he  said,  Behold  now,  I  am  old,  I  know  not  the  day  of  2 
my  death:    Now  therefore  take,  I  pray   thee,   thy  weapons, 3 
thy  quiver  and  thy  bow,   and  go   out  to  Ihe  field,   and  hunt 
me  some  venison :     And  make  me  savoury  meats ,    such  as  T  4 
love,    and  bring:  them  to  me,   that  I  may  eat;   that  my  soul 
may  bless  thee  before  I  die.    And  Rebekah  heard  when  Isaac  5 
spake  to  Esau  his  son.    And  Esau  went  to  the  field  to  hunt 
for    venison ,   in    order   to    bring-   it.     And    Rebekah    said   to  6 
Jacob  her  son,  as  follows:  Behold.  I  heard  thy  father  speak 
to   Esau   thy  brother    saying-,     Bring   me   venison   and   make  7 
me  savoury  meats,  that  I  may  eat,  and  bless  thee  before  the 
Eternal  before  my   death.    Now  therefore,   my   son,    hearken  8 
to  my  voice  according  to  that  which  I  command   thee.     Go  9 
now  to  the  flock,    and  take   me  from   thence  two   good  kids 
of  the  goats,    and  I  will  make  them   savoury   meats   for  thy 
father,  such  as  he  loveth:  And  thou  shalt  bring  them  to  thy  io 
father,    that  he  may  eat,    so  that  he   may  bless  thee  before 
his  death.     And  Jacob  said  to  Rebekah  his  mother,   Behold,  n 
Esau  my  brother  is  a  hairy  man,    and  I  am  a  smooth  man: 
My  father  peradventure   will  feel   me   and  I  shall   be  in   his  12 
eyes  as  a  deceiver;   and  I  shall  bring  a  curse  upon  me,  and 
not  a   blessing.     And  his   mother  said   to   him,   Upon  me  be  IS 
thy  curse,  my  son:   only  hearken  to  my  voice,    and  go  take 
them  to  me.     And  lie  Went,   and  took,  and  brought  them  to  14 
his  mother:    and   his  mother   made   savoury  meats,    such  as 
his  father  loved.     And  Rebekah   took  the  costly  garments  of  1 5 
her  eldest  son  Esau,  which  were  with  her  in  the  house,  and 
clothed  with  them  Jacob  her  younger  son:    And  she  clothed  16 
with  the  skins   of  the  kids  of  the  goats  his   hands,  and  the 
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smooth  of  his  neck :     And  she  grave  the  savoury  meats ,  and  1 7 
the  bread,    which  she  had  made,    into  the  hand  of  her  son 
Jacob.     And  he  came   to   his   father,    and   said,  My   father:  18 
and  he  said,  Here  am  I;  who  art  thou,  my  son?  And  Jacob  19 
said  to    his  father,    I  am  Esau   thy   firstborn;    I   have    done 
according:  as  thou  spakest  to  me:  arise,  I  pray  thee,  sit  and 
eat  of  my  venison,  that  thy   soul  may  bless  me.     And  Isaac  20 
said  to  his  son,  How  is  it  that  thou  hast  found  it  so  quickly. 
my  son?    And  he  said,   Because  the  Eternal  thy  God  caused 
it  thus  to  happen  before  me.    And  Isaac  said  to  Jacob,  Cornell 
near,   I  pray  thee,   that  I  may  feel  thee,    my  son,  whether 
thou  be  my  son  Esau  himself  or  not.     And  Jacob  went  near  22 
to  Isaac  his  father;  and  he  felt  him,  and  said,  The  voice  is 
Jacob's  voice,    but  the   hands  are  the   hands  of  Esau.     And  23 
he  recognised  him  not,  because  his  hands  wTere  hairy,  as  his 
brother  Esau's  hands:  so  he  blessed  him.     And  he  said,  Art-ii 
thou  my  son  Esau  himself?  And  he  said,  I  am.  And  he  said.  25 
Reach   it  to   me,   and  I  will  eat  of  my  son's   venison,    that 
my  soul  may  bless  thee.    And  he  reached  it  to  him,   and  he 
did  eat:   and  he  brought  him  Mine,  and  he  drank.     And  his  26 
father  Isaac  said  to  him,  Come  near  now,  aud  kiss  me,  my 
son.     And  he  came  near,    and   kissed  him:    and    he  smelled  27 
the  odour  of  his  garments,  and  blessed  him,    and  said,  See, 
the   odour   of  my  son  is  as    the  odour  of  a  field  which  the 
Eternal   hath   blessed:     Therefore  God  give  thee   of  the  dew  os 
of  heaven,  and  the  fatness  of  the  earth,  and  plenty  of  corn 
and    wine:    Let    peoples    serve   thee,    and    nations    prostrate  29 
themselves  to  thee :  be  master  over  Ihy  brethren,  and  let  thy 
mother's    sons  prostrate  themselves    to  thee:   they  that  curse 
thee  shall  be  cursed,  and  they  that  bless  thee  shall  be  blessed. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  as  soon  as  Isaac  had  finished  blessing  30 
Jacob,  and  Jacob  was  yet  scarce   gone  out   from  the  face  of 
Isaac   his   father,    that   Esau  his    brother  came  in  from  his 
hunting.     And  he  also  had  made  savoury  meats,  and  brought  31 
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them  to  his  father,  and  said  unto  his  father,  Let  my  father 
arise ,  and  eat  of  his  son's  venison ,  that  thy  soul  may  bless 
me.    And  Isaac  his  father  said  to  him,  Who  art  thou  ?  And  he  32 
said,  I  am  thy  son,  thy  firstborn.  Esau.    AM  Isaac  trembled  33 
loith   an    exceedingly  great  trembling-,    and  said,   Wo  then  is 
he  that  hath  hunted   venison  and  brought  it  me,  and  I  have 
eaten  of  all  before  thou  earnest,  and  have  blessed  him?  yea, 
and  he  shall  be   blessed.     And  when  Esau  heard  the  words 34 
of  his  father,  he  cried  with  a  great  and  exceeding  bitter  cry, 
and  said  to  his  father:  Bless  me,  even  me  also,  0  my  father. 
And  he  said,  Thy  brother  came  with  subtlety,  and  hath  taken  35 
thy  blessing.    And  he  said,  Is  it  because  he  was  called  Jacob,  36 
that  he  hath   supplanted  me   these   two   times:    he  took  my 
birthright;    and,    behold,    now  he   hath   taken  my   blessing. 
And  he   said,    Hast  thou   not  reserved   a   blessing  for   me? 
And  Isaac  answered  and  said  to  Esau,  Behold,  I  have  made  37 
him  thy  master,    and   all  his   brethren  have  I  given  to  him 
for  servants ;  and  with  corn  and  wine  have  I  supported  him : 
and  what  shall  I  do  now  for  thee,  my  son?   And  Esau  said 38 
to  his  father,  Hast  thou  but   one  blessing,  my  father?  bless 
me,    even  me   also,    0  my  father.    And  Esau   lifted   up    his 
voice,    and   wept.     And   Isaac  Ms    father  answered  and  said  39 
to  liim,  Behold,  thy  dwelling  shall  be  the  fatness  of  the  earth, 
and  from  the  dew  of  heaven  from  above;   And  by  thy  sword  40 
shalt   thou   live,    and   shalt  serve   thy   brother;   and  it  shall 
come  to  pass  when  thou  earnestly  seekest  it,  that  thou  shalt 
break  his   yoke   from    otf  thy   neck.     And  Esau  hated  Jacob  4 1 
because  of  the  blessing  wherewith  his  father  blessed  him:  and 
Esau  said  in  his  heart,  The  days  of  mourning  for  my  father 
are  at  hand;  then  will  I  slay  my  brother  Jacob.     And  these 41 
words  of  Esau  her  elder  son  were  told  to  Rebekah:  and  she 
sent   and   called   Jacob  her  younger    son,   and    said  to   him. 
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Behold,    thy   brother    Esau,    concerning:   thee,    doth   comfort 

himself,  intending  to  slay  thee.  Now  therefore,  my  son,  hearken  43 

to   my    voice;   and   arise,   flee  thou   to   Laban   my  brother  to 

Haran;    And  abide  with  him  a  few  days,   until  thy  brothers  44 

fury   turn;    Until   thy   brother's    wrath  turn  away   from  thee,  45 

and  he  forget  that  which  thou  hast  done  to  him:  then  1  will 

send,    and    take   thee   from    thence:    wherefore   should   1  be 

bereft  also  of  you  both  in  one  day?     And  Rebekah  said    to  46 

Isaac,  My  life  is  harassed,  because  of  the  daughters  of  Heth : 

if  Jacob  take  a  wife  of  the  daughters  of  Heth,  like  these  of 

the  daughters  of  the  land,  what  is  life  to  me?

Axn  Isaac  called  Jacob,   and  blessed  him,  and  commanded  1 

hiui.  and  said  unto  him,   Thou  shalt  not  take  a  wife  of  the 
daughters  of  Canaan.    Arise,  go  to  Padan-aram.  to  the  house  2 
of  Bethuel  thy  mother's  father;    and  take  thee  a  wife  from 
thence  of  the  daughters  of  Laban  thy  mother's  brother.    And  3 
God  Almighty   will  bless  thee,   and   make  thee   fruitful,   and 
multiply  thee,    that   thou  mayest  be  an   assembly  of  peoples; 
And  give  thee  the  blessing  of  Abraham,  to  thee,  and  to  thy  4 
seed  with  thee;   that  thou    mayest  possess  the  land    of  thy 
sojourniugs,   which  God   gave   to  Abraham.     And   Isaac  sent  5 
away  Jacob;    and  he  went   to  Padan-aram  to  Laban,   son  of 
Bethuel    the    Syrian,    the   brother   of  Rebekah,    Jacob's    and 
Esau's  mother.    When  Esau  saw  that  Isaac  had  blessed  Jacob,  6 
and  sent  him  away  to  Padan-aram,  to  take  him  a  wife  from 
thence;   and  that  as  he  blessed  him  he  gave  him  a  charge, 
saying,  Thou  shalt  not  take  a  wife  of  the  daughters  of  Ca- 
naan :     And  that  Jacob  had  hearkened  to  his  father  and  his  7 
mother;    and  was  gone  to   Padan-aram;    Esau  thus  saw  that  8 
the  daughters  of  Canaan  were  evil  in  the  eyes  of  Isaac  his 
father:     Then    went   Esau  to  Ishmael,   and  took   besides  his  9

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former  wives,   Mahalath  the   daughter   of  Ishmael  Abraham's 
son,  the  sister  of  Nebajoth,  to  be  his  wife. 

And  Jacob  went   out  from   Beer-sheba,   and  went  towards  10 
Haran.     And  he  lighted   upon   the   place ,   and   tarried    there  1 1 
all  night,  because  the  sun  was  set;  and  he  took  of  the  stones 
of  that  place,  and  put  them  for  a  resting-place  for  his  head, 
and  lay  down   in  that  place.     And   he   dreamed,  and   behold  12 
a  ladder  set  up  on  the  earth,    and  the  top  of  it  reached  to 
heaven:    and  behold  angels  of  God  ascending  and  descending 
on  it.     And,   behold,  the  Eternal  stood  above  it,    and   said,  13 
I  am  the  Eternal   God  of  Abraham   thy  father,  and  the  God 
of  Isaac :  the  land  whereon  thou  liest,  to  thee  will  I  give  it, 
and  to  thy  seed;     And  thy  seed  shall  be  as  the  dust  of  the  14 
earth,  and  thou  shalt  spread  abroad  to  the  west,  and  to  the 
east,  and  to  the  north,  and  to  the  south;  and  in  thee  and  in 
thy  seed  shall  all  the  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed.    And  15 
behold,   I  am  with  Ihee,   and  will  keep  thee  whither-soever 
thou  goest,   and   will  bring  thee  again  into  this  land;    for  I 
will  not  forsake  thee,   until  I  have   done   that  which  I  have 
spoken  to  thee.     And  Jacob  awoke  out  of  his  sleep,  and  he  16 
said,  Surely  the  Eternal  is  in  this  place;  and  I  knew  it  not. 
And  he  was  afraid,  and  said,  How  fearful  is  this  place!  this  17 
is  none   other  but   the  house    of  God,   and  this   is  the  gate 
of  heaven.    And  Jacob  rose   early  in   the  morning,  and  took  18 
the  stone  that  he  had   put  for  a   resting-place  for  his  head, 
and  set   it  up   for  a   pillar,   and  poured   oil  upon   the  top  of 
it.   And  he  called  the  name   of  that   place   Beth-el:   whereas  19 
Luz  had  been  the  name  of  the  city  at  the  first.     And  Jacob  20 
vowed   a  vow,    saying,  If    God  will   be  with  me,    and  will 
keep  me   in  this  way  that  I  go,    and  will  give  me  bread  to 
eat,   and  a  garment  to  put  on,     So  that   I  return    to  my  fa- 21 
ther's  house  in  peace:   then   shall  the   Eternal  be  my   God; 
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And  this  stone  which  I  have  set  for  a  pillar,  shall  be  God's  22 

house:  and  of  all  that  thou  shalt  give  me  I  will  surely  give 

the  tenth  to  thee.

Then   Jacob   lifted   up   his  feet,    and   went  into   the   land  l 

of  the   children  of  the  east.     And    he   looked,  and  behold  a 2 

well  in  the  field,   and,    lo,   there  were  three  flocks  of  sheep 

lying-  by  it;    for  out  of  that   well   they   watered  the  flocks: 

and  the  stone   upon  the  well's  mouth  was  great.  And  thither  3 

were  all  the  flocks  gathered:  and  they  rolled  the  stone  from 

the  well's  mouth,  and  watered  the  sheep,  and  put  the  stone 

again   upon   the   well's  mouth  in   its  place.     And  Jacob  said  4 

to  them,  My  brethren,  whence  are  ye?    And   they   said,    of

son  of  Nahor  ?  And  they  said ,  We  know  him.     And  he  said  6 

to  them,  Is  he  well?  And  they  said,  He  is  well:  and,  behold, 

Rachel  his  daughter  is  coming  with  the  flock.    And  he  said,  7 

Lo,   it  is  yet  high  day,    it  is  not  yet  time  for  the  cattle  to 

be   gathered:    water  ye   the   flock,    and   go   and  feed    them 

And  they  said,    We  cannot,   until  all  the  flocks  be  gathered,  8 

and  till  they  roll  the  stone  from  the  well's  mouth;    then  we 

water  the  flock.   And  while  he  yet  spake  with  them,  Rachel  9 

came   with  her   father's  flock:    for   she  was   a  shepherdess. 

And  it  came  to  pass,   when  Jacob  saw  Rachel  the  daughter  10 

of  Laban   his  mother's   brother,    and  the  flock    of  Laban  his 

mother's  brother,  that  Jacob  went  near,  and  rolled  the  stone 

from  the  well's  mouth,    and  watered  the  flock   of  Laban  his 

mother's  brother.     And  Jacob   kissed  Rachel ,    and   lifted    up  1 1 

his  voice,    and  wept.     And   Jacob  told   Rachel  that  he  was  12 

her  father's  kinsman ,    and  that  he  was  Rebekah's  son :    and 

she   ran   and  told  her  father.     And  it  came  to   pass,    when  13

ran  towards  him,    and  embraced   him,    and  kissed  him,    and 
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brought   him   to   his  house.     And  he   told    Labau    all    these 
things.    And  Laban   said   to   him,    Surely   thou   art  my  bore  14 
and  my  flesh.    And  he  abode  with  him  the  space  of  a  month. 
And  Laban  said  to  Jacob,  Is  it  because  thou  art  my  brother,  1 5 
that  thou  shouldest  serve  me  for  nought?  tell  me,  what  shall 
thy  hire  &e?     And   Laban  had  two  daughters:    the  name  of  16 
the  elder  was  Leah,  and  the  name  of  the  younger  was  Rachel. 
And  the  eyes  of  Leah  were  tender;  but  Rachel  was  of  beautiful  17 
form,  and  of  beautiful  appearance,     And  Jacob  loved  Rachel;  18 
and  said,  I  will  serve  thee  seven  years  for  Rachel  thy  younger 
daughter.     And   Laban   said,    It  -is   better  that  I  give  her  to  19 
thee,  than  that  I  should  give  her  to  another  man:  abide  with 
me.     And   Jacob    served   seven   years  for   Rachel;    and   they 20 
were  in  his  eyes  as  a  few  days,   in  his  love  for  her.     And  21 
Jacob   said    ta   Laban,    Give  me  my  wife,    for   my   days   are 
fulfilled,   that  I  may   come   to   her.    And   Laban   gathered    all  22 
the  men  of  the  place ,    and  made  a   feast.     And   it  came  to  23 
pass  in   the  evening,    that  he  took   Leah  his  daughter,    and 
brought  her  to  him;    and  he  came  to  her.     And  Laban  gave  24 
to  his  daughter   Leah  Zilpah   his  handmaid  for  a  handmaid. 
And  it  came  to  pass,    that   in  the  morning,    behold,    it  texts 25 
Leah:    and  he  said   to  Laban,   What   is  Ihis   that   thou  hast 
done  to  me?  did  not  I  serve  with  thee  for  Rachel?  wherefore 
then  hast   thou  deceived  me?     And  Laban  said,  It  must  not  26 
be  so   done  in   our  place,    to   give   the  younger   before   the 
firstborn.     Fulfil  the  week  of  this  one,  and  we  will  give  thee  27 
this  also  for  the  service  which  thou  shall  serve  with  me  yet 
seven  other  years.    And  Jacob  did  so.  and  fulfilled  the  week  28 
of  that  one:   and  he  gave  him  Rachel  his   daughter  to  wife 
also.     And   Laban   gave   to   Rachel   his    daughter  Bilhah  his  29 
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handmaid  to  be  her  handmaid.    And  he  came  also  to  Rachel,  30 

and  he  loved   Rachel  more  than  Leah,   and  served  with  him 

yet  seven  other  years.    And  when  the  Eternal  saw  that  Leah  31 

was   hated ,   he   opened   her  womb :  but  Rachel  was   barren. 

And  Leah  became  pregnant,  and  bare  a  son,   and  she  called 32 

his  name  Reuben:  for  she  said,  Surely  the  Eternal  hath  seea 

my  affliction;   now  therefore  my  husband   will  love  me.     And 33 

she  became  pregnant  again,  and  bare  a  son:  and  said.  Because 

the  Eternal  hath  heard  that  I  was  hated,   he  hath  therefore 

given  me   this   also:    and  she  called   his   name  Simeon.     And  34 

she  became  pregnant  again   and  bare  a  son;   and  said,  Now 

this  time  will  my   husband  become   attached  to  me,   because 

I  have  born  him  three   sons:   therefore  was  his  name  called 

Levi.    And  she  became  pregnant  again,  and  bare  a  son :   and  35 

she  said,  Now  will  I  praise  the  Eternal:  therefore  she  called 

his  name  Judah;  and  left  bearing.

And  when  Rachel   saw  that   she  bare  Jacob   no  children,  1 

Rachel  envied  her  sister;  and  said  to  Jacob,  Give  me  children, 

if  not  I  am  a  dead  woman.     And  Jacob's  anger  was  kindled  2 

against  Rachel:  and  he  said,  Am  I  in  God's  stead,  Who  hath 

kept  back  from  thee  the  fruit  of  the  womb  ?    And  she  said,  3 

Behold  my  maid  servant  Bilhah,  come  to  her;   and  she  shall 

bear  upon  my  knees,   that  I  may  also  have  children  by  her. 

And  she  gave  him  Bilhah  her  handmaid  to  wife:    and  Jacob  4 

came  to  her.     And  Bilhah  became   pregnant,  and  bare  Jacob  5 

a  son.     And   Rachel    said,    God    hath  judged  me,  and  hath 6 

also   heard  my  voice,    and  hath  given  me   a  son:    therefore 

called  she  his    name   Dan.     And    Bilhah    Rachel's    handmaid  7 

became  pregnant  again,  and  bare  Jacob    a  second  son.     And 8 

Rachel   said,    Wrestlings   of  God   have   I    wrestled   with   my 

sister:  and  I  have  prevailed:  and  she  called  his  name  Naphtali. 

When  Leah  saw  that  she  had  left  bearing ,    she  took  Zilpah  9 
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her   handmaid,    and   gave  her  Jacob    to   wife.     And   Zilpah  10 
Leah's  handmaid  bare  Jacob   a  son.     And  Leah  said,    Good  1 1 
luck    cometh:    and    she    called   his    name    Gad.     And    Zilpah  12 
Leah's  handmaid  bare  Jacob  a  second  son.     And    Leah  said,  13 
For  my  happiness!    for  daughters   will   call   me  happy:    and 
she   called  his  name   Asher.     And  Reuheu   went  in  the  days  1 4 
of  wheat    harvest,    and   found    mandrakes  in   the   field,    and 
brought   them   to  his    mother    Leah.     Then    Rachel    said    to 
Leah,  Give  me,   I  pray  thee,   of  thy  son's  mandrakes.     And  15 
she  said  to   her,    Is    it  too  little   that   thou   hast   taken    my 
husband?    and  wouldest  thou  take  away  my  son's  mandrakes 
also?    And  Rachel  said,   Therefore  he  shall  lie  with  thee  to 
night  for  thy  son's   mandrakes.     And  Jacob  came  out  of  the  1 6 
field  in  the   evening,    and  Leah  went   out  towards  him,    and 
said.   Thou  must  come   to  me;    for  surely  I  have  hired  Ihee 
with  my  son's  mandrakes.     And  he  lay  with  her  that  night. 
And  God  hearkened  to  Leah,   and  she  became  pregnant,   and  17 
bare  Jacob  a  fifth  son.     And  Leah  said,  God  hath  given  me  18 
my  share,  because  I  have  given  my  handmaid  to  my  husband: 
and  she  called  his  name  Issachar.  And  Leah  became  pregnant,  1 9 
again,    and   bare   Jacob   a   sixth   son.    And   Leah  said,    God  20 
hath  endued  me  with   a  good  dowry;   now  will   my  husband 
reside  with  me.  because  I  have  born  him  six  sons:  and  she 
called  his  name  Zebulun.  And  afterwards  she  bare  a  daughter,  21 
and   called  her   name   Dinah.    And   God   remembered  Rachel.  22 
and  God  hearkened  to  her,  and  opened  her  womb.     And  she  23 
became  pregnant,  and  bare  a  son;  and  said.  God  hath  taken 
away   my   disgrace:    And   she  called  his    name   Joseph;   and  24 
said.  The  Eternal  will  add   to  me  another  son.    And  it  came  25 
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to  pass,   when  Rachel  had  born  Joseph,  that  Jacob   said  to 
Laban,    Send  me   away,    that  I  may  go   to  mine  own   place, 
and  to  my  country.     Give  me  my  wives  and  my  children  for  26 
whom  I  have  served  thee,    and  let  me  go:  for  thou  knowest 
my   service  which  I    have  served  thee.     And  Laban   said  to  27 
him,    I  pray  thee,    would  I  had  found  favour  in  thine  eyes, 
I  have  divined  that  the  Eternal  hath  blessed  me  for  thy  sake. 
And  he  said,  Appoint  me  thy  hire,   and  I  will  give  it.     And  2_ 
he  said  to  him,  Thou  knowest  how  I  have  served  thee,  and 
what   thy   cattle   has  become   with   me.    For  a  little   which  30 
thou  hadst  before  me,  is  now  increased  into  a  multitude,  and 
the  Eternal  hath  blessed  thee   since    my    coming;    and    now 
when  shall  I  provide  for  mine  oicn  house  also?  And  he  said 31 
What  shall  I   give   thee?    And  Jacob   said,   Thou  shall    not 
give  me  any  thing:  if  thou  wilt  do  this  thing  for  me,  I  will 
turn  again,  feed  and  keep  thy  flock.  I  will  pass  through  all  32 
thy   flock  to   day,    removing  from  thence   every   one   of  the 
flock  speckled  and   spotted,    and  every   one  dark   among  the 
sheep,    and  the  spotted  and  speckled  among   the  goats:    and 
they  shall   be  my  hire.     And  my   righteousness  shall  answer  33 
for  me  in  time  to  come,  when  thou  goest  over  my  hire  before 
thee:    every  one  that  is  not  speckled  and  spotted  among  the 
goats,    and   dark  among  the  sheep,    that  shall   be  accounted 
stolen  with  me.     And   Laban  said,  Behold.   I  would  it  might  34 
be   according  to  thy  word.     And    he    removed  that  day   the  35 
he-goats  that  were  ringstraked  and  spotted,  and  all  the  she 
goats   that   were  speckled   and  spotted,    and  every   one    that 
had  white  in  it.  and  all  the  dark  among  the  sheep,  and  gave 
ihem   into   the   hands  of  his   sons.     And   he    set   three    days  36 
journey  between  himself  and   Jacob:   and  Jacob  fed  the  flock 
of  Laban  that   was  left.     And   Jacob   took  him   moist   sticks  37 
of  poplar,    and   of  the   almond  and   plane   tree:    and   peeled 
white   strakes   in    them,    making  bare   the  white  which  was 
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in  the  sticks.     And  he  set    down  the   sticks  which  he  had  38 
peeled  in  the   gutters   in  the  watering-   troughs,   whither  the 
flocks  came  to  drink,    opposite  the  flocks,   that  they  should 
become  heated   when   they   came   to    drink.     And  the  flocks  39 
became   heated   before  the  sticks,    and   the    flocks  bare  ring- 
straked,  speckled  and  spotted.     And  Jacob  parted  the  lambs,  40 
and  set  the  faces  of   the  flocks  toward  the  ringstraked,    and 
all   the   dark   in   the  flock    of  Laban ;    and    he   put   his   own 
flocks  by  themselves,    and  put  them  not  with  Laban's  flocks. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  whensoever  the  stronger  ||  flocks  became  4 1 
heated,    that  Jacob   put   the   sticks   before  the  eyes    of  the 
flocks  in  the  gutters,    that  they  might  become  heated  among 
the  sticks.     But  when   the  flocks  were   feeble,  ||  he  put  them  42 
not:   so  that  the  feebler  ||  were   Laban's,  and  the  stronger  || 
Jacob's.     And  the  man  increased  exceedingly,   and  had  many  43 
flocks,    and   handmaids,    and   menservants,    and  camels,    and 
asses. 

And  he  heard   the  words  of  Laban's  sons,  saiyng,   Jacob  1 
hath  taken  all  that  was  our  father's;  and  of  that  which  teas 
our  father's  hath   he  made  all    this   glory.     And  Jacob  saw  2 
the  face  of  Laban,  and,  behold,   it  was  not  towards  him  as 
before.     And   the  Eternal  said  to  Jacob,    Return  to  the  land 3 
of  thy  fathers,  and  to  thy  kindred;  and  I  will  be  with  thee. 
And  Jacob  sent  and  called  Rachel   and  Leah   to  the  field  to  4 
his  flock.  And  said  to  them,    I  see  your  father's  face,    that 5 
it  is   not  towards  me   as  before;    but  the   God  of  my  father 
hath  been  with  me.  And  ye  know  that  with  all  my  strength  6 
I  have   served   your  father.     And  your  father   hath  deceived  7 
me,   and  changed  my  hire  ten  times;    but  God  suffered  him 
not  to  do  me  evil.     If  he  said  thus,    The   speckled  shall  be 8 
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thy  hire;   then   all  the   flocks  bare  speckled;  and  if  he  said 
thus.   The  ringstraked   shall  be  thy  hire;   then  bare  all  the 
flocks   ringstraked.     Thus    God   hath    delivered  the   cattle  of 9 
your  father,  and   given  them  to  me.     And  it   came  to  pass  10 
at  the  lime  that  the  flocks  became  heated,  that  I    lifted   up 
mine  eyes,  and  saw  in  a  dream,  and,  behold,  the  rams  which 
went  up  on  the  flocks  were  ringstraked,  speckled,  and  grisled. 
And  an  angel  of  God   spake   to  me  in   a  dream,   saying.  .la- 1 1 
cob:   And    I  said,   Here    am    I.     And   he   said,   Lift   up    DOW  12 
thine  eyes,  and  see,  all  the  rains  which  go  up  on  the  flocks 
are   ringstraked,   speckled,   and   grisled:    for  I  have  seen  all 
that  Laban  doeth  unto  thee.     I  am  the  God  of  Beth-el,  where  13 
thou  anointedst  a  pillar,   and  where  thou  vowedst  a  vow  to 
me:    now  arise,    go   out   from  this  land,    and  return  to   the 
land   of  thy  kindred.     And   Rachel    and   Leah  answered   and  1 1 
said  to  him,   Is  there  yet   any  portion   or  inheritance   for  us 
in  our  father's  house?     Are  we  not  thought  aliens  by  liim?  15 
for  he  hath  sold  us,  and  hath  also  altogether  eaten  our  money. 
For  all  the  riches  which  God  hath  delivered  from  our  father.  16 
that  is  ours,  and  our  children's:   now   then,  whatsoever  God 
hath   said  to    thee,   do.     Then  Jacob  rose,   and  lifted  up  his  1 7 
sons  and   his  wives  upon  the    camels;   And   he  led  away  all  is 
his   cattle,   and  all  his  substance  which  he  had  gotten,   the 
cattle   of  his  property,    which  he  had  gotten  in  Padan-aram. 
to    come    to    Isaac   his    father    to   the   land   of   Canaan.     Fori 9 
Laban    had    gone  to    shear   his    flock:    and   Rachel    stole    the 
teraphim  that  were  her  fathers.     And  Jacob  stole  the  heart  20 
of  Laban   the   Syrian,  in  thai   none    told   him  that    he   tied. 
So  he    fled    with    all   that   he    had;  and   he    rose,    and    pas- '21 
sed  over    the  river,    and  set  his  face   towards  mount   Gilead. 
9  Vol.  I. 
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And  it  was  told  Laban  on  the  third  day  that  Jacob  was  fled.  22 
And  he  took   his  brethren  with  him ,    and  pursued  after  him  23 
seven  days'  journey;    and  he   overtook  him  in  Mount  Gilead. 
And  God  came   to   Laban   the  Syrian  in   a    dream   by   night,  24 
and  said   to  him,    Take  heed   that  thou   speak  not  to  Jacob 
either  good  or  evil.    Then   Laban  overtook  Jacob.  Now  Jacob  25 
had  pitched  his   tent  in  the  mount:    and  Laban  pitched  with 
his   brethren   in    the    mount   of  Gilead.    And    Laban    said    to  26 
Jacob,    What  hast  thou    done,    that  thou  hast  stolen   away 
my  heart,    and   led   away  my   daughters,    as   captives   taken 
with  the  sword?     Wherefore   didst    thou    flee    away  secretly,  07 
and  steal  away  from  me;  and  didst  not  tell  me,  that  I  might 
have  sent  thee  away  with  joy,  and  with  songs,  with  timbrel, 
and  with  harp  ?     And  hast  not  suffered  me  to  kiss  my  sons  28 
and  my   daughters?  thou  hast  now  done   foolishly.     It  is  in  29 
the  power  of  my  hand  to  do  you  evil:  but  the  God  of  your 
father  said   to   me   yesternight,    Take  thou   heed   that  thou 
speak  not  to   Jacob   either  good    or   evil.     And   now,   though  30 
thou   wouldest   needs   be   gone,    because   thou  sore    longedst 
after  thy  father's   house,  yet  wherefore  hast  thou  stolen  my 
gods?     And   Jacob   answered  and    said  to  Laban,   Because  131 
feared :  for  I  said ,  Peradventure  thou  wouldest  violently  take 
thy   daughters   from  me.    With  whomsoever  thou   flndest  thy  32 
gods,   let  him  not  live;   before  our   brethren  recognise  what 
is  thine  with   me,   and  take  it  to  thee;    for  Jacob  knew  not 
that  Rachel  had  stolen  them.     And   Laban   came  into  Jacob's  33 
tent,   and  into  Leah's  tent,    and   into    the  two   maidservants' 
tents;   but  he  found  them  not.     Then  went  he  out  of  Leah's 
tent,   and   came  into   Rachel's  tent.     Nowr  Rachel  had  takeu  34 
the    teraphim,    and    put    them    in    the  camel's   saddle-pillow, 
and  sat  upon  tbem.     And   Laban  felt  all  the  tent,   but    found 
them  not.     And  she   said  to  her   father,    Let  it   not  be   dis-35 
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pleasing   in   the    eyes   of  my  lord  that  I   cannot  rise  before 
thee;  for  the  way  of  women  is  upon  me.    And  he  searched, 
but   found  not  the    teraphim.     And   Jacob    was    wroth,    and  36 
ehode   with  Laban:  and  Jacob  answered   and  said  to  Laban, 
What  is  my  trespass  ?  what  is  my  sin,  that  thou  hast  so  hotly 
pursued  after  me?     For  thou  hast  felt  all  my  vessels,  what 37 
hast  thou  found   of  all   thy  household  vessels?    set  it  here 
before   my  brethren  and  thy   brethren,   that  they   may  judge 
between  us  both.    This  twenty  years  have  I  been  with  thee:  38 
thy  ewes  and  thy  she-goats  have  not  lost  their  young,    and 
the   rams  of  thy  flock  have    I  not    eaten.     That  which   was  39 
torn  I  brought   not  unto  thee:    I  bare   the  loss  of  it:   at  my 
hand  didst  thou   require  it,  wlxeter   stolen  by   day,   or    stolen 
by  night.      Wliere  I  was   by  day  drought  consumed  me,   and  40 
frost   by  night;    and   my    sleep    departed  from    mine   eyes.    1 4 1 
have  now  been   twenty    years  in   thy  house;  I   served   thee 
fourteen  years  for  thy  two  daughters,   and  six  years  for  thy 
flocks :    and   thou  hast  changed  my  hire   ten   times.     Unless  42 
the  God  of  my  father,   the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  dread 
of  Isaac,  had  been  with  me,  surely  thou  hadst  sent  uie  away 
now  empty.    God  hath  seen   my   misery,    and   the  labour   of 
my   hands,    and   reproved   thee  yesternight.     And   Laban   an- 43 
swerefl  and  said  to  Jacob,  These  daughters  arc  my  daughters, 
and  these  children  are  my  children,    and   these  flocks  are  my 
flocks,    and  all  that  thou  seest  is  mine:   and  what  can  I  do 
this  day  to  these  my  daughters,   or  to   their  children  which 
they  have   born?    Now  therefore  come  thou,   let  us  make  a  44 
covenant,    I  and  thou;  and  let  it   be   for  a  witness   between 
me   and  thee.     And  Jacob   took  a  stone,    and  set   it  up  for 45 
a   pillar.     And   Jacob   said  to  his   brethren,    Gather   stones;  46 
and  they  took  stones,  and  made  a  stone-heap:    and  they  did 
eat   there  upon    the   stone-heap.    And  Laban    called   it   Jegar-  47 
sahadntha:  but  Jacob  called  it  Galeed.     And  Laban  said.  This  4s 
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stone-heap  is  a  witness  between  me  and  thee  this  day.     There- 
fore  was  the   name   of  it  called  Galeed;     And   Mizpah;    for  49 
he  said,  The  Eternal  watch  between   me  and  thee,  when  we 
are  absent  from  one  another.  If  thou  shalt  afflict  my  daughters,  50 
or  if  thou  shalt   take  other  wives  beside  my   daughters,   no 
man  is  with  us;   see,   God  is  witness  between  me  and  thee. 
And  Laban  said  to  Jacob,  Behold  this  stone-heap,  and  behold  51 
this   pillar,  which  I  have    cast    between  me   and  thee.     This  52 
stone-heap  be  witness,  and  this  pillar  be  witness,  that  I  will 
not  pass  over   this   stone-heap  to  thee,    and  that  thou  shalt 
not  pass  over  this  stone-heap  and  this  pillar  to  me,  for  evil. 
The  God    of  Abraham,    and  the  God  of  Nahor,   the   God  of 53 
their  father,   judge    between   us.     And  Jacob   sware   by   the 
dread   of  his    father   Isaac.     Then  Jacob    sacrificed   upon  the  54 
mountain,    and   called  his   brethren   to   eat  bread;    and   they 
did   eat  bread,    and   tarried  all  night   on  the  mountain.     And  55 
early  in  the  morning  Laban  rose,  and  kissed  his  sons  and  his 
daughters,  and  blessed  them:    and  Laban  went,  and  returned 
to  his  place. 

And  Jacob  went  on  his  way,  and  the  angels  of  God  met  1 
him.  And  when  Jacob  saw  them,  he  said,  This  is  God's  2 
camp:  and  he  called  the  name  of  that  place  Mahanaiin. 

And  Jacob  sent  messengers  before  him  to  Esau  Ms  brother  3 
to  the  land  of  Seir,  the  field  of  Edom.     And  he  commanded  4 
them,  saying,  Thus  shall  ye  say  to  my  lord  Esau;  Thy  servant 
Jacob  saith  thus,    I  have   sojourned  with   Laban.    and   have 
stayed  there  unlil  now:   And  I  have  oxen,  and  asses,  flocks,  5 
and  menservants ,  and  handmaids :  and  I  have  sent  to  tell  my 
lord ,    that  I  may  find  favour  in   thine   eyes.     And   the   mes-  6 
sengers  returned  to  Jacob,   saying,   We  came  to  thy  brother 
Esau,   and   also   he   goeth   towards   thee,    and   four  hundred 
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men  with  him.  Then  Jacob  feared  greatly  and  was  distressed :  7 
and  he  divided  the  people  that  were  with  him,  and  the  flocks, 
and  herds,    and  the    camels,    into    two  camps;    And  said,   If 8 
Esau  come  to  the  one  camp,  and  smite  it,  then  the  remaining 
camp   may    escape.     And  Jacob   said ,    0    God   of  my   father  9 
Abraham,    aud  God   of  my  father  Isaac,  Eternal   who  saidst 
unto  me,    Return    to  thy   country,    and    to  thy   kindred,    and 
I  will  do  thee  good:    I  am  too  unworthy  of  all  the  mercies,  10 
and  of  all  the  truth  which  thou  hast  showed  to  thy  servant: 
for  with  my  staff  I  passed  this  Jordan ;  and  now  1  am  become 
two  camps,  Deliver  me,    I  pray  thee,    from  the  hand  of  my  1 1 
brother,  from  the  hand  of  Esau:  for  I  fear  him,  lest  he  will 
come  and  smite  me,  and  the  mother  with  the  children.     And  12 
thou  saidst,    I  will  surely  do  thee  good,  and  make  thy  seed 
as  the  sand  of  the  sea,   which  cannot  be  numbered  for  mul- 
titude.  And  he   lodged    there   that  same  night;    and  took  of  13 
that  which  came  to  his  hand  a  present  for  Esau  his  brother: 
Two  hundred  she  goats    and  twenty  he  goats,    two  hundred  14 
ewes,  and  twenty  rams.  Thirty  milch  camels  with  their  colts.  1 5 
forty  kine,    and  ten  bulls,  twenty  she  asses,    and   ten  foals. 
And   he   gave    them   into   the    hand   of  his   servants ,    every  1 6 
drove  by  itself,  and  said  unto  his  servants,  Pass  before  me, 
and   put   a   space   between   drove   and  drove.     And  he   com- 17 
manded  the  first,    saying,    When  Esau  my   brother,    ineeteth 
thee,  and  asketh  thee,  saying,  Whose  art  thou?  and  whither 
goest  thou?    and  whose   are   these  before  thee?     Then  thou  18 
shalt  say,  They  are  thy  servant  Jacob's;  it  is  a  present  sent 
to  my  lord  Esau:   and,    behold,    also  he  is  behind  us.     Aud  19 
so   commanded   he  the   second,   and  the   third,    and  all  that 
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went  after  the  droves,  saying,  In  this  manner  shall  ye  speak 
to  Esau,  when  ye  find  him.     And  say  ye  moreover,  Behold, 20 
thy  servant  Jacob  is  behind  us;  For  he  said,  I  will  appease 
him  with   the  present  that  goeth  before  me,   and  afterwards 
I  will  see  Ms  face;  peradventnre  he  will  accept   of  me.     So  21 
the  present  passed  before  him :  and  himself  lodged  that  night 
in  ihe   camp.    And   he   rose   that  night,    and   took   his   two  22 
wives,  and  his  two  handmaids,  and  Ms  eleven  cMldren,  and 
passed  the  ford  Jabhok.     And  he  took  them,  and  made  them  23 
pass  the  brook,  and  he  made  pass  that  which  was  his.  And  24 
Jacob  was    left  alone;   and  there    wrestled    a   man   with  him 
unlil   ihe  breaking    of   the  day.     And  when   he  saw  that  he  25 
was  not  able  to  prevail  against  him,   he  touched  the  hollow 
of  his  thigh;  and  the  hollow  of  Jacob's  thigh  was  sprained, 
as  he  wrestled  with  him.     And  he  said,  Let  me  go,  for  the  26 
day  break eth.     And  he  said,  I  will  not   let  thee  go,    except 
thou    bless   me.     And   he   said   to  Mm,   What  is  thy  name?  27 
And  he  said,  Jacob.    And  he  said,  Thy  name  shall  be  called  28 
no    more  Jacob,    but  Israel:    four  thou  hast  contended   with 
God   and    with   men,    and  hast   prevailed.     And   Jacob   asked  29 
hint,    and   said.  Tell    me,   I  pray  thee,  thy  name.     And  he 
said,   Wherefore  is   it   that   thou  dost  ask  after    my   name? 
And  he   blessed  him   there.     And  Jacob    called   the  name   of  30 
the  place  Peniel :  for  1  have  seen  an  angel  face  to  face,  and 
my   soul  is  preserved.     And   the  sun  shone  upon  him  as  he  31 
passed  over  Penuel.  and  he  halted  upon  his  thigh.     Therefore  32 
the  children   of  Israel    eat  not  of  the   tendon  which   shrank, 
which  is  upon  the  hollow  of  the  thigh,  unto  this  day:  because 
he  touched  the  hollow  of  Jacob's  thigh  on  the  tendon   that 
shrank.  

And  Jacob  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw,  and.   behold.  Esau  1 
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came,  ami  with  him  four  hundred  men.     And  he  divided  the 
children  to  Leah,  and  to   Rachel,  and  to  the  two  handmaids. 
And  he  put   the  handmaids  and  their  children  first,  and  Leah  2 
and  her   children   behind,    and  Rachel  and  Joseph  hindmost. 
And  he  himself  passed  before  them,   and  prostrated  himself  3 
on  the  earth  seven  times,  until  he  came  near  to  his  brother. 
And  Esau   ran  towards  him,   and  embraced  him,   and  fell  on  4 
his  neck,  and  kissed  him:  and  they  wept.     And  he  lifted  up  5 
his   eyes,    and  saw  the  women   and   the  children;    and  said, 
Who  are  these  with  thee?    And  he  said,    The  children  with 
whom  God  hath  favored  thy  servant.    Then  the  handmaidens  6 
came  near,  they  and  their  children,  and  prostrated  themselves. 
And  Leah  also  with  her  children  came  near,   and  prostrated  7 
themselves :    and    afterwards   Joseph   and  Rachel    came  near, 
and  they  prostrated  themselves.     And  he  said,  What  meanest  8 
thou  by  all  this  camp    which  I   met?     And   he   said,    These 
are  to  find  favour  in    the  eyes  of  my  lord.     And   Esau  said,  9 
I  have  enough;   my  brother,   be  thine  that    which    is   thine. 
And   Jacob    said,    Nay,    I   pray   thee,    if  now   I  have   found  10 
favour  in  thine  eyes,  then  take  my  present  and  my  hand :  for 
therefore   I   have  seen  thy   face,    as   though  I   had  seen  the 
face  of  a   god-like    being,    and    thou  wast    pleased  with  me. 
Take ,    I  pray   thee .    my  blessing  that   is   brought   to   thee ;  1 1 
because  God  hath  favoured  me,  and  because  1  have  everything. 
And  he  pressed   him,  and  he  took  it.     And  he  said,   Let  us  12 
journey,  and  let  us  go,  and  I  will  go  along  with  thee.     And  13 
he  said  to  him,  My  lord  knoweth  that  the  children  are  tender, 
and  the  flocks  and  herds  with  young  ||  are  with  me :    and  if 
men  should   overdrive  them  one    day,  all   the  flocks  will  die. 
Let  my  lord,    I  pray    thee,    pass   before  his    servant:    and  114 
will  lead  on   gently  in  my    slow    jnogress,    according    to  the 
pace  of  the  cattle  that  is    before    me.    and  according   to  the 
pace  of  the  children,  until  I  come  to  my  lord  to  Seir.     And  15 
Esau  said.    Let  me  now  leave  with  thee  some  of  the  people 
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that   are  with  me.     And   he  said,   Wherefore   this?    let  me 
find  favour   in  the   eyes  of  my  lord.   So   Esau  returned   that  16 
day  on  his   way  to  Seir.     And  Jacob  journeyed  to  Succoth.  1 7 
and  built  for  himself  a  house,  and  made  booths  for  his  cattle: 
therefore  he  called  the  name  of  the  place  Succotb. 

And  Jacob  came  safely  to  the  city  of  Shechem ,   which  is  1 8 
in  the  land  of  Canaan,  when  he  came  from  Padan-aram;  and 
encamped  before  the  city.    And  he  bought  the  parcel  of  the  19 
lield,    where  he  had   spread  his   tent,    at   the  hand    of  the 
children  of  Hamor.  Shechems  father,  for  a  hundred  kesitahs. 

And  he   erected   there  an  altar,  and    called  it  El-elohe-Israel.  20

And  Dinah  the  daughter  of  Leah,  whom  she  bare  to  Jacob,  j 

went  out  to  see  among  the  daughters  of  the  land.     And  when  2 
Shechem  the  son  of  Hamor  the  Hivite,  prince  of  the  country, 
saw  her,  he  took  her,    and  lay  with  her,  and  afflicted  her. 
And  his  soul  clave  to  Dinah  the  daughter  of  Jacob,    and  he 3 
loved  the    damsel,    and    spake  lovingly    to  the    damsel.     And 4 
Shechem  spake  to   his  father  Hamor,    saying,  Take   me  this 
young  maiden  to  wife.     And  Jacob  heard  that  he  had    defiled  5 
Dinah  his  daughter:    now   his  sons   were   with  his  cattle  in 
the  field :   and  Jacob  was  silent  until  they  were  come.     And  6 
Hamor   the   father  of  Shechem    went  out   to   Jacob  to  speak 
with  him.    And  the  sons  of  Jacob  came  from  the  field  when  7 
they  heard   it:    and  the    men  were   grieved,    and   they  were 
very  wroth,    because  he   had   wrought  a   base  deed   against 
Israel  in  lying  with  Jacob's  daughter;    and  thus  it  ought  not 
to  be  done.     And  Hamor  spake  with  them,  saying,  The  souls 
of  my  son  Shechem  delighteth  in  your  daughter:  I  pray  you 
give   her   him   to  wife.    And  intermarry  with  us,    and   give 9 
your  daughters  to  us,  and  take  our  daughters  to  you.     Audio 
ye   shall    abide   with   us:    and  the  land  shall  be  before  you; 
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and  travel  ye  therein,  and  get  yon  possessions  therein.    And  1 1 
Shechem   said   unto   her  father   and   unto  her   brethren,    Let 
me  find  favour  in  your   eyes,   and  what  ye   shall  say   to  ine 
I  will  give.     Ask   of  me  ever  so  much  dowry  and  gift,  and  i  2 
I  will  give   according  as  ye  shall  say  to  me:   but   give  me 
the  damsel  to  wife.    And  the  sons  of  Jacob  answered  Shechem  1 3 
and  Hamor  his  father  with  subtlety,    and  spake  thus  because 
he  had    defiled  Dinah  their  sister:     And  they  said  to  them,  14 
We  cannot   do   this  tiling,   to  give   our  sister   to  one  that  is 
uncircumcised ;  for  that  ivere  a    disgrace  to  us :     But  in  this  1  5 
will  we  consent  to  you:  If  ye  will  be  as  we  are,  to  circumcise 
every  male  of  you.  Then  will  we  give  our  daughters  to  you,  1  6 
and   we   will   take  your   daughters  to  us,  and  we  will  abide 
with  you ,    and   we  will  become  one  people.     But   if  ye  will  1 7 
not  hearken  to  us,  to  be  circumcised;  then   will  we  take  our 
daughter,    and  we  will  go.     And  their  words    were  good  in  is 
the  eyes  of  Hamor,  and  in  the  eyes  of  Shechem  Hamor's  son. 
And   the   young   man  deferred   not  to  do    the  thing,  because  19 
he  was  pleased  with  Jacob's  daughter:  and  he  teas  the  most 
honoured   of  all  the   house  of  his   father.     And   Hamor   and  20 
Shechem  his  son  came  to  the  gate   of  their  city,  and  spake 
with  the  men  of  their  city,  saying,   These  men  are  completely  o  j 
with  us;   therefore   let  them   abide  in   the   land,   and   travel 
therein;  for  the   land,    behold,   it  is  large  enough  for  them; 
let  us  take  their  daughters  to  us  for  wives,  and  let  us  give 
them   our  daughters.     Only   herein   will   the  men   consent   to-22 
us  for  to  abide  with  us,    to   be  one  people,   if  every   male 
among  us   be   circumcised,    as   they   are  circumcised.     Shall  TJ 
not  their  cattle  and  their  property  and  every  beast  of  their's 
he   our's?   only  let  us  consent  to  them,   and  they  will  abide 
li)  Vol.  I. 
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with  us.     And  to  Hainor  ami  to   Shechein  his  son  hearkened  24 
all  that  went   ont  of  the  gate   of  his  city;   and   every   male 
was  circumcised,    all  that  went  out  of  the  gate  of  his  city. 
And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  third  day,  when  they  were  sore,  25 
that  two  of  the   sons   of  Jacob,    Simeon    and  Levi,   Dinah's 
brethren,  took  each  man  his  sword,  and  came  upon  the  city 
in  security,    and  slew  all  the  males.     And   they  slew  Hamor26 
and  Shechem  his  son  with  the   edge  of  the  sword,  and  took 
Dinah  out  of  Shechem's  house,   and  went  ont.     The  sons  of  27 
Jacob   came  upon  the    slain,    and   spoiled   the  city,    because 
they  had   defiled  their    sister.     They  took  their  flocks,    and  28 
their  herds,  and  their  asses,  and  that  which  was  in  the  city, 
and  that  which  ivas   in  the  field ;     And  all  their  wealth  and  29 
all   their  little   ones,    and  their  wives  took   the  captive,   and 
spoiled   even   all  that  teas  in  the  house.     And  Jacob  said  to  30 
Simeon  and  Levi,    Ye  have  troubled  me  to  make  me  to  stiuk 
among  the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  among  the  Canaanites  and 
the  Perrizzites:  and  I  being  few  in  number,  they  may  gather 
themselves  together   against  me,    and  smite  me;   and  I  shall 
be  destroyed,    I  and   my  house.     And  they   said,    Should  he  31 
do  with  our  sister  as  with  a  harlot? 

And   God  said    to   Jacob,    Arise,    go    up  to   Beth-el,    and  l 
abide  there;    and  make  there  an  altar  to  God.  who  appeared 
to  thee  when  thou  fleddest  from  the  face  of  Esau  thy  brother. 
Then  Jacob  said  to  his  household,  and  to  all  that  iverc  with  2 
him ,  Remove  the  strange  gods  that  arc  in  the  midst  of  you, 
and  purify  yourselves,    and    change  your  garments:     And  let 3 
us  arise,   and  go   up   to   Beth-el;   and  I  will  make  there  an 
altar  to  God,   who  answered   me  in  the   day  of  my  distress, 
and  was  with  me  in  the  way  which  I  went.   And  they  gave  4 
to  Jacob  all  the  strange  gods  which  were  in  their  hand,  and 
all  their  pendants  which  were  in  their  ears;    and   Jacob  hid 
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them  under  the  terebinth  which  was  by  Shechem.    And  they  5 
journeyed:   and  the   terror   of  God   was  upon  the  cities  that 
were  round   about  them,    and   they   did   not  pursue  after  the 
sons  of  Jacob.    So  Jacob  came  to  Luz,  which  is  in  the  land  6 
of  Canaan,  that  is  Beth-el,  he  and  all  the  people  that  were 
with  him.     And  he  built  there  an  altar,  and  called  the  place  7 
El-beth-el:    because   there    god-like  beings   were  revealed   to 
him,   when  he  fled   from   the   face  of  his  brother.     But  De-8 
borah   Rebekah's    nurse   died,    and    she  was    buried    beneath 
Beth-el  under  the  oak :   and  he  called  its  name  Allonbachuth. 

And    God   appeared  to   Jacob    again ,    when   he  came  from  9 
Padan-aram,    and   blessed   him.     And  God   said  to  him,   Thy  10 
name  is  Jacob :  thy  name  shall  not  be  called  any  more  Jacob, 
but  Israel  shall  be  thy  name:  and  he  called  his  name  Israel. 
And  God   said  to  him ,    I  am  God  Almighty :    be  fruitful  and  1 1 
multiply;  a   nation   and   an   assembly   of  nations   shall  be  of 
thee,    and  kings   shall  go    out  of  thy   loins.     And  the  land  12 
which  I  gave  Abraham  and  Isaac,  to  thee  I  will  give  it,  and 
to  thy  seed   after  thee   will  I  give  the  land.    And  God  went  13 
up  from   him   at  the   place  where  he  spake  with  him.     And  1 4 
Jacob  set  up  a  pillar  in  the  place  where  he  spake  with  him, 
even  a  pillar  of  stone:  and  he  poured   out  a  libation  thereon, 
and  he  poured  oil  thereon.     And  Jacob  called   the  name   of  15 
the  place  where  God  spake  with  him ,  Beth-el.     And   they  1 6 
journeyed  from  Beth-el;  and  there  was  but  a  kibrath  of  land 
to  come   to  Ephrath:    and  Rachel   bare,    and    she   had  hard 
labour.  And  it  came  to  pass ,  when  she  was  in  hard  labour,  1 7 
that  the   midwife  said  to  her,   Fear  not;   for  this  also  is  a 
son  for  thee.     And  it  came  to  pass,  as  her  soul  was  depar-is 
ling,  for  she  died,  that  she  called  his  name  Beu-oni:  but  his 
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father  called  his  name  Benjamin.     And  Rachel  died,  and  was  19 

buried  on   the   way   to   Ephrath,   which   is   Bet-lehem.     And  20 

Jacob   set  up    a   pillar  upon  her  grave :    that  is  the  pillar  of 

Rachel's    grave    unto    this    day.     And    Israel    journeyed,    and  21 

spread  his   tent   beyond  Migdal  Edar.     And  it  came  to  pass,  22 

when  Israel  dwelt    in  that  land,    that   Reuben  went  and  lay 

with  Bilhah  his  father's  concubiue:  and  Israel  heard  it.  Now 

the  sons  of  Jacob  were  twelve. 

The  sons  of  Leah;  Reuben,  Jacob's  flirstborn,  and  Simeon,  23 

and  Levi,  and  Judah,  and  Issachar,   and  Zebulun:    The  sons 24 

of  Rachel;  Joseph,    and  Benjamin:     And  the  sons  of  Bilhah.  25 

Rachel's    handmaid;    Dan    and    Naphtali;     And    the    sons    of 26 

Zilpah,    Leah's   handmaid;    Gad,    and   Asher;    these  are  the 

sons  of  Jacob,    who  were  born  to  him  in  Padan-aram.     And  27 

Jacob  came  to  Isaac  his  father  to  Mamre,  the  city  of  Arbah, 

which  is  Hebron',  where  Abraham  and  Isaac  sojourned.     And  28 

the  days  of  Isaac  were  a  hundred  and  fourscore  years.     And  29 

Isaac  expired ,    and  died ,    and   was  gathered  to  his  peoples. 

being  old    and  full   of  days:    and  his   sons  Esau   and   Jacob 

buried  liim.

Now    these    are    the    progeny    of   Esau,    who    is   Edom.  i 

Esau  took  his  wives  of  the  daughters  of  Canaan:  Adah  the 2 
daughter  of  Elon  the  Hittite,  and  Aholibamah  the  daughter 
of  Anah  the  daughter  of  Zibeon  the  Hivite ;  And  Basmath  3 
Ishmael's  daughter,  sister  of  Nebajoth.  And  Adah  bare  to  4 
Esau  Eliphaz;  and  Basmath  bare  Reuel;  And  Aholibamah  5 
bare  Jeush,    and  Jaalain,  and  Korah.   these   are  the  sons  of 
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Esan ,   who  were  born  to  him  in  the   land  of   Canaan.     And  6 
Esau  took  his  wives,  and  his  sons,  and  his  daughters,    and 
all  the  persons  of  his  house,  and  his  cattle,  and  all  his  beasts, 
and  all  his  property,   which  he   had  got  in  the  land  of  Ca- 
naan ;    and   went  into  a  country   away  from   the  face   of  his 
brother  Jacob.     For  their  substance  was  more  than  that  they  7 
could  abide  together ;  and  the  land  of  their  sojournings  could 
not  bear  them  because  of   their  cattle.     Thus   Esau  abode  in  8 
mount  Seir:    Esau  is  Edom.     And   these   are   the  progeny  of  9 
Esau    the   father    of  Edom   in    mount  Seir :     These  are   the  1 0 
names  of  Esaifs  sons ;    Eliphaz  the  son  of  Adah  the  wife  of 
Esau,  Reuel  the  son  of  Basniath  the  wife  of  Esau.     And  the  1 1 
sons  of  Eliphaz  were  Teman,    Omar.  Zepho,   and  Gatain,  and 
Kenaz.     And   Tiuina   was   concubine   to   Eliphaz   Esau's    son ;  1 2 
and  she  bare  to  Eliphaz  Amalek :  these  were  the  sons  of  Adah 
Esau's  wife.     And  these  are  the  sons  of  Reuel:  Nahath.  and  13 
Zerah,  Shammah,  and  Mizzah:  these  were  the  sous  of  Basmath 
Esau's  wife.     And  these   were  the   sons  of  Aholibamah,    the  14 
daughter  of  Anah  the  daughter  of  Zibeon,    Esau's  wife:    and 
she   bare  to   Esau   Jeush ,    and    Jaalam ,    and  Korah.     These  1 5 
ivere  chieftains  of  the  sons  of  Esau:  the  sons  of  Eliphaz  the 
firstborn  son  of  Esau ;  chieftain  Teman,  chieftain  Omar,  chief- 
tain Zepho,  chieftain  Kenaz.    Chieftain  Korah.  chieftain  Gatam.  16 
and  chieftain  Amalek:   these  are  the  chieftains  that  came  of 
Eliphaz  in  the  land  of  Edom;    these  ivere  the  sons  of  Adah. 
And  these  are  the  sons  of  Reuel  Esau's  son;  chieftain  Nahath,  17 
chieftain  Zerah,  chieftain  Shammah,    chieftain  Mizzah:  the>e 
are  the  chieftains  that  came   of  Reuel  in  the  land  of  Edom; 
these  are  the  sons    of  Basmath  Esau's  wife.     And  these  are  18 
the  sons  of  Aholibamah  Esau's  wife ;  chieftain  Jeush,  chieftain 
Jaalam.  chieftain  Korah:  these  were  the  chieftains  that  came 
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of  Aholibamah  the  daughter  of  Anah,  Esau's  wife.  These  are  19 
the  sons  of  Esau,  who  is  Edom,  and  these  are  their  chieftains. 

These  are  the  sons   of  Seir  the  Horite,   the  inhabitants  of  20 
the  land;   Lotan,   and  Shobal,  and  Zibeon,   and  Anah,     And 21 
Dishon,    and  Ezer,   and  Dishan;   these  are  the   chieftains   of 
the    Horites,    the    children     of   Seir    in    the   land    of   Edom. 
And  the  children  of  Lotan  were  Hori  and  Heman;  and  Lotau's  22 
sister  was   Timna.     And   the   children  of  Shobal  were  these ;  23 
Alvan,    and  Manahath,    and  Ebal,   Shepho,    and  Onam.     And  24 
these  are  the  children  of  Zibeon;  and  Ajah,  and  Anah;   this 
tvas  thai  Anah    that   found   the  yemim  in  the  wilderness,  as 
he  fed  the  asses  of  Zibeon  his  father.     And  the  children  of  25 
Anah  tvere  these?    Dishon,   and  Aholibamah    the  daughter  of 
Anah.     And  these  are  the  children  of  Dishon;  Hemdan,    and  26 
Eshban,   and  Ithran,    and  Cheran.     The  children  of  Ezer  are  27 
these;  Bilhan,  and  Zaavan,  and  Akan.    The  children  of  Dishan  28 
are  these;  Uz,  and  Aran.    These  are  the  chieftains  that  came  29 
of  the  Horites;    chieftain  Lotan,    chieftain  Shobal,  chieftain 
Zibeon ,    chieftain    Anah.     Chieftain   Dishon ,    chieftain    Ezer,  30 
chieftain  Dishan :  these  are  the  chieftains  that  came  of  Hori, 
according  to  their  chieftains  In  the  laud  of  Seir. 

And  these  are  the  kings  that  reigned  in  the  land  of  Edom,  3 1 
before  there  reigned   any    king  over    the  children    of  Israel. 
And  Bela  the  son  of  Beor  reigned  in  Edom:   and  the  name 32 
of  his   city  was  Dinhabah.     And  Bela  died,    and  Jobab  the  33 
son   of  Zerah    of   Bozrah  reigned  in  his   stead.     And  Jobab  34 
died,    and  Husham   of  the   land   of  the  Temanite  reigned  in 
his  stead.     And  Husham  died,  and  Hadad  the  son   of  Bedad,  35 
who  smote  Midian  in  the  field  of  Moab,  reigned  in  his  stead: 
and  the  name  of  his  city  was  Avith.     And  Hadad  died,   and  35 
Samlah  of  Masrekah  reigned  in  his  stead.     And  Samlah  died,  37 
and   Shaul  of  Rehoboth   by   the  river  reigned  in  his   stead. 
And  Shaul  died,  and  Baal-hanan  the  son   of  Achbor  reigned  38 
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in  his  stead.     And  Baal-hanan  the  son   of  Achbor  died,  and  39 
Hadar  reigned  in  his  stead:    and   the  name  of  his   city  was 
Pau;    and  his  wife's   name   tvas   Mehetabel,    the   daughter  of 
Matred ,  the  daughter  of  Mezahab.     And  these  are  the  names  40 
of  the  chieftains   that  came  of  Esau,   according   to  their  fa- 
milies,  after  their  places,  by  their  names;   chieftain  Timnah, 
chieftain    Alvah,    chieftain    Jetheth.     Chieftain    Aholibamah,  41 
chieftain  Elah,    chieftain   Pinon,     Chieftain    Kenaz,   chieftain  42 
Teman,    chieftain   Mibzar,    Chieftain  Magdiel,    chieftain  Irani:  43 
these  are  the  chieftains  of  Edom.    according  to  their  habita- 
tions, in  the  land  of  their  possession:  he  is  Esau  the  father 
of  the  Edomites. 

And   Jacob  abode  in   the   land  of  his  father's   sojourning,  1 
in   the  land   of  Canaan.     These   are  the   progeny    of  Jacob.  2 
Joseph,  being  seventeen  years  old,  was  feeding  the  flock  with 
his  brethren;   and  the  lad  was  with  the  sons  of  Bilhah,  and 
with  the  sons  of  Zilpah.  his  father's  wives :  and  Joseph  brought 
to  his  father  their  evil  report.    Now  Israel  loved  Joseph  more  3 
than  all  his  children,  because  he  ivas  the  son  of  his  old  age : 
and  he   made   him   a  long-sleeved   garment.     And   when   his  4 
brethren  saw  that   their  father  loved  him   more  than  all  his 
brethren,    they   bated    him,    and   could   not   speak   peaceably 
to  him.     And  Joseph  dreamed  a  dream ,    and   he  told  it  his  5 
brethren :   and   they   continued   still  more   to  hate  him.     And  6 
he  said  to  them.  Hear,  I  pray  you,  this  dream  which  I  have 
dreamed :  For,  behold,  we  were  binding  sheaves  in  the  midst  7 
of  the  field,  and,  lo,  my  sheaf  arose,  and  also  stood  upright; 
and,  behold,  your  sheaves  stood  round  about,    and  prostrated 
themselves  before  my  sheaf.     And  his   brethren  said  to  him,  8 
Shalt  thou  indeed  reign  over  us?    or  shalt  thou  indeed  have 
dominion  over  us?  and  they  continued  to  hate  him  still  more 
for  his   dreams ,    and   for   his  words.     And    he   dreamed   yet  9 
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another   dream,    and  told  it  to   his  brethren,    and  said,    Be- 
hold, I  have  dreamed   a  dream  more;    and,  behold,   the   son 
and  the  moon    and  eleven    stars  prostrated   themselves  before 
me.   And  he  told  it  to  his  father,   and  to  his  brethren:    and  10 
his  father  rebuked  him,  and  said  to  him,  What  is  this  dream 
that    thou  hast  dreamed?    Shall   I  and    thy   mother  and  thy 
brethren   indeed   come  to  prostrate  ourselves   before  thee   to 
the   earth?     And   his    brethren   envied    him;    but   his    father  1 1 
observed   the  matter.     And  his  brethren  went  to    feed  their  12 
father's  flock  in    Shechem.     And  Israel  said  to  Joseph,    Do  13 
not  thy  brethren  feed  the  flock  in  Shechem?  come,  and  I  will 
send  thee  to  them.    And  he  said   to  him,   Here  am  I.     And  14 
he  said   to  him,  Go.  I  pray  thee,  see  if  peace  be  with  thy 
brethren,    and  if  peace   be   with   the   flocks;    and   bring   me 
word   again.     So   he   sent  him   out   of  the  vale   of  Hebron, 
and  he  came  to   Shechem.     And  a   man  found  him ,    and  be-  1 5 
hold,    he  was   wandering  in   the   field:    and   the  man   asked 
him,  saying,   What  seekest  thou?     And  he  said,   I  seek  myi6 
brethren:  tell  me,  I  pray  thee,  where  they  feed  their  flocks? 
And  the  man  said ,  They  have  journeyed  hence ;   for  I  heard  1 7 
them  say,  Let  us  go  to  Dothan.     And  Joseph  went  after  his 
brethren,    and  found  them  in  Dothan.     And   when  they  saw  18 
him   afar   off,    even  before  he   came   near  uuto   them,    they 
conspired   against   Mm  to  put   him  to  death.     And  they  said  1 9 
one   to  another,   Behold,   that  dreamer   cometh.     Come  now 20 
therefore,  and  let  us  slay  him.  and  cast  him  into  one  of  the 
pits,  and  we  will  say,  Some  evil  beast  hath  eaten  him:  and 
we  shall  see  what  will  become   of  his  dreams.    And  Reuben  21 
heard  it,  and  he  delivered  him  out  of  their  hands;  and  said. 
Let   us  not   kill  him.     And   Reuben   said   to    them,   Shed  no  11 
blood,    cast  him  into   this  pit  that  is  in   the  wilderness,  but 
lay  no  hand  upon   him ;   that   he   might   deliver   him   out   of 
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their  hands,   to  restore   hiin  to  his    father.     And  it  came  to  23 
pass,  when  Joseph  was  come  to  his  brethren,  that  they  stript 
Joseph  out  of  his  long,   sleeved  garment,   the   long,   sleeved 
garment   that  was  on   him;    And    they   took   him,    and    cast  24 
him  into  the  pit:  and  the  pit  ivas  empty,  there  teas  no  water 
in  it.     And  they  sat   down   to  eat  bread:   and  they  lifted  up  25 
their   eyes  and  saw,    and,    behold,   a   travelling   company   of 
Ishmaelites  came  from  Gilead  with  their  camels  bearing  spi- 
cery  ||  and   balm   and  labdanum.  ||  going   to    bring  it   down   to 
Egypt.     And   Judah   said   to  his   brethren,   What   profit   is    it  26 
if  we   slay   our  brother,   and  conceal  Ms  blood?   Come,   and  27 
let  us  sell  Mm  to   the  Ishmaelites,   and  let   not  our  hand  be 
upon   Mm :   for   he   is   our   brother  and   our   flesh.     And  his 
brethren   hearkened.     Then   there  passed   by   Midiauites  mer-  28 
chantmen;    and  they  drew  and  brought  up  Joseph  out  of  the 
pit,   and  sold  Joseph  to  the  Ishmaelites  for  twenty  pieces  of 
silver:    and    they   brought  Joseph  into    Egypt.     And   Reuben  "29 
returned  to  the  pit :    and  he  rent  his   garments.     And  he  re-  30 
turned   to  Ms   brethren,   and   said.    The  child  is  not;   and  I. 
wMther  shall  I  go?     And  they  took  Joseph's   Jong,  sleeved 31 
garment,   and  slaughtered  a  kid  of  the  goats,  and  dipped  the 
Jong,  sleeved  garment  in  the  blood;     And  they  sent  the  long, 32 
sleeved  garment,  and  they  brought  it  to  their  father:  and  said, 
TMs  have  we  found :  know  now  whether  it  be  thy  sou's  Jong, 
sJeeved  garment  or  no.    And  he  knew  it,  and  said,  It  is  my  33 
son's  Jong,  sJeeved  garment;   and  evil  beast  hath  eaten  him: 
Joseph  is  without  doubt  torn  to  pieces.     And  Jacob  rent  his  34 
outer  garments,  and  put  sackcloth  upon  his  loins,  and  mourned 
for  Ms  son  many  days.  And  all  his  sons  and  all  his  daughters  35 
rose  up  to  comfort  him ;  but  he  refused   to    comfort  Mmself : 
and  he  said,   for  I  will  go   down   into  the  grave  to  m\  son 
mourning.     Thus   his  father  wept  for  him.     And  the  Midia-  36 
11  Vol.  I. 
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nites  sold  him  into  Egypt  to  Potiphar,  an  officer  of  Pharaoh's, 
chief  of  the  executioners.  «o 

And  it  came  to  pass  at  that  time,  that  Judah  went  down  1 
from  his  brethren,  and  turned  in  to  a  certain  Adullainite  man, 
whose  name  was  Hirah.     And   Judah  saw   there  a   daughter  2 
of  a  certain  Canaanitish  man,  whose  name  was  Shuah;   and 
he  took  her,   and  came  to  her.     And   she  became   pregnant,  3 
and  bare  a  son;  and  he  called  his  name  Er.     And  she  became  4 
pregnant  again,   and   bare   a  son;   and   she   called  his  name 
Onan.     And  she  continued  and  again  bare  a  son ;   and  called  5 
his  name  Shelah:  and  he  was  at  Chezib,  when  she  bare  him. 
And  Judah  took  a  wife  for  Er  his  firstborn,  whose  name  ivas  6 
Tamar.     And  Er,  Judah's  firstborn,   was  wicked  in  the  eyes  7 
of  the  Eternal;    and  the  Eternal   slew  him.     And   Judah  said 8 
unto  Onan,    Come  to  thy  brother's  wife,    and  marry  her  as 
brother-in-law,    and   raise   seed   to    thy   brother.     And    Onan  9 
knew  that  the  seed  would  not  be  his;    and  it  came  to  pass, 
when  he  came  to  his    brother's   wife,   that  he  wasted  it  on 
the   earth,   in   order   not  to   give   seed  to  his  brother.     And  10 
the  thing  which  he  did  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal: 
therefore  he  slew  hiin  also.     Then  said   Judah  to  Tamar  his  1 1 
daughter-in-law,  Abide  a  widow    at   thy   father's  house,   till 
Shelah  my  son  be  grown:  for  he  said,  Lest  peradventure,  he 
die  also,   as  his  brethren  did.     And  Tamar   went   and  abode 
in  her  fathers  house.     And  in  process  of  time  the  daughter  12 
of  Shuah  Judah's  wife  died;   and   Judah  was  comforted,  and 
went  up  to  his  sheep-shearers  to  Timnath.  he  and  his  friend 
Hirah  the  Adullamite.     And  it  was  told  Tamar,    saying,   Be-  13 
hold  thy  husband's  father  goeth  up  to  Tinmath  to  shear  his 
flock.     And  she  put  the  garments  of  her  widowhood  off  from  1 4 
her,    and  covered  herself  with  a  veil,    and  wrapped  herself, 
and  sat  at  the  entrance  of  Enayim,  which  is  on  the  way  to 
Timnath;  for  she  saw  that  Shelah  was  grown,  and  she  was 
not  given  to  him  to  wife.    When  Judah  saw  her,  he  thought  15 
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her  to  be  a  harlot;  because  she  had  covered  her  lace.    Add  Id 
he  turned  towards  her  by  the  way,  and  said,  Come,  I  pray 
thee ,    let  ine  come  to  thee ;    for  he  knew  not  that  she  was 
his  daughter-in-law.    And  she  said,  What  wilt  thou  give  me, 
that  thou  inayest   come   to   me  ?    And   he   said ,    I  will   send  1 7 
forth   to  thee  a  kid  of  the   goats   from   the  flock.     And  she 
said,  If  thou   wilt  give  me  a  pledge,  till  thou  send  it.     And  18 
he  said,  What  pledge  shall  I  give  thee?   And  she  said,  Thy 
signet,   and  thy  string,    and    Ihy  statT  that  is   in  thy   hand. 
And  he   gave   it  her,    and   came   to    her,    and   she   becanin 
pregnant  by  him.     And  she  arose,  and  went   away,  and  laid  19 
by   her    veil   from   her,    and   put    on    the    garments    of  her 
widowhood.     And  Judah  sent   the  kid    of  the  goats    by  the  20 
haud   of  his    friend  the  Adullamite,    to  take  his  pledge  from 
the   woman's   hand:    but  he  found   her  not.     Then  he  asked  21 
the  men  of  that  place,  saying,  Where  is  the  harlot  that  was 
at  Enayim  on  the  road  ?  And  they  said.  There  was  no  harlot 
in  this  place.    And  he  returned  unto  Judah  and  said.   I   did 22 
not  And  her;  and  the  men  of  the  place  also  said,  that  there 
was  no  harlot  in  this  place.     And  Judah  said,  Let  her  take  23 
it  to  her,   lest   we  become   ascorn:    behold,  I   sent  this  kill, 
and  thou  hast   not   found  her.     And   it   came   to   pass    about  24 
three  months  after,  that  it  was    told    Judah,   saying,   Taniar 
thy  daughter-in-law  hath  played  the  harlot,  and  also,  behold, 
she   is  pregnant  by   fornication.     And  Judah  said,  Bring  her 
forth,  and  let  her  be  burnt.     When   she   was  brought  forlh.  25 
she  sent  to  her  husband's  father,  saying,  By  the  man,  whose 
these  are,  am  I  pregnant:  and  she  said,  Discern,  I  pray  thee, 
whose  are   these,    the  signet,    and  strings,    and  staff.     And  26 
Judah  acknowledged   them,    and   said,   She   hath    been    more 
righteous  than  I;    because  that  I  gave  her  not  to  Shelah  my 
son.     And  he   knew   her  again   no    more.     And   it   came   to  27 
pass,   in  the  time  of  her  bearing,   that,   behold,    twins  were 
in  her  womb.     And   it  came  to  pass,    when  she  bare,    that  28 
the  one  put  out  his  hand:    and  the   midwife    took  and  bound 
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upon  his  hand  a  scarlet  thread,  saying-.  This  came  out  first. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  drew  back  his  hand,  that,  behold.  "29 
his  brother  came  out:   and  she  said,  How  hast  thou   broken 
forth?  this  breach  be  upon  thee:  therefore  he  called  his  name 
Pharez.     And  afterwwds  came  out  his  brother,  that  had  the  30 
scarlet  thread  upon  his  hand :  and  his  name  was  called  Zarah. 

Ai\d    Joseph   was   brought  down  to   Egypt;    and   Potiphar,  l 
an  officer  of  Pharaoh,  chief  of  the  executioners,  an  Egyptian 
man,  bought  him  of  the  hands  of  Ishmaelites,  who  had  brought 
him  down  thither.     And  the   Eternal  was    with  Joseph,   and -2 
he  was  a  prosperous  man ;  and  he  was  in   the  house  of  his 
master  the  Egyptian.     Aud   his  master  saw  that  the  Eternal  3 
was  with  him,  and  that  the  Eternal  made  all  that  he  did  to 
prosper  in  his   hand.     And  Joseph   found  favour  in  his  eyes,  4 
aud    he    ministered    to  him:    and   he   appointed    him   overseer 
over  his  house,    and  all  that  he  had  he  gave  into  his  hand. 
And  it  came  to    pass   wrhen  he   had  appointed  him   overseers 
over  his  house,   and  over  all    that  he  had,   that  the  Eternal 
blessed  the  Egyptian's  house  for  Joseph's  sake ;  and  the  bles- 
sing of  the  Eternal  was  upon   all  that  he  had  in  the  house, 
and  in  the  field.     And   he  left  all    that   he   had   in  Joseph's  6 
hand ;  and  he  knew  not  ought  he  had,  save  the  bread  which 
he  did  eat.     And  Joseph  was  of  beautiful  form  and  beautiful 
appearance.     And   it   came   to   pass    after   these   things    that  7 
his  master's  wife  lifted  up  her  eyes  to  Joseph;  and  she  said, 
Lie  with  me.    But  he  refused,  and  said  to  his  master's  wife,  8 
Behold,    my  master  knoweth  not  what   is   with   me   in    the 
house,    and  he   hath  given   all  that    he  hath  into  my  hand; 
There  is  none  greater  in  this  house  than  1;  neither  bath  he  9 
kept    back   any   tiling   from    me   but   thee,    because   thou    art 
his  wife:  how  then  can  1  do  this  great  evil,  and  sin  against 
God?     And   it    came  to   pass,  as   she   spake    to    Joseph   day  jo 
by  day,  that  he  hearkened  not   to  her,  to  lie  by  her.  or  to 
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be  with  her.     And  it  came  to   pass  on   a  certain   day ,    that  1 1 
Joseph  went  into  the  house  to   do  his  work;    and  there  was 
none  of  the  men  of  the  house  there  within.  And  she  caught  12 
him  by  his  garment,  saying,    Lie  with  me:    and  he  left   his 
garment   in  her  hand,    and   fled,   and  went  out  abroad.     And  13 
it  came  to  pass,  when  she  saw  that  he  had  left  his  garment 
in  her  hand,  and  had  fled  abroad,  That  she  called  to  the  men  14 
of  her  house,    and  spake  unto  them,    saving,    See,  he  hath 
brought  in  a  Hebrew  to   us   to  mock  us ;   he  came   to  me  to 
lie   with   me,   and  I  called  with  a  loud  voice:     And  it  came  15 
to  pass,  when  he  heard  that  I  lifted  up  my  voice  and  called, 
that   he  left  his  garment  with  me,    and    fled,    and  went  out 
abroad.     And    she    laid    up    his    garment   by   her,    until   his  16 
master  came  into  his  house.  And  she  spake  to  him  according  1 7 
to  these  words,    saying,    The    Hebrew   servant,   whom   thou 
hast  brought  to  us,  came  to  me  to  mock  me:     And  it  camels 
to  pass,  as  I  lifted  up  my  voice  and  called,  that  he  left  his 
garment   with  me,    and  fled  abroad.     And   it   came   to  pass,  19 
when  his  master  heard  the  wTords   of  his  wife,    which  she 
spake  to  him,   saying,   After  this  manner  did  thy  servant  to 
me,  that  his  wrath  was  kindled.     And  Joseph's  master  took 20 
him,  and  put  him  into  the  prison-house,    a  place  where  the 
king's  prisoners  were  bound:  and  he  was  there  in  the  prison- 
house.     But  the  Eternal  was  with  Joseph,    and  shewed  him  21 
mercy,  and  gave  him  favour  in  the  eyes  of  the  chief  of  the  prison- 
house.    And  the  chief  of  the  prison-house  gave  into  Joseph's  22 
hand   all  the  prisoners   that  were   in  the   prison-house;    and 
whatsoever  they  did  there,  he  wTas  the  doer  of  it.  The  chief  23 
of  the  prison-house  saw  not  to  any  thing  that  teas  under  Ms 
hand ;  because  the  Eternal  was  with  him,  and  that  which  he 
did,  the  Eternal  made  to  prosper.  ~ft 

And   it  came   to  pass  after   these  tilings,    that   the   bullerl 
of  the  king  of  Egypt  and  his  baker  had  sinned  against  their 
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master  the  king-  of  Egypt.     And  Pharaoh  was  wroth  against  2 
two  of  his   eunuchs ,    against  the  chief  of  the  butlers ,    and 
against  the  chief  of  the  bakers.     And  he   put  them   in   the  3 
ward  of  the  house  of  the  chief  of  the  executioners,  into  the 
prison-house  the   place  where   Joseph   was   bound.     And  the  4 
chief  of  the  executioners  charged  Joseph  with  them,  and  he 
ministered    to    them:    and  they    were   a   year  in   ward.     And  5 
they    dreamed   a   dream  both  of  them,    each  man  his    dream 
in  one   night,    each   man    according  to   the   interpretation   of 
his  dream ,    the  butler    and  the  baker  of  the  king  of  Egypt, 
who  were  bound    in  the   prison-house.     And   Joseph  came  to  6 
them  in  the  morning,    and  when  he  saw  them,    behold  they 
were  troubled.     And   he  asked    Pharaoh's   eunuchs  that  were  7 
with  him  in    the   ward    of  his  master's  house,  saying,  Why 
are  your  faces  sad  to-day?  And  they  said  to  him,  We  have  8 
dreamed    a    dream ,    and   there  is  no    interpreter    of  it.     And 
Joseph  said  to  them,   Do  not  interpretations  belong  to  God? 
tell  me  them,  I  pray  you.     And  the  chief  of  the  butlers  told  9 
his  dream  to  Joseph,  and  said  to  him,  In  my  dream,  behold, 
a  vine  was  before  me;     And  on  the  vine  were  three  shoots:  10 
and  it  was  as  though  it  flowered,  and  its  blossom  went  up : 
and  the  clusters  thereof  ripened  into  grapes:     And  Pharaoh's  1 1 
cup  was   in  my  hand:    and  I   took  the  grapes,    and  pressed 
them  into  Pharaoh's  cup,  and  I  gave  the  cup  into  Pharaoh's 
hand.     And   Joseph  said   to  him,    This   is  the  interpretation  1 2 
of  it:    The  three    shoots    are   three   days:    Yet    within    three  13 
days  shall  Pharaoh  lift  up  thy  head,  and  restore  thee  to  thy 
place:  and  thou  shalt  give  Pharaoh's  cup  into  his  hand,  after 
the  former  manner  when  Ihou  wast  his  butler.     0  that  thou  1 4 
wouldst  remember  me  when  it  shall  be  well  with  thee,    and 
wouldsl  show    mercy,   I  pray  thee,   to  me  and  make  mention 
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of  me   to   Pharaoh,   and  bring-  me   out   of  this   house:     For  1 5 

indeed  I  was    stolen  away  out  of  the  land    of  the  Hebrews : 

and  here  also  have   I  done  nothing  that  they  should  put  me 

into  the  dungeon.     When  the  chief  of  the   bakers  saw  that  1 6 

he  had  interpreted  for  good,  he   said  to  Joseph,  I  also  saw 

in  my   dream,    and,    behold,    I    had  three  baskets  of  white 

bread  on  my  head:     And  in  the  uppermost  basket  there  was  17 

of  all  manner  of  food   for  Pharaoh,    the   work   of  a   baker: 

and  the  fowls  did  eat  them  out  of  the  basked  upon  my  head. 

And   Joseph   answered   and  said,    This    is    the  interpretation  18 

thereof:    The  three  baskets  are  three  days:   Yet  within  three  19 

days  shall  Pharaoh  lift  up  thy  head  from  off  thee,  and  shall 

hang  thee  on  a  tree;  and  the  fowls  shall  eat  thy  flesh  from 

off  thee.     And  it  came   to    pass   the   third   day,    wJiich    was  20 

Pharaoh's  birthday,  that  he  made  a  feast  to  all  Ms  servants: 

and  he  lifted   up   the  head  of  the  chief  of  the   butlers,    and 

of  the  chief  of  the  bakers  in  the  midst  of  his  servants.  And '21 

he  restored  the  chief  of  the   butlers  to  his  butlership  again; 

and  he  gave  the   cup  into   Pharaoh's   hand:     But  he  hanged  22 

the  chief  of  the  bakers:  as  Joseph  had  interpreted  to  them. 

Yet  did  not  the  chief  of  the  bntlers   remember  Joseph,   but  23 

forgat  him.  „', 

41 

And   it  came  to  pass  at  the   end   of  two   full  years,   that  1 
Pharaoh  dreamed:  and,  behold,  he  stood  by  the  river.     And.  2 
behold,   there  came  up  out  of  the  river   seven  kine  beautiful 
to  the   sight  and   plump-fleshed;  and   they   fed  in    the  reed- 
grass.     And,  behold,   seven   other  kine   came   up  after  them  3 
out  of  the  river,  bad  to  the  sight  and  thin-fleshed;  and  stood 
by  the    other   kine   upon    the    brink    of  the    river.     And    the  4 
kine  bad  to  the  sight  and   thin-fleshed   did  eat   up  the  seven 
kine  that  were  beautiful  to  the  sight  and  plump.     So  Pharaoh 
awoke.     And   he    slept    and    dreamed    a   second    time:    and,  5 
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behold,  seven   ears   of  com    came   up   upon   one  stalk,   rank 
and   good.     And,    behold,    seven   thin    ears   and   blasted  with 6 
the  east  wind  grew  up  after  them.    And  the  seven  thin  ears  7 
swallowed    the    seven    rank    and    full    ears.     And    Pharaoh 
awoke,    and,    behold,    it    teas    a    dream.     And    it    came    to  8 
pass   in   the    morning-  that   his   spirit   was   troubled;   and  he 
sent  and  called  for  all  the  engravers  of  hieroglyphics  of  Egypt, 
and    all   the  wise   men   thereof:    and  Pharaoh  told  them  his 
dream;    but  none  could   interpret  it  to  Pharaoh.     Then  spake  9 
the  chief   of   the   butlers   to   Pharaoh,   saying,    1   will   make 
mention   of  my   faults  to-day:     Pharaoh  was  angry   with  his  10 
servants ,    and  put  me  in    ward  in  the   house  of  the  chief  of 
the  executioners,  both  me  and  the  chief  of  the  bakers:    And  1 1 
we  dreamed    a    dream  in  one  night,    I  and  he;    we    dreamed 
each  man  according  to  the  interpretation  of  his  dream.     And  12 
there  torn  there  with  us  a  lad,    an   Hebrew,    servant   to   the 
chief  of  the  executioners;  and  we  told  him,  and  he  interpreted 
to  us  our   dreams;   to  each    man    according   to  his   dream  he 
did    interpret.     And    it    came   to    pass,    as   he   interpreted    to  13 
us,   so  it  was;    me  he  restored  unto  my  office,    and  him  he 
hanged.     Then    Pharaoh   sent    and    called   Joseph,    and  they  14 
brought    him  hastily    out   of   the    dungeon:    and   he    cut    his 
hair,  and  changed  his  raiment  and  came  unto  Pharaoh.     And  15 
Pharaoh  said  to  Joseph,   I  have  dreamed  a  dream,  and  none 
can  interpret  it:    and  I  have   heard   say  of  thee,    that  thou 
canst    understand     a     dream    to     interpret     it.     And    Joseph  16 
answered  Pharaoh,  saying,  Not  I:  God  will  answer  the  peace 
of  Pharaoh.     And    Pharaoh   said    to    Joseph,    In    my   dream,  17 
behold ,  I  stood    upon   the    bank   of  the    river :    And ,    behold,  1 8 
there    came    up    out    of   the   river   seven    kine,    plump-lleshed 
and  beautiful  of  form;  and  they  fed  in  the  reed-grass:    And.  19 
behold,    seven   other   kine   came   up    after    them,    poor,    and 
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very  bad   of  form   and  lean-fleshed,    such  as  I  never  saw  in 

all   the   land   of  Egypt   for  badness:    And    the  lean   and  the20 

bad  kine  did  eat   up    the  first  seven  plump  kine:     And  when -2 1 

they    had   eaten    them  up,   it   could  not  be  known  that  they 

had  eaten  them  up ;  their  appearance  being  bad,  as  previously. 

So   I   awoke.     And  I  saw  in  my  dream,    and,  behold,  seven 22 

ears    came    up    on  one   stalk   full   and   good:     And,    behold,  23 

seven  ears,  withered,  thin,    and  blasted  with  the  east  wind, 

grew  up  after  them:    And  the  thin  ears  swallowed  the  seven 24 

good  ears:  and  I  told  it  unto  the  engravers  of  hieroglyphics; 

but  none  could  declare  it  to  me.    And  Joseph  said  to  Pharaoh,  05 

The  dream  of  Pharaoh  is  one:   God  hath  told  Pharaoh  what 

he  is  about  to  do.     The   seven   good   kine   are  seven  years; 26 

and  the  seven  good  ears  are  seven  years;  the  dream  is  one. 

And  the    seven   thin  and   bad   kine  that  came  up  after  them  27 

are    seven    years,   and   the  seven   lean  ears   of  corn  blasted 

with  Ihe  east  wind  shall  be  seven  years  of  famine.     This  is  28 

the   tiling   which   I  have   spoken  to    Pharaoh:   What  God  is 

about  to  do  he  hath  shown  to  Pharaoh.    Behold,  there  come  09 

seven  years  of  great  plenty  throughout  all  Ihe  land  of  Egypt : 

And  there  shall  arise  after  them  seven  years  of  famine  ;  and  30 

all  the  plenty   shall   be  forgotten  in  the  land   of  Egypt ;    and 

the  famine  shall  consume  the  land;   And  the  plenty  shall  not  3 1 

be  known  in  the  land  because  of  that  famine  afterwards;  lor 

it   shall   be    very   grievous.     And    for    that    the    dream    was  32 

repeated  to  Pharaoh  twice;  it  is  because  the  thing  is  deter- 
12  Vol.  I. 
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mined  by  God,    and   God  hastenelh  to  do   it.    Now  therefore  33 
let  Pharaoh  look    out    a  man   understanding-    and   wise,    and 
set  him  over  the  land   of  Egypt.    Let  Pharaoh   do    this,   and  34 
let  him    appoint   overseers   over  the   land ,   and  take   up  the 
fifth  part  of  the  land  of  Egypt  in  (he  seven  years  of  plenty. 
And  let  them   gather  all  the  food   of  those  good  years  that  35 
come,  and  pile  up  corn  under  the  hand  of  Pharaoh,  for  food 
in  the   cities  and  let  them  keep  it.    And   the    food  shall   be  36 
for   store   to   the   land   against    the    seven   years   of  famine, 
which  shall  be  in  the  land  of  Egypt:   lhat  the  land  be  not 
cut  off  through  the  famine.    And  the  thing  was  good  in  the  37 
eyes  of  Pharaoh,    and  in   the  eyes  of  all  his  servants.    And  38 
Pharaoh  said  to  his   servants,    Can   we  find   such  a  one  as 
this  is,  a  man  in  whom  the  Spirit  of  God  is?    And  Pharaoh  39 
said  to  Joseph,  Since  God  hath  made  all  this  known  to  thee, 
there  is  none  so  discreet   and  wise  as  thou  art:    Thou  shalt  40 
be  over   my    house,    and    to    thee    shall    all    my    people    do 
homage :   only   in    Ihe    throne   will  I   be   greater  than  thou. 
And  Pharaoh   said  to  Joseph,  See,    I  have  set  thee  over  all  41 
the    land   of  Egypt.     And   Pharaoh    took   off  his    ring  from  4'i 
his  hand,   and  put  it  upon  Joseph's  hand,    and  clothed  him 
in   garments   of  tine   linen,    and  put  a   gold  collar  about  his 
neck;     And   he  made   him    to   ride   in  the   carriage   of  the  43 
second  in   rank  which  he  had ;    and  they  called  before  him, 
Abrech:    and  he   set  him   over  all   the  land  of  Egypt.    And  44 
Pharaoh   said   to    Joseph,    I  am  Pharaoh,   but  without  thee 
shall    no    man   lift    up  his  hand   or   foot  in   all  the   land  of 
Egypt.    And  Pharaoh  called  Joseph's  name  Zaphnath-paaneah;  45 
and  he  gave  him  to  wife  Asenath  the  daughter  of  Poti-pherah 
priest  of  On.    And   Joseph    went    out    over    all  the    land    of 
Egypt.    And   Joseph    was   thirty   years    old    when    he    stood  46 
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before   Pharaoh   king:   of  Egypt.    And  Joseph  went  oat  from 
before  Pharaoh,  and  passed  throug-hout  all  the  land  of  Egypt. 
And   in    the   seven  years   of  plenty,    the  earth  brought  forth  47 
by   handfuls.    And   he   gathered    all    the   food    of  the   seven  48 
years  which  was  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  laid  up  the  food 
in    the   cities:    the  food   of  the  field  which  was  round  about 
every   city,    laid    he    up   in   the   midst   thereof.    And   Joseph  49 
piled    up    corn    as    the   sand   of  the   sea,    very  much,   until 
he    ceased  numbering ;    for   it  was   without  number.    And  to  50 
Joseph  were  born  two  sons  before  the  year  of  famine  came, 
whom  Asenath  the  daughter  of  Poti-pherah  priest  of  On  bare 
to  him.    And  Joseph  called  the  name  of  the  firstborn  Manasseh:5i 
For  God,   said  he,   hath  made  me  forget  all  my  trouble,    and 
all   my   father's  house.     And    the  name  of  the  second  called  52 
he  Ephraim :    For  God  hath  caused   me  to  be  fruitful  in  the 
land    of  my  misery.     And   the    seven    years   of  plenty,    that  53 
was  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  were  ended.    And  the  seven  years  54 
of  famiue  began  to  come,  according  as  Joseph  had  said:  and 
the  famine  was  in  all  lands;    but    in    all   the   land   of  Egypt 
there  was  bread.    And  when  all  the  land  of  Egypt  was  fam-  55 
ished,   the  people  cried  to  Pharaoh  for  bread:    and  Pharaoh 
said  to  all  Egypt,   Go  to  Joseph;  what  he  saith  to  you,    do. 
And  the  famine  was  over  all  the  face  of  the  earth:  and  Jo- 55 
seph   opened  all  the  places  that  had  food  in  them,   and  sold 
corn  to  the  Egyptians;    and    the   famine   waxed   sore   in   the 
land  of  Egypt.    And  all  the  earth  came  into  Egypt  to  Joseph  57 
for  to  buy  corn;    because    that   the    famine   was   sore   in  all 
the  earth.

Now  when  Jacob    saw   that   there  was   a  sale  of  corn  in  1 

Egypt,    Jacob   said   unto   his   sons,    Wherefore  do  ye  look  to 
yourselves  ?     Ami  he   said,   Behold,    I  have  heard  that  there  2 
is  a  sale  of  corn  in  Egypt :    go  down  thither,    and  buy  corn 
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for  us  from  thence;    that    we   may   live,    and   not  die.     And  3 
Joseph's  ten  brethren  went  down  to  buy  corn  in  Egypt.    But  4 
Benjamin,  Joseph's  brother,  Jacob  sent  not  with  his  brethren; 
for  he  said,    Lest  peradventure  mischief  befall  him.    And  the  5 
sons  of  Israel  came  to  buy  corn  among:  those  that  came :  for 
the  famine  was  in  the  land  of  Canaan.     And  Joseph  was  the  6 
governor  over  the  land,  and  he  it  was  that  sold  corn  to  all 
the   people  of  the  land :    and   Joseph's    brethren    came,    and 
prostrated  themselves  before  him  with  their  faces  to  the  earth. 
And  Joseph  saw  Ms  brethren,    and  he  recognised  them,    but  7 
made  himself  strange  unto  them,  and  spake  roughly  to  them : 
and  he  said  to  them,  Whence  come  ye  ?    And  they  said,  From 
the  land    of  Canaan   to    buy  grain  for  food.    And  Joseph  re-  8 
cognised    his   brethren,    but    they   recognised  him   not.     And  9 
Joseph  remembered   the  dreams   which   he  dreamed  of  them, 
and  said  to  them.  Ye  are  spies  ;   to  see  the  nakedness  of  the 
land   ye   are   come:    And   they  said  1o  him,    Nay,    my  lord,  10 
but  to   buy    corn    for   food  are   thy   servants  come.     We  are  1 1 
all  one  man's  sons;  we  are  trustworthy,  thy  servants  are  no 
spies.     And  he  said  to  them,  Nay,  but  to  see  the  nakedness  12 
of  the  land  ye  are  come.     And  they  said,   Thy  servants  are  IS 
twelve  brethren,  the  sons  of  one  man  in  the  land  of  Canaan ; 
and,    behold,  the  youngest  is  this  day  with  our  father,    and 
one    is   not.    And   Joseph   said    to   them.    Tbat   is  it   that   I  14 
spake    to    you,    saying,    Ye   are  spies:     Hereby   ye   shall  be  15 
proved:  By  the  life  of  Pharaoh  ye  shall  not  go  forth  hence, 
except  your  youngest  brother  come  hither.    Send  one  of  you.  1  6 
and  let   Mm   fetch  your    brother,   and  ye   shall  be  bound  in 
prison,  that    your  words   may   be   proved,    whether  there  be 
any  truth  in  you  :    and  if  not,  by  the  life  of  Pharaoh  surely 
ye  are  spies:    And  he  put  them  all  together  into  ward  three  17 
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days.     And    Joseph    said    to   them    the    third   day,    This  do,  1 8 
that  ye  may  Jive ;   for  I  fear  God  :    If  ye  be  trustworthy,  let  1 9 
one  of  your  brethren    be  bound  in  the  house  of  your  ward  : 
go  ye,  carry  corn  for  the  famine  of  your  houses :    But  bring  20 
your    youngest    brother  unto    me ;    so    shall    your   words    be 
verified,   and  ye  shall   not  die.    And  they  did  so.     And  they  21 
said,    one  to  another,    We  are   verily    guilty   concerning  our 
brother,   in    that  we  saw  the  distress  of  his  soul,   when  he 
implored  us,  and  we  would  not  hear ;  therefore  is  this  distress 
come   upon  us.    And  Reuben  answered  them,   saying,   Said  [22 
not  to  you  as  follows,  Do  not  sin  against  the  child;   and  ye 
would  not  hear?  therefore,  behold,  also  his  blood  is  required. 
And   they   knew   not  that   Joseph  understood   them;    for  the  23 
interpreter  was  between   them.     And   he    turned   away    from  24 
them,  and  wept:   and  he  returned  to  them  again,    and  spake 
to  them,  and  took  from  them  Simeon,   and  bound  him  before 
their  eyes.    Then  Joseph  commanded  to  fill  their  vessels  with  25 
corn,    and   to    restore   every  man's  money  into  his  sack,   and 
to  give  them  provision  for  the  way :  and  thus  did  he  to  them. 
And  they    lifted   their    corn   on    their   asses,   and  went  from  26 
thence.     And  as  one  of  them  opened  his  sack  to  give  his  ass  27 
provender  in  the  lodging-place,  he  saw  his  money ;  for,  behold, 
it  was  in  his  bag's  mouth.    And  he  said  to  his  brethren,  My  28 
money  is  restored;   and,  lo,  it  is  even  in  my  bag:   and  their 
heart  failed  thou ;  and  they  trembled,  saying  one  to  another, 
What  is  this  that  God  hath  done  to  us  ?    And  they  came  to  29 
Jacob  their  father  into  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  told  him  all 
that  befell  them;    saying,    The   man,    the  lord   of  the   land,  30 
spake    roughly    to  us,    and   took   us   for   spies    of   the   land. 
And  we  said  unto  him.  We  are  trustworthy:  we  are  no  spies:  31

We  be  twelve  brethren,   sons  of  our  father;  one  is  not,  and  32 
the   youngest    is    this    day  with   our   father   in   the   land  of 
Canaan.    And    the    man,   the   lord   of  the   land,    said  to  us,  33 
Hereby  shall  I  know  that  ye  are  trustworthy;    leave  one  of 
your   brethren   with    me,    and  take  food  for   the  famine   of 
your  houses,  and  go.     And    bring-  your   youngest   brother  to  34 
me:    then    shall  I   know  that  ye  are  no  spies,   but  that  ye 
are  trustworthy:    so   will   I  give  you  your  brother,    and  ye 
shall    travel    in    the    land.      And    it    came  to    pass   as   they  35 
emptied   their    sacks,    that,    behold,    every   man's    bundle   of 
money  ivas  in  his  sack :  and  when  they  and  their  father  saw 
the    bundles    of  money,  they   were   afraid.     And  Jacob  their  36 
father    said    to    them,    Me    have    ye    bereaved   of    children: 
Joseph  is  not,  and  Simeon  is  not,  and  ye  will  take  Benjamin : 
all  these  things  are  upon  me.    And  Reuben  said  to  his  father,  37 
as  follows,  Slay  my  two  sons,    If  I   bring  him  not  to  thee:

Ano   the   famine   was   grievous   in  the  land,     And  it  came  1 
to  -pass,  when  they  had  finished  eating  the  corn  which  they 
had   brought    out    of  Egypt,    their  father  said  to  them,    Go 
again ,    buy    corn    for  us    a   little   food.     And  Judah  said  to  3 
him  as  follows,  The  man  did  solemnly  protest  unto  us,  saying, 
Ye  shall  not  see  my  face,   except   your  brother  be  with  you. 
If  thou  wilt  send  our  brother  with  us,  we  will  go  down  and  4 
buy   thee    corn  for  food :    But   if   thou    wilt    not   send  him,  5 
we  will   not  go   down:    for  the  man  said  unto  us,    Ye  shall 
not    see  my   face,    except   your  brother   be   with   you.     And  6 
Israel  said.    Wherefore  did  ye  do  evil  to  me.    by  telling  the

saying-,   7s  your  father  yet   alive?  have  ye  another  brother? 
and   we   told    him    according   to   the   tenor   of  these  words: 
could  we    certainly    know   that    he   would    say,    Bring-  your 
brother  down?     And   Judah  said  to  Israel  his  father,    Send  8 
the  lad  with  me.    and    we  will  arise  and  go;    that  we  may 
live,   and   not  die,   both  we,    and  thou,    and  also  our  little 
ones.     I   will  be    surety   for   him ;    at   my   hand    shalt    thou  9 
require  him :    if  I   bring  him    not   unto    thee ,    and    set  him 
before  thee,    then   I   shall  have   sinned    against  thee   all  my 
days:    For  had  we  not  lingered,  surely  now  we  had  returned  10 
twice.     And  their  father  Israel  said  to  them,  If  so,    now  doit 
this;   take   of  the  best  fruits  ||  in  the  land  in  your  vessels, 
and   bring  down  to  the  man  a  present,   a  little  balm,    and  a 
little   honey,    spices,  ||  and    labdanum,  j|  nuts,    and   almonds: 
And  take   double   money  in  your  hand ;     and  the  money  that  1  '2 
was   restored    in    the   mouth   of  your  bags,    restore  by  your 
own    hand;    peradventure    it  was    an    oversight:    Take    also  13 
your    brother,    and    arise,    return    to    the    man:     And    God  14 
Almighty   give   you   compassion  before  the  man  that  he  may 
send    away    your   other  brother,    and    Benjamin.    If  I  am  to 
be    bereaved    of   children,    let   me   be   bereaved    of   children. 
And  the  men  took  that  present,  and  they  took  double  money  1 5 
in   their   hand,    and  Benjamin;    and  rose,    and  went  down  to 
Egypt,    and    stood    before    Joseph.     And    when   Joseph   sawio 
Benjamin  with  them,  he  said  to  him  who  was  over  his  house, 
Bring  these  men  into  the  house,    and  kill,   and  prepare;    for 
these  men  shall  eat  with  me  at  noon.     And   the  man  did  as  17 
Joseph   said;    and   the  man   brought   the   men   into   Joseph's 
house.    And  the  men  were  afraid,  because  they  were  brought  1 s 
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into  Joseph's  house  ;    and   they  said,    Because  of  the  money 
that  was   restored    in    our    bags  previously   are  we  brought 
in ;    that    he    may    seek   occasion    against  us,    and  fall  upon 
us,    and   take    us    for   servants,    and    our   asses.     And   they  19 
came  near  to  the   man  who   ivas  over  Joseph's  house,    and 
they    spake    with   him   at    the  entrance  of  the  house ,     And  20 
said,    0   my   lord,    we   came  indeed   down  previously  to  buy 
corn  for  food:     And  it  came  to  pass,   when  we  came  to  the  21 
lodging-place,  that  we  opened  our  bags,  and,    behold,    every 
man's    money   was   in   the  mouth   of  his  bag,    our  money  in 
its  full  weight:    and  we  have  brought  it  back  in  our  hand. 
And   other  money  have   we   brought   down  in  our  hands  to  22 
buy  corn  for  food:   we  know  not  who  put  our  money  in  our 
bags.    And  he  said,  Peace  be  with  you,  Fear  not:   your  God.  23 
and    the    God    of   your    father,     hath    given    you    a    hidden 
treasure   in   your  bags ;   Your   money    came  to   me.    And  he 
brought    Simeon    out    to    them.     And    the   man    brought   the  24 
men   into   Joseph's  house,    and   gave   them  water,    and  they 
washed  their  feet ;  and  he  gave  their  asses  provender.     And  25 
they  prepared  the  present  against  Joseph  came  at  noon:  for 
they  heard  that    they    should   eat    bread    there.     And   when  26 
Joseph   came  into  the  house,    they  brought  him  the  present, 
which  was  in   their    hand    into    the    house,     and    prostrated 
themselves   before  him  to  the  earth.    And  he  asked  them  of  27 
their  welfare  and  said.   Is  there  peace  with  your  father,  the 
old   man   of  whom   ye   spake?   Is   he   yet  alive?    And  they  28 
answered,    Peace  is  with  thy   servant  our  father,   he  is  yet 
alive.    And   they   bowed   down    their   heads,    and    prostrated 
themselves.     And  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  his  brother  29 
Benjamin,  his  mother's  son,  and  said,    Is  this  your  younger 
brother,    of  whom  ye  spake  to  me?    And   he   said,   God    be 
gracious  to  thee,  my  son.     And  Joseph  made  haste;    for  his  30 
compassion  was  excited  towards  his  brother :    and  he  sought 
ichere  to  weep,    and    he   came    into   his  chamber,    and  wept 
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there.    And  he  washed  his  face,  and  went  out,  and  refrained  31 
himself,    and   said,    Set  on  bread.    And   they  set   on  for  him 32 
alone,   and  for  them  alone,   and  for  the  Egyptians,   who  did 
eat   with   him  alone:    because   the   Egyptians   could   not   eat 
bread   with   the   Hebrews;    for  that  is  an  abomination  to  the 
Egyptians.    And  they  sat  before  him,   the  firstborn  according  33 
to  his  birthright,    and  the  youngest  according  to  his  youth: 
and  the   men   marvelled   one    at   another.    And  one  bore  pre-  34 
sents  unto  them  from  before  his  face:  but  Benjamin's  present 
was   five  times    as   much    as  the  presents   of  all  them.    And 
they  drank,  and  were  merry  with  him. 

And  he  commanded  him  that  was  over  his  house,   saying,  ^ 
Fill   the   men's,    bags  ivith  food,    as  much  as  they  can  bear, 
and   put   every  man's   money  in   his   bag's  mouth.     And  put  •> 
my   goblet,    the   silver    goblet,    in   the  bag's    mouth    of  the 
youngest,    and   the   money  for  his   corn.     And  he  did  accor- 
ding to  the  word  that  Joseph  had  spoken.     When  the  morning  3 
was  light,  the   men   were  sent  away,   they   and   their  asses. 
When   they   were   gone   out    of  the  city,   they  were  not  yet  4 
far,    Joseph   said  to   him   thas   was   over  his  house,    Arise, 
pursue  the  men:  and  when  thou  dost  overtake  them,   say  to 
them,   Wherefore  have  ye  repaid  evil  for  good?    Is  not  this  5 
it  in  which  my  lord  drinketh,   and  whereby  indeed  he  divi- 
neth?    ye  have   done    evil   in    that    ye   have    done.     And    he  6 
overtook    them,    and   he    spake    to   them    these   words.     And  7 
they  said  to  him.   Wherefore  speaketh  my  lord  these  words? 
It   were   unworthy  of  thy  servants    to   do  according   to  this 
thing:    Behold,    the   money,   which  we    found   in   our    hag's 8 
mouths,   we    restored    to   thee   out   of  the  laud  of  Canaan: 
how    then   should  we   steal  out  of  thy  lord's  house  silver  or 
gold  ?    With   whomsoever    of   thy  servants   it   be  found ,    let  9 
him   die,    and  we   also   will   be  my  lord's  servants.    And  he  10 
13  Vol.  I. 
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said,    It  were   right  to   be  according-  to  yonr  words:    never- 
theless he  only  with  whom  it  is  found  shall  be  my  servant : 
bat  ye  shall  be  guiltless.    Then   they   hastened   and   brought  1  i 
down   every   man    his    bag   to   the   earth,   and  opened  every 
man  Ms  bag.    And  he   searched,    and  began    at   the  eldest,  12 
and  finished  at   the   youngest;    and  the   goblet  was  found  in 
Benjamin's   bag.     Then    they   rent    their  outer-garments,    and  13 
laded    every    man  his    ass,    and   returned    to   the   city.    And  14 
Judah  and  his  brethren    came    to   Joseph's   house;   while  he 
was  yet  there:    and  they  fell  before  him  on  the  earth.    And  15 
Joseph  said  to  them,  What  deed  is  this  that  ye  have  done? 
did  ye  not  know  that  such  a  man  as  I  can  certainly  diviue? 
And  Judah  said,  What  shall  we  say  to  my  lord?  what  shall  1& 
we  speak  ?  or  how  shall  we  justify  ourselves  ?  God  hath  fonnd 
out  the  iniquity  of  thy  servants:    behold,  we    arc   my   lord's 
servants,  both  we,  and  he  also  in  whose  hand  the  goblet  is 
found.    And    he    said ,    It  were    unworthy  of  me  to   do  so :  1 7 
but  the   man   in  whose   hand   the  goblet  is  found,   he  shall 
be    my   servant;   and    as   for  you,    go   you    up    in    peace   to 
your  father. 

Then  Judah  came  near  to  him,  and  said,  Oh  my  lord,  let  18 
thy   servant,    I   pray   thee,   speak   a  word  in  my  lord's  ears, 
and  let  not   thy  wrath   be  kindled   against  thy  servant:    for 
thou    art  even    as    Pharaoh.    My  lord    asked    his    servants.  19 
saying,   Have   ye    a   father,    or  a  brother?    And  we  said  to  20 
my  lord,    AVe  have    an  old  father,    and   a  little  child    of  his 
old  age;   and  his    brother  is   dead,   and   he   alone  is  left  of 
his  mother,   and   his   father  loveth  him.    And  thou  saidst  to  21 
thy  servants.    Bring  him  down   to  me,    that  I  may  set  mine 
eyes   upon  him.    And   we   said  to  my   lord,  The  lad  cannot  22 
leave  his  father :  for  if  he  should  leave  his  father,  he  would 
die.    And  thou  saidst  to  thy  servants,   Except  your  youngest  23 
brother  come  down  with  you.  ye  shall  see  my  face  no  more. 
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And   it   came   to  pass  when  we  came  np  to  thy  servant  my  24 
father,   we  told  him  the  words  of  my  lord.     And  our  father 25 
said,    Go  again,    buy  us   a   little   food.     And    we    said,    We  26 
cannot   go   down:    if  our  youngest  brother  be  with  us,   then 
will  we  go  down :  for  we  may  not  see  the  man's  face,  except 
our  youngest  brother  be  with  us.    And   thy  servant  my  fa-  27 
ther  said  to  us,  Ye  know  that  my  wife  bare  me  two  sons:  And  28 
the  one  went  out  from  me,  and  I  said,   Surely  he  is  torn  in 
pieces;  and  I  saw  him  not  since:     And  if  ye  take  this  also  29 
from  me,   and  mischief  befall  him,  ye  shall  bring   down    my 
gray   hairs  with   evil   to    the  grave.    .Now  therefore  when  1 30 
come  to  thy  servant  my  father,  and  the  lad  be  not  with  us; 
as  his  soul  is  bound  up  in  the  lad's  soul:    It  shall  come  to  31 
pass,    when   he  seelh   that  the  lad  is  not  ivith  ns,    that  he 
will  die:   and  thy  servants  shall  bring   down  the  gray  hairs 
of   thy   servant  our  father   with    sorrow  to  the  grave.    For  32 
thy  servant  became  surety  for  the  lad  to  my  father,   saying, 
If  I  bring  him  not  to  thee,   then  I  shall  have  sinned  against 
my  father  for   ever.    Now  therefore,    I   pray  thee,    let   thy 33 
servant  abide  instead   of  the  lad  a  servant  to  my  lord;    and 
let   the  lad   go   up   with  his   brethren.    For  how  shall  I  go  34 
up  to  my  father,    and  the  lad  be  not  with  me?    lest  perad- 
venture  I  see  the  evil  that  shall  come  on  my  father. 

Then   Joseph    could    not    refrain    himself   before    all    them  \ 
that  stood  by  him ;    and  he   called ,   Let   every   man  go  out 
from  me.    And  there  stood  no  man  with  him,   while  Joseph 
made   himself   known   to  his  brethren.     And  he  wept  aloud :  2 
and  the  Egyptians  and  the  house  of  Pharaoh  heard  it.    And  3 
Joseph   said    to    his  brethren,    I  am  Joseph;   doth  my  father 
yet  live  ?   And  his  brethren  could  not  answer  him ;    for  they 
were  amazed  at  his  presence.    And  Joseph  said  to  his  breth-  4 
ren,   Come   near  to   me,   I  pray   you.    And  they  came  near. 
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And  he  said,   I  am  Joseph  your  brother,    whom  ye  sold  into 
Egypt.    Now  therefore  be  not  grieved,   nor  angry  with  yonr-  5 
selves,   that  ye  sold  me  hither:   for  God  did  send  me  before 
yon   for  the   preservation   of  life.    For  these  two  years  hath  6 
the  famine  been  in  the  land:    and   yet   there   are  five  years, 
in  which  there  shall  neither  be  ploughing  nor  harvest.     And  7 
God   sent  me   before  you  to   prepare   for  you    a    subsistence 
on  the  earth,    and  to  save  your  lives  by  a  great  deliverance. 
So  now   it  was  not  you  that  sent  me  hither,   but  God :    and  8 
he  hath  made  me  a  father  to  Pharaoh,   and   lord   of  all   his 
house,   and    a   ruler  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt.    Haste  9 
ye,  and  go  up  to  my  father,  and  say  to  him,  Thus  saith  thy 
son,    Joseph,    God   halh   made  me  lord   of  all  Egypt:    come 
down  to  me,   tarry  not:    And   thou   shalt   abide   in   the  land  10 
of  Goshen,   and    thou   shalt   be  near  to  me,    thou,    and  thy 
children,  and  thy  children's  children,  and  thy  flocks,  and  thy 
herds,    and    all   that   thou   hast-:    And   there    will   I   nourish  1 1 
thee;  for  yet  there  are  five  years  of  famine;    lest  thou,  and 
thy   household,    and    all    that    thou    hast,    be   impoverished. 
And,    behold,   your   eyes   see,    and   the   eyes   of  my  brother  12 
Benjamin,    that   it   is   my  mouth  that  speaketh  to  you.    And  13 
ye  shall  tell  my  father  of  all  my  glory  in  Egypt,   and  of  all 
that  ye  have  seen  ;    and   ye   shall  haste  and  bring  down  my 
father  hither.    And  he  fell  upon  his  brother  Benjamin's  neck,  14 
and  wept;    and    Benjamin  wept  upon   his  neck.    Moreover  he  15 
kissed  all  his  brethren,   and  wept  upon  them:   and  after  that 
his    brethren  spake    with   him.     And    the   fame   thereof  was  16 
heard  in  Pharaoh's  house,  saying,  Josephs  brethren  are  come: 
and  it  was  good  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh  and  in  the  eyes  of 
his  servants.    And  Pharaoh  said  to  Joseph.  Say  to  thy  breth-  17 
ren,    This   do   ye;    lade   your   beasts,   and  go,    get   you  into 
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the  land  of  Canaan:    And   take   your  father  and  your  house- 18 
holds,  and  come  to  me:   and  I  will  give  you  the  best  of  the 
land  of  Egypt,    and   ye   shall  eat   the  fat   of  the  land.    Now  19 
thou    art    commanded,   this   do    ye;    take   you  wagons  out  of 
the   land  of  Egypt   for  your  little  ones,    and    for  your  wives, 
and   bring    your    father,    and    come.     Also    regard    not    your  20 
stuff;   for   the  best   of  all   the  land    of  Egypt  is  your's.    And  21 
the  children  of  Israel  did  so :   and  Joseph  gave  them  wagons, 
according   to   the   command  of  Pharaoh,   and   gave  them  pro- 
vision   for   the  way.    To    all    of   them   he    gave    each   man  22 
changes  of  raiment;    but  to  Benjamin  he  gave  three  hundred 
pieces   of   silver,    and   five    changes    of   raiment.    And  to  his  23 
father  he  sent  after  this  wanner;    ten   asses  bearing  of  the 
best   things    of  Egypt,    and   ten  she    asses   bearing  corn  and 
bread  and  sustenance  for  his  father  by  the  way.    So  he  sent  24 
his  brethren   away ,   and   they  Avent :    and  he   said   to    them, 
See  that  ye  fall  not  out  by  the  way.    And  they  went  up  out  25 
of  Egypt,   and    came  into  the  land  of  Canaan  to  Jacob  their 
father,    And   told  him,    saving,    Joseph  is  yet  alive,    and  he  26 
is  ruler  over    all   the  land  of  Egypt.    And  Jacob's  heart  con- 
tinued  cold,    for   he    believed    them    not.    And  they  spake  to  27 
him  all  the  words  of  Joseph,    which  he  had  said  to  them  : 
and   when   he   saw   the   wagons   which  Joseph   had  sent  to 
carry    him,    the    spirit    of    Jacob   their    father  revived:    And  28 
Israel  said,  It  is  enough;  Joseph  my  son  is  yet  alive:  I  will 

go  and  see  him  before  I  die.

And    Israel  journeyed  Avith   all   that  he  had,   and  came  to  i 

Beer-sheba,  and  sacrificed  sacrifices  to  the  God  of  his  father 

Isaac.    And    God   said   to  Israel  in  the  visions    of  the  night.  2 

and  said,  Jacob,   Jacob.    And  he  said.    Here  am  I.    And  he  3 

said,    I  am   the   mighty    God,   the  God    of  thy    father:    fear 

not  to    go   down  into  Egypt ;   for  I  will  there  make  of  thee 
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a  great  nation:    I  will   go   down  with  thee  into  Egypt;    and 
1  myself  will   also    surely   biing   thee   up  again:    and  Joseph 
shall  put  his   hand  upon   thine  eyes.     And  Jacob   rose  from  5 
Beer-sheba:  and  the  sons  of  Israel  carried  Jacob  their  fatber, 
and  their  little  ones,    and  their  wives,   in  the  wagons  which 
Pharaoh  had  sent  to  carry  him.    And   they  took  their  cattle,  6 
and  their  substance,   which  they   had  gotten   in  the  land  of 
Canaan,  and  came  into  Egypt,   Jacob,    and  all  his  seed  with 
him:    His  sons,  and  his  sons'  sons   with  him.    his  daughters.  7 
and   his   sons'    daughters,    and  all  his  seed  brought  he  with 
him  into  Egypt. 

And  these  are  the  names   of  the  children  of  Israel ,    who  8 
came  into  Egypt.  Jacob  and  his  sons:   Reuben,   Jacob's  first- 
born.   And   the   sons    of  Reuben;    Hanoch,    and    Phallu,    and  9 
Ilezron,    and   Carmi.     And  the  sons   of  Simeon;    Jemuel,    and  10 
Jamin,    and    Ohad.   and  Jachin,   and  Zohar,    and  Shaul,    the 
son  of  the  Canaanitish  woman.    And  the  sons  of  Levi;  Ger-ll 
shon.  Kohath.  and  Merari.   And  the  sons  of  Judah:   Er.    and  12 
Onan,    and    Shelah,    and    Pharez,    and    Zarah:    but    Er    and 
Onan   died  in  the  land   of  Canaan.    And   the  sons  of  Pharez 
were   Hezron    and    Hamul.     And    the  sons   of  Issachar,  Tola,  13 
and    Phuvah,   and  Job,    and   Shimron.    And  the  sons   of  Ze-14 
bulun;    Sered,  and  Elon,  and  Jahleel.    These  are  the  sons  of  15 
Leah,    whom   she  bare    to   Jacob  in    Padan-aram,    with  his 
daughter  Dinah:  all  the  souls  of  his  sons  and  his  daughters 
were  thirty   and  three.    And  the  sons  of  Gad;   Ziphion,    and  16 
Haggi,  Shuni,    and  Ezbon,    Eri,   and  Arodi,    and  Areli.    And  17 
the  sons  of  Asher;  Jimnah.  and  Ishuah.  and  Isui,  and  Beriah, 
and  Serah  their  sister:    and  the  sons  of  Beriah;  Heber,  and 
Malchiel.    These  are  the  sons  of  Zilpah,   whom    Laban    gave  18 
to  Leah  his  daughter,   and   these   she   bare   to  Jacob,    eren 
sixteen  souls.     The  sons  of  Rachel  Jacob's  wife;  Joseph,  and  19 
Benjamin.    And   to   Joseph    in    the  land  of  Egypt  were  born  20 
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Manasseh  and  Ephraim,  whom  Asenath  the  daughter  of  Poti- 
pherah  priest  of  On  bare  to  him.    And  the  sons  of  Benjamin 
were  Belah  and  Becher,  and  Ashbel,  Gera,  and  Naaman,  Ehi, 
and   Rosh,    Muppim,    and   Huppiin,  and   Ard.    These   are  the  22 
sons  of  Rachel,  who  were  born  to  Jacob  :  all  the  souls  were 
fourteen.    And   the  sons    of  Dan;  Hushim.    And  the  sons  of*} 
Naphtali;  Jahzeel,  and  Guni,  and  Jezer,  and  Shillem.    These  95 
are   the   sons    of  Bilhah,    whom  Laban   gave  to  Rachel  his 
daughter,   and   she   bare   these   to  Jacob :   all  the  souls  were 
seven.    All  the  souls  that  came  with  Jacob  into  Egypt,   that  26 
came  out  of  his  loins,    besides  Jacob's   sons'  wives,    all  the 
souls  were  threescore  and  six;  And  the  sons  of  Joseph,  who  27 
were  born  him  in  Egypt,   were  two   souls:    all  the  souls  of 
the  house  of  Jacob,  which  came  into  Egypt,  ivere  threescore 
and  ten. 

And   he   sent   Judah   before  him  to  Joseph,   to  direct  him  28 
unto  Goshen;   and   they  came  into  the  land  of  Goshen.    And  29 
Joseph  made  ready  his  carriage,  and  went  up  towards  Israel 
his  father,  to  Goshen,  and  when  he  appeared  before  him,  he 
fell  on  his  neck,    and  wept  on  his  neck  a  good  while.    And  30 
Israel  said  to  Joseph,  Now  I  will  fain  die,  since  I  have  seen 
thy  face,    because    thou    art   yet  alive.    And  Joseph  said  to  31 
his  brethren,    and   to  his  father's  house,    I  will  go  up,   and 
tell  Pharaoh,  and  say  to  him,  My  brethren,  and  my  father's 
house,  which  were  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  are  come  to  me; 
And  the  men  are  shepherds,    for  they  have  been  cattle  keep- 32 
ers ;    and   they   have   brought   their  flocks,    and  their  herds, 
and   all   that  they    have.    And  it  shall  come  to  pass,    when  33 
Pharaoh  shall  call  you,    and  shall  say,    What  is  your  occu- 
pation ?    That   ye  shall   say,    Thy  servants  have  been  cattle  34 

keepers    from    our  xouth  even  Ul1^'  now>   D0^1  we>   a'u^  a'so 
our    fathers:    in    order    that  ye    may   abide    in    the    land    of 
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Goshen;     for    every    shepherd,     is    an    abomination    to    the 
Egyptians.  47 

Then  Joseph  came  and  told  Pharaoh,  and  said,   My  father  1 
and   my  brethren,  and  their  flocks,   and  their  herds,    and  all 
that  they  have,    are   come  out   of  the  land   of  Canaan;    and. 
behold,   they  are  in  the  land  of  Goshen.     And  he  took  some  2 
of  his  brethren,    even   five  men.    and  presented  them  to  Pha- 
raoh.    And  Pharaoh  said   to  his  brethren,    What  is  your  oc-  3 
cupation?  And  they  said  to  Pharaoh.  Thy  servants  are  shep- 
herds,   both  we,    and  also  onr  fathers.    They  said  moreover  4 
to  Pharaoh,    To    sojourn   in  the  land  are  we  come;    for  thy 
servants  have  no  pasture  for  their  flocks;    for  the  famine  is 
grievous  in  the  land  of  Canaan :  now  therefore,  we  pray  thee, 
let   thy  servants  abide  in  the  land   of  Goshen.    And  Pharaoh  5 
spake  to  Joseph,    saying,    Thy  father   and   thy  brethren  are 
come  to  thee:    The    land    of   Egypt  is   before   thee;    in   the  6 
best  of  the  land  settle   thy  father  and  brethren;  in  the  land 
of  Goshen  let  them  abide :    and  if  thou  knowest  any  men  of 
activity  among  them,  then  make  them  rulers  over  my  cattle. 
And  Joseph  brought  in  Jacob  his  father,    and  presented  him  7 
to  Pharaoh :    and  Jacob  blessed  Pharaoh.    And  Pharaoh  said  8 
to  Jacob,  how  many  are  the  days   of  the  years  of  thy  life? 
And  Jacob  said   to  Pharaoh,    The   days   of  the   years   of  my  9 
pilgrimage  are  a  hundred  and  thirty  years:  few  and  evil  have 
the  days  of  the  years  of  my  life  been,  and  have  not  attaiued 
to   the    days   of  the   years   of  the   life   of  my  fathers  in  the 
days   of  their   pilgrimage.     And  Jacob  blessed  Pharaoh,  and  10 
went  out  from    before  Pharaoh.    And  Joseph  settled  his  fa- 1 1 
Iher   and   his  brethren,    and   gave  them   a  possession  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  in  the  best  of  the  land,  in  the  land  of  Rame- 
ses,    as    Pharaoh   had    commanded.    And    Joseph    supported  12 
his  father,  and  his  brethren,    and  all  his  father's  household. 
with  bread,  according  to  their  little  ones.    And  there  was  no  13 
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bread  in  all  the  land;  for  the  famine  was  very  grievous,   so 
that  the  land  of  Egypt   and   all  the  land  of  Canaan  fainted 
by  reason   of  the  famine.    And   Joseph   gathered    up    all  the  14 
money  that  was  found  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  in  the  land 
of  Canaan,    for  the   corn   which   they   bought:    and   Joseph 
brought   the   money  into    Pharaoh's    house.     And   when   the  1 5 
money  failed  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  in  the  land  of  Canaan, 
all  the  Egyptians  came  to  Joseph,   and  said,  Give  us  bread: 
for  why  should  we  die  in  thy  presence  ?  for  the  money  is  at 
an  end.    And  Joseph  said,   Come  give  your  cattle;  and  I  will  16 
give  you  for  your  cattle,    if  money  is  at   an  end.    And  they  17 
brought  their  cattle  to  Joseph:    and  Joseph  gave  them  bread 
in  exchange  for  horses,  and  for  the  flocks,  and  for  the  cattle 
of  the  herds,  and  for  the  asses :  and  he  fed  them  with  bread 
for  all  their  cattle  for  that  year.    When  that  year  was  ended,  is 
they   came    to    him  the   second   year,   and  said  to  him,   AVe 
will  not   withhold  from   my  lord,    that  our  money  is  spent; 
my  lord  also  hath  our  herds  of  cattle :  nothing  remains  before 
my  lord,    but   our  bodies,   and   our  ground:    Wherefore  shall  19 
we  die  before  thine  eyes,   both  we  and  our  ground?   buy  us 
and  our   ground  for  bread,    and  we  and  our  ground  will  be 
servants  to   Pharaoh:   and  give  us  seed,   that  we  may  live, 
and  not  die,   that  the   ground  be    not  desolate.    And  Joseph  w 
bought  all  the  ground  of  Egypt  for  Pharaoh ;  for  the  Egyptians 
sold  every  man   his  field,   because  the  famine  prevailed  over 
them:  so  the  land  became  Pharaoh's.    And  as  for  the  people,  01 
he  caused  them  to  pass  into  cities  from  one  extremity  of  the 
boundaries    of   Egypt    even    to    the    other    extremity   thereof. 
Only  the  ground  of  the  priests  bought  he  not:  for  the  priests 22 
had  a  portion  from  Pharaoh,  and  did  eat  their  portion  which 
Pharaoh   gave   them:   wherefore  they  sold  not  their  ground. 
14  Vol.  I. 
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Then  Joseph  said  to  (he  people,  Behold.  I  have  bought  you  23 
this  day  and  your  ground  for  Pharaoh:    lo,   here  is  seed  for 
you,    and  ye    shall   sow   the   ground.    And   it  shall  come  to  24 
pass  in  the   increase,    that  ye  shall    give  the  fifth  part  to 
Pharaoh,    and  four  parts  shall  be  your  own,  for  seed  of  the 
field,   and   for  your   food,    and  for  them  of  your  households, 
and  for  food   for  your  little  ones.    And  they  said,   Thou  hast 25 
saved  our  lives:    let  us  find  favour  in   the  eyes  of  my  lord, 
and   we  will   be   Pharaoh's   servants.    And  Joseph  made  it  a  26 
statute   over  the   land    of  Egypt   to   this   day,   that  Pharaoh 
should  have  the  fifth  part;  except  the  ground  of  the  pilosis 
only,   which  became  not  Pharaohs.     And  Israel  abode  in  the  27 
land    of  Egypt,    in   the    country   of   Goshen;    and   they  had 
possessions  therein,  and  were  fruitful,    and    multiplied  excee- 
dingly.    And    Jacob    lived    in   the   land    of    Egypt    seventeen  28 
years:  so  the  days  of  Jacob,   the  years  of  his  life,   were  a 
hundred  forty  and  seven  years.    And  when  the  days  of  Israel's  29 
death  drew  nigh,  he  called  his  son  Joseph,  and  said  to  him, 
If  now  I  have  found  favour  in  thine  eyes,  put,   I  pray  thee, 
thy  hand   under   my   thigh,    that    thou  wilt  shew  me  mercy 
and  truth;   bury   me   not,   I  pray  thee,   in  Egypt.    But  I  will 30 
lie  with  my  fathers,    and  thou  shalt  carry  me  out  of  Egypt. 
and    bury  me    in    their    burying-place.     And    he   said,    I    will 
do    according   to   thy   words.    And   he   said,    Swear   to    me.  3i 
And  he  sware  to   him.     And  Israel   prostrated  himself  upon 
the  bed's  head. 

And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,    that  one  said  to  i 
Joseph,    Behold,    thy    father  is  sick:    and  he  took  with  him 
his  two  sons,    Manasseh  and   Ephraim.    And   one  told  Jacob,  % 
and  said,  Behold,  thy  son  Joseph  cometh  to  thee :  And  Israel 
strengthened  himself,   and  sat  upon  the  bed.    And  Jacob  said  3 
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to  Joseph,  God  Almighty  appeared  to  me  at  Loz  in  the  land 
of  Canaan,  and  blessed  me,    And  said  to  me,  Behold,  I  will  4 
make    thee  fruitful,    and  multiply  thee,    and   I  will  make  of 
thee  an  assembly  of  peoples;   and  will  give  this  land  to  thy 
seed   after  thee  for   a   possession  henceforth.    And  now  thy  5 
two  sons,  who  were  born  to  thee  in  the  land  of  Egypt  before 
I  came  to  thee  into  Egypt,  are  mine;  as  Reuben  and  Simeon, 
shall  Ephraim   and  Manasseh,  be  mine.    And  thy  issue,  which  6 
thou  begettest  after  them,  shall  be  thine  and  shall  be  called 
after   the   name  of  their  brethren   in  their  inheritance.    And  7 
as  for  me,    when   I  came   from   Padan,    Rachel   died   by  me 
in  the  land  of  Canaan  in  the  way,    when    yet  there  teas  but 
a  kibrath   of  land   to    come   to   Ephrath:    and    I   buried   her 
there  in  the  way  of  Ephrath;    the  same  is  Beth-lehrm,    And  8 
Israel   saw   Joseph's   sons,    and  said,   Who  are  these?    And  9 
Joseph  said   to   his  father,    They   are  my  sons,   whom  God 
hath  given   me   in   this  place.    And  he   said.  Bring  them,  I 
pray  thee,   to  me,    and  I   will  bless  them.    Now  the  eyes  of  10 
Israel  were  dim  from  old  age,  so  that  he  could  not  see.    And 
he  made  them  step  near  unto  him ;  and  he  kissed  them,  and 
embraced  them.    And  Israel  said  to  Joseph,  I  had  not  thought  1 1 
to  see  thy  face:  and,  lo,  God  hath  shewed  me  also  thy  seed. 
And   Joseph   brought   them  out  from  between  his  knees,  and  12 
he   prostrated  himself    before   his    face    on    the    earth.    And  13 
Joseph  took  them  both,    Ephraim  in  his  right  hand  towards 
Israel's  left,    and  Manasseh  in   his  left  hand  towrards  Israel's 
right,     and    made    them    step    near    unto     him.     And    Israel  14 
stretched   out    his   right    hand,    and  laid   it  upon    Ephraim's 
head,    although   he  was  the  younger,    and  his  left  upon  Ma- 
nasseh's  head,   placing  his   hands   designedly;   for  Manasseh 
was  the   firstborn.    Aud   he    blessed   Joseph,   and  said,    the  15 
God,  before  whom  my  fathers  Abraham   aud   Isaac  did  walk,

that  his  father  laid  his  right  hand  upon  the  head  of  Ephraim, 

it  was  evil  in  his  eyes:   and  he  held  up  his  father's  hand, 

to    remove    it   from   Ephraim's   head   unto    Manasseh's   head. 

And  Joseph  said  to  his  father,    Not  so,   my  father:  for  this  18 

is  the    firstborn;    put  thy   right   hand  upon  Ms  head.    Aud  19 

his  father  refused,   and  said,  I  know  it,  my  sou,    I  know  it: 

he  also  shall  become  a  people,  and  he  also  shall   be  great: 

but  truly  his  younger  brother  shall   be  greater  than  he,    and 

his  seed  shall  become  a  multitude  of  nations.    And  he  blessed  20 

them   that   day,    saying,    In   thee  shall  Israel   bless,    saying. 

God   make  thee    as   Ephraim  and   as   Manasseh:    and  he  put 

Ephraim  before  Manasseh.    And  Israel  said  to  Joseph.  Behold.  2 1 

I  die:  but   God   shall   be  with  you,    and  restore   you  to  the 

land  of  your   fathers.     Moreover   I   have    given    to   thee  one  22 

portion  above   thy  brethren,    which  I   took  out   of  the  hand 

of  the  Amorite  with  my  sword  and  with  my  bow.

And   Jacob    called    to    his   sons,    and   said,    Gather  your- i 

selves  together,   that  I   may  tell  you  that  which  shall  befall 

you  in   the  remoteness   of  days.    Gather  yourselves   together.  2 

and  hear,  ye  sons  of  Jacob  ;  and  hearken  to  Israel  your  father. 

Reuben,  thou  art  my  firstborn,  my  vigour,   and  the  beginning  3 

of  my  manhood,    superiority  in    dignity,    and    superiority    in 

power :    Thy  precipitancy  is  like  the  waters ,   thou  shalt  not  4 

be  superior;   because   thou  wentest   up   to  thy  father's  place 

of  repose ;  then  profanedst  thou  my  couch  by  going  up. 

Simeon  and  Levi  are  brethren  ;  instruments  of  violence  are  5 
their  swords  ||  .    0  my  soul,  come  not  thou  into  their  secret  6 
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deliberation;  to  their  assembly,  my  glory,  be  not  thou  united: 
for  in  their  wrath  they  slew  men,  and  in  their  selfwhl  they 
lamed   oxen.    Cursed   be   their  wrath,    for  it   was   powerful;  7 
and  their  fierceness,   for  it  was  cruel:  I  will  divide  them  in 
Jacob,   and  scatter  them  in  Israel.    Thou  Judah,    thy  brethren  8 
shall  praise  thee :  thy  hand  is  in  the  neck  of  thine  enemies ; 
thy  father's   sons   shall  prostrate  themselves  before  thee.    A  9 
whelp  of  a  lion  is  Judah:  from  the  prey,  my  son,  thou  goest 
up:  he  stooped  dowrn,  he  crouched  as  a  lion,  and  as  a  fierce 
lioness  ||  ;   who  shall  rouse  him?    A  rod  shall  not  depart  from  10 
Judah,  nor  a  lawgiver  from  between  his  feet,  until  he  come 
to  Shiloh;   and  his    be  the  obedience   of  peoples.    Binding-  toll 
the  vine  his  foal,   and  to  the  vine  branch  the   young-  of  his 
she  ass ;  he  washed  in  wine  lus  attire,  and  in  blood  of  grapes 
his  raiment :    His  eyes  are  red  ||  from  wine,  and  the  whiteness  1 1 
of  his  teeth  is  with  milk. 

Zebulun  towards  the  coast  of  seas  shall  dwell ;  and  he  shall  1 3 
be  for  a  haven  of  ships;    and  his   border  shall  be  to  Zidon. 

Issachar   is   a   bony   ass    crouching   between   the    folds  ||  :  1 4 
And  he  saw  that  repose  was  good,  and  the  laud  that  it  was  15 
pleasant;  and  he  inclined  his  shoulder  to  receive  the  burthen, 
and  became  a  servant  to  tribute. 

Dan  shall  judge  his  people,  as  one  of  the  tribes  of  Israel.  1 6 
Dan   shall   be   a   serpent  by  the  way,   a  viper  ||  iu  the  path,  17 
that  biteth  the  horse  heels,  so  that  his  rider  shall  fall  backward. 
I  hope   for  thy  aid,    0  Eternal.  Gad,  an   assailing  troop  }| 

shall   assail  liim:   but  he    shall   assail   the  heel.  Out  of  20 

Asher  cometh   his   fat  bread,    and  he  shall  give  dainties   for 
a  king.         Naphtali  is  a  hind  sent  forth :    he  giveth  sayings  2 1 
of  pleasantness.  A  son   of  fruitfulness   is  Joseph,   even  a  22 

son  of  fruitfulness  by  a  well:    daughters  tread  on  the  wall: 
And  they  embittered  him  and  were  numerous;  and  the  archers  23 
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hated  him.    But  his  bow  abideth  in  strength,    and  the  arms  24 
of  his   hands   remain  supple   and   vigorous   by  the  hands  of 
the  mighty   God  of  Jacob;  from  thence  he  became  the  feeder, 
the  stone  of  Israel:    From  the  God  of  thy  father,  who  shall  25 
help  thee ;    and   the   Almighty,    who    shall    bless   thee   with 
blessings  of  heaven  above,   blessings   of  the  murmuring  deep 
that  croucheth  under,  blessings  of  the  breasts,  and  of  the  womb: 
The  blessings  of  thy  father  have  prevailed  above  the  blessings  26 
of  my  progenitors  even  to  the  boundaries  ||  of  the  everlasting 
hills:  they  shall  be  on  the  head  of  Joseph,  and  on  the  crown 
of  the   head  of  him  that   is  a  ftazarite  among  his  brethren. 

Benjamin  is  a  wolf  that  teareth  and  in  the  morning  eateth27 

his  prey,  ||  and  at  even  he  divideth  the  spoil.    All  these  are  28 

the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel :  and  this  is  it  that  their  father  spake 

to  them,  when  he  blessed  them;  every  man  according  to  his 

blessing  he  blessed  them.    And  he  commanded  them,  and  said  09 

to  them,  1  am  to  be  gathered  to  my  people:  bury  me  with  my 

fathers  in  the  cave  that  is  in  the  field  of  Ephron  the  Hittite. 

In  the  cave  that  is  in  the  field  of  Machpelah.  which  is  before  30 

Mamie,  in  the  land  of  Canaan,    which  Abraham  bought  with 

the  field  of  Ephron  the  Hittite  for  a  possession  of  a  burying- 

place.    There  they  buried  Abraham  and  Sarah  his  wife ;  there  3 1 

they  buried  Isaac   and  Rebekah  his  wife;    and  there  1  buried 

Leah.    The   purchase    of   the   field   and  of  the  cave   that  is  32 

therein   ivas   from    the  children   of   Heth.     And   when    Jacob  33 

had   finished   commanding  his  sons,   he  gathered  up  his  feet 

into  the  bed,  and  expired,    and  was  gathered  to  his  peoples. 

50 
And    Joseph   fell   upon   his  father's    face,    and   wept   upon  1 

him,    and  kissed  him.     And   Joseph  commanded  his  servants  2 

the   physicians    to    embalm    his    father:    and   the  physicians 

embalmed  Israel.    And  forty  days  were  fulfilled  for  hiiu;  for  3 

so   are    fulfilled   the  days  of  embalming:    and  the  Egyptians 
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wept  for  him  threescore  and  ten  days.     And  when  the  days  4 
of  his  weeping  were  past,    Joseph   spake  to  the  house   of 
Pharaoh,  saying-,    If  now  I  have  found  favour  in  your  eyes, 
speak,   I  pray   you,    in   the   ears   of  Pharaoh,    saying,     My 5 
father  adjured  me,    saying,   Lo,    I   die:   in  my   burying-place 
which  I   have  bought  for  me  in  the  land  of  Canaan,    there 
shalt  thou   bury   me.    Now  therefore   let  me  go  up,   I  pray 
thee,    and   bury  my  father,    and  I  will  return.    And  Pharaoh  6 
said,    Go   up,    and  bury  thy  father,   according  as  he  adjured 
thee.    And  Joseph  went  up  to  bury  his  father :  and  with  him  7 
went  up  all  the  servants  of  Pharaoh,  the  elders  of  his  house, 
and  all   the  elders  of  the  land  of  Egypt,    And  all  the  house  8 
of  Joseph,    and  his   brethren,    and  his  father's  house:    only 
their  little  ones,  and  their  flocks,    and  their  herds,  they  left 
in  the  land  of  Goshen.    And   there   went  up  with  him  both  9 
chariots  and  horsemen:   and  it  was  a  very  great  camp.    And  10 
they   came  to  the  threshing  floor  of  Atad,   which  is  beyond 
the   Jordan,    and  there  they   wailed   with   a  great  and  very 
sore  wailing:    and  he  made  a  mourning  for  his  father  seven 
days.    And  when  the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  the  Canaanites,  1 1 
saw  the  mourning  in  the  thresbing  floor  of  Atad,  they  said, 
This  is  a  grievous  mourning  to  the  Egyptians:  wherefore  the 
name   of   it   was    called   Abel-mizraiin,    which  is  beyond  the 
Jordan.    And  hissons  did  to  him  according  as  he  commanded  12 
them :    For    his   sons  carried   him  into  the  land   of  Canaan,  1 3 
and  buried  him  in  the  cave  of  the  field  of  Machpelah,  which 
Abraham  bought  with  the  field  for  a  possession  of  a  burying- 
place    of    Ephron    the    Hittite,    before  Mamre.     And  Joseph  14 
returned  into  Egypt,  he,  and  his  brethren,   and  all  that  went 
up    with   him  to  bury    his   father,    after  he   had   buried  his 
father.    And  when   Joseph's    brethren    saw  that  their  father  15 
was  dead,  they  said,  Joseph  will  peradventnre  hate  us,    and

will    certainly  reqnite  us  all   the  evil   which  we  did  to  him. 
And  they  commanded  some  to  go   to    Joseph,   saying,    Thy  16

Thus  he 
comforted   them,    and    spake    kindly   to    them.     And   Joseph 22 
abode  in  Egypt,  he,  and  his  father's  house :    and  Joseph  lived 
a  hundred  and  ten  years.    And  Joseph  saw  Ephraim's  children  23 
of  the  third  generation:  the  children  also  of  Machir  the  son 
of  Manasseh  were,  when  children,  upon  Joseph's  knees.    And  24 
Joseph  said  to  his  brethren,  I  die:  and  God  will  surely  visit 
you,    and   bring   you  out  of  this  laud  to  the  land  which  he 
sware    to    Abraham,    to   Isaac,    and   to   Jacob.     And  Joseph  25 
adjured  the  children  of  Israel,    saying,   God  will  surely  visit 
you,  and  ye  shall  bring  up  my  bones  from  hence.    So  Joseph  26 
died,  being  a  hundred  and  ten  years  old:  aud  they  embalmed 
him,  and  he  was  put  in  a  cotfin  in  Egypt.

0  have  compassion  upon  Zion ,  for  it  is  the  dwelling  of  our 
life ;  and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  afflicted  in  spirit.  Blessed 
art  thou ,  0  Eternal !  causing  Zion  to  rejoice  in  her  children. 

f-  0  Eternal  our  God!  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  the  coming  of 
thy  servant  Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
house  of  David,  thy  anointed.

1 8 
am    the    Eternal;   that  is   my   name:    and   my    glory   will    I 
not  give  to  another,  neither  my  praise  to  the  graven  images. 
Behold  the  former  things  are  come  to  pass ,  and  new  things  9 
do  I  tell:    before   they   spring   forth   I   declare   them  to  you. 
Sing  unto  the  Eternal   a  new  song,   and  his  praise  from  the  10 
extremity  of  the  earth,  ye  that  go  down  to  the  sea,  and  all 
that  fills  it;  maritime  settlements,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof. 
Let  the  desert  and  the  cities  thereof  lift  up  their  voice ,  the  1 1 
inclosures   that    Kedar   doth   inhabit :    let   the  inhabitants    of 
the  rock  shout,  let  them  cry  out  from  the  top  of  mountains. 
Let  them  give  glory  unto  the  Eternal,  and  declare  his  praise  12 
in  the  maritime  settlements.     The   Eternal   shall   go  forth  as  1 3 
a  hero,   he   shall   awaken  jealousy    like  a  man  of  war:   he 
shall  cry,  yea,  raise  a  war-cry;  he  shall   prevail  against  his 
enemies.     I  have  been  slill  from  time  of  yore ;   I  have  held  1 4 
my  peace,  and  refrained  myself:  now  will  I  cry  like  a  woman 
giving  birth;    I   will  heave   and  pant   at  once.     I  will  make  15 
waste  mountains  and  hills,   and  dry  up  all  their  herbs;   and 
I  will  make  rivers  into   maritime  settlements,    and  1  will  dry 
np  pools.     And   I   wiil    bring    the  blind    by  a   way  that  they  16 
knew  not;    I   will   lead   them  in    paths   that   they   have  not 
known:  I  will  make  darkness  light  before  them,  and  crooked 
things  straight.     These  things  will  1  do  unto  them,    and  not 
forsake   them.     They    shall    be    turned   back,    they   shall  be  17 
greatly    ashamed   that    trust  in   graven  images .    that  say  to 
the  molten  images,   Ye    are   our  gods.     Hear,    ye    deaf;    and  18 
look,  ye  blind,    that  ye  may  see.     Who  is  blind,    if  not  my  19 
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servant?  or  deaf  as  my  messenger  that  I  sent?  who  is  blind 
as  he  that  is  recompensed,   and  blind    as  the  servant  of  the 
Eternal?     Seeing-   many    things,   but   thou   heedeth    not;   un- 20 
closing-  ears,    but  he  heareth   not.     The   Eternal   is   pleased 21 
for  his  righteousness'  sake;   he   will   magnify   the   law,    and 
make  it  honourable. 

(The  Sefardim  congregations  stop  here,  the  Ashkenasim  continue.) 

But  this   is  a  people  robbed  and  spoiled ;    they  are  all   of  22 
them  snared  in  holes,  and  they  are  hid  in  houses  of  restraint: 
they  are  for  a  prey,  and  none  delivereth;   for    a   spoil,    and 
none  saith,  Restore.     Who  among  you  will  give  ear  to  this?  23 
who  will  attend  and  hear  for  the  lime  to  come  ?     Who  gave  24 
Jacob    for   a   spoil,    and  Israel   to    plunderers?    did   not    the 
Eternal,   he   against  wrhom  we  have  sinned?   for  they  would 
not  walk   in   his  ways,   neilher  were  they  obedient  unto  his 
law.    Therefore    he    hath   poured   upon   him   the  fury  of  his  25 
wrath,   and  the  shock  of  war:    and  it  hath  set  him  ou  fire 
round    about,    yet   he    knew  not;   and   it  kiudled   upon   him,  ^g 
yet  he  laid  it  not  to  heart.     And  nowr,  thus  said  the  Eternal  i 
that  created  thee,    0  Jacob,    and  he   that   formed    thee,    0 
Israel,   Fear  not;  for  I  have   redeemed  thee,    I  have  called 
thee   by    thy    name;    thou    art    mine.      When    thou    passest  2 
through   the   waters,    I  will  be  with  thee;    and  through  the 
livers,    they   shall    not    overflow   thee:    when  thou   walkest 
through   the  fire   thou   shalt  not   be  scorched;   neither  shall 
the  flame  kindle  upon  thee.    For  I  am  the  Eternal  thy  God,  3 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel  thy  Saviour:    I   gave   Egypt   for   thy 
ransom,  Cush  and  Seba  for  thee.     Since   thou  wast  precious  4 
in  mine  eyes,   thou  hast  been  honourable,   and  1  have  loved 
thee:  therefore  will  I  give  men  for  thee,    aud  races  for  thy 
life.     Fear  not ;    for  I  am  with  thee :    I  will  bring  thy  seed  5 
from  the  east,  and  gather  thee  from  the  west;    1  will  say  to  6 
the  north,  Give  up;  and  to  the  south,  Keep  not  back:  bring 
my  sons  from  far,   and   my   daughters  from  the  extremity  of 
the  earth;     Even   every    one   that   is    called    by    my    name :  7 
for   I   have   created   him   for  my  glory,    1  have  formed  him, 
yea,   I    have    made   him.     Bring    forth    a   blind    people   that  8 
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have  eyes,  and  the  deaf  that  have  ears.  All  the  nations  9 
were  gathered  together,  and  races  assembled :  who  among 
them  can  tell  this,  and  declare  us  former  things?  let  them 
bring  forth  their  witnesses,  that  they  may  be  justified:  or 
let  them  hear,  and  say,  It  is  troth.  Ye  are  my  witnesses,  10 
is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  and  my  servant  whom  I 
have  chosen;  that  ye  may  know  and  believe  me,  and  under- 
stand that  I  am  he:  before  me  there  was  no  God  formed, 
neither  shall  there  be  after  me.

ISAIAH  L1V.  1-17.  LY.   1-5. 

Shout,    0   barren,    thou  that    didst   not  bear;    break  forth  1 
into    shouting,    and    cry    aloud,   thou   that    didst   not   travail 
with  child:    for  more   are  the  children   of  the  desolate  than 
the  children  of  the  married  wife,  sailh  the  Eternal.    Enlarge  2 
the  place  of  thy  tent,  and  let  them  stretch  forth  the  curtains 
of   thy    habitations:    spare    not,     lengthen    thy    cords,    and 
strengthen   thy    pins.      For    thou    shalt    break    forth  on   the  3 
right  and  the  left;    and   thy  seed   shall  inherit  nations,    and 
make    the    desolate   cities    to    be  inhabited.     Fear  not ;    for  4 
thou  shalt  not  be  ashamed :   neither  be  thou  confounded ;  for 
thou  shalt  not  be  put  to  shame:   for   thou   shall  forget   the 
shame   of  thy   youth,   and  shalt  not   remember   the  disgrace 
of    thy    widowhood    any   more.     For   thy   Maker  is  thy  hns-  5 
band;   the  Eternal  of  hosts  is  his  name;   and  thy  Redeemer, 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel;    The    God   of  the   whole   earth  shall 
he  be   called.     For  the  Eternal  has  called  thee  as  a  woman  6 
forsaken  and  grieved  in  spirit,  and    a   wife  of  youth,    when 
thou  was  scorned,  saith  thy  God.    For  a  small  moment  have  7 
1  forsaken  thee;    but  with   great  mercies  will  I  gather  thee. 
In  a  flood  of  anger  I  hid  my  face  from  thee  for  a  moment :  8 
but    with    everlasting  kindness  will    I   have   mercy   on  thee, 
saith  the  Eternal  thy  Redeemer.    For  this   is    as  the  waters  9 
of  Noah   unto   me :   for  as  I  have  sworn  that  the  waters  of 
Noah    should   no   more  go  over  the  earth;   so  have  I  sworn 
that  I  would  not  be  angry  with  thee,  nor  rebuke  thee.    For  10 
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the    mountains  shall   depart,    and    the    hills   totter;   but  my 
Kindness  shall  not  depart  from  thee,  neither  shall  the  covenant 
of  my  peace  totter,   saith  the  Eternal,    that   hath  mercy  on 
thee.     0  thou  afflicted,  tossed  wilh  tempest,   and   not  com- 11 
forted,  behold,  1  will  lay  thy  stones  with  fair  colours,   and 
lay   thy    foundations  wilh    sapphires.     And  I   will  make  thy  12 
battlements   of  agates,  and  thy  gates  of  carbuncles,    and  all 
thy   borders    of  pleasant   stones.     And    all    thy    children    are  13 
disciples    of   the   Eternal;    and    great  shall    be  the  peace  of 
thy  children.     In   righteousness    shalt    thou    be    established :  1 4 
thou  shalt  be  far  from  oppression;    for  thou  shalt   not  fear: 
and  from   terror,    for    it  shall    not    approach   thee.     Behold,  1 5 
they  shall  snrely  gather  together,  but  not  by  me:  whosoever 
shall  gather  togelher   against  thee   shall   fall    for  thy   sake. 
Behold,   1  have  created   the  artificer  that  bloweth  the  coals  16 
in  the  fire,    and  that  bringeth  forth   a  vessel  for  his  work; 
and    I    have    created    the    destroyer    to   waste.     No   weapon  17 
that  is  formed  against  thee  shall  prosper;   and  every  tongue 
that   shall   rise  against  thee  in  judgment  thou  shalt  declare 
guilty.    This  is  the  heritage    of  the  servants  of  the  Eternal; 
and  their  righteousness  is  of  me,   is  the   declaration    of  the,,. 
Eternal.    Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters,  A 
and  he  that  hath   no   money;    come  ye,    buy  and  eat;    yea, 
come  buy  wine  and  milk  without  money,    and   without  price. 
Wherefore  do  ye   spend  money  for  that  which  is  not  bread,  2 
and    your    labour   for    that    which    satisfieth    not?    Hearken 
diligently  unto  me,   and  eat  ye  that  which  is  good,    and  let 
your   soul    delight  itself  in  fatness.     Incline   your  ear,    and  3 
come  unto  me:   hear,   and   your  soul  shall  live;    and  I  will 
make  an  everlasting  covenant  with  you,  even  the  sure  mercies 
of  David.     Behold,  I  have  given  him  for  a  witness  to  races,  4 
a   leader   and   commander  to   races.     Behold,  thou  shalt  call  5 
a  nation  that  thou  kuowest  not;    and   nations  that  knew  not 
thee  shall  run  unto  thee,    because   of   the  Eternal   thy  God, 
and  for  the  Holy  One  of  Israel;  for  he  has  glorified  thee. 
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ISAIAH  XL.  27—31.  XLI.   1—16. 

Why  sayest  thou,  0  Jacob,    and  speakest,     0  Israel,    My  27 
way    is   hid   from  the    Eternal,    and  my  judgment  is  passed 
over   from   my   God?     Hast  thou   not  known,    hast  thou  not  28 
heard,  that  the  everlasting-  God,  the  Eternal,  the  Creator  of 
the  ends  of  the  earth,  fainteth  not,  neither  is  weary?  there 
is  no  searching   of  his   understanding.     He   giveth  power   to  29 
the    faint;   and    to   them    that   have   uo  might  he   increases 
strength.    If  even    youlhs    become  faint  and  weary,   and  the  30 
yo'ung   men   easily  stumble:      Yet    they    that    wait    upon    the  31 
Eternal  shall  renew  their  strength:  they  shall  mount  up  with 
pinions   as   the   eagles;    they   shall    run   and   not   be   weary, ^j_ 
and  they  shall  walk  and  not  faint.     Hold   your   peace  before  i 
ine,    0    maritime    settlements;    and    let    races    renew    their 
strength:   let    them  step   nigh,   then  let  them  speak;    let  us 
approach   together    to  judgment.     Who    awakened   righteous-  2 
ness  from  the  east,  called  him  to  his  foot,  gave  nations  be- 
fore him ,   and  made  him  rule  over  kings  ?   he  gave  them  as 
the    dust   to   his   sword,   and   as   driven  stubble  to  his  bow. 
He    pursued   thorn,    and   passed   in    peace;   even   by    a  path  3 
that  he   had  not  gone  with  his  feet.     Who  has  wrought  it,  4 
calling  the  generations  from  beginning?     I   the   Eternal,   the 
first,  and  with  the  last,  I  am  he.     Maritime  settlements  saw  5 
it,  and  feared;   the  ends  of  the  earth  trembled,  approached, 
and  arrived.    They   helped  every  one   his  fellow;   and  every  6 
one  said  to  his  brother,   Be  strong.     So  (he  artificer  streng- 7 
thened  the  goldsmith,  and  he  that  smoothed  with  a  hammer 
him  that  struck  the  anvil,  saying,  It  is  ready  for  the  soldering: 
and  he  fastened  it  with  nails,    that  it  should  not  be  moved. 
But  thou,  Israel,  my  servant,    Jacob  whom   I  have   chosen,  8 
the  seed  of  Abraham  my  friend,     Whom   I   have  taken   from  9 
the    ends    of   the    earth,    and    called    thee    from    the   nobles 
thereof,   and  said  unto  thee,   Thou  art   my   servant,    I  have 
chosen   thee,   and   not  scorned   thee;     Fear  thou  not,    for  110 
am  with  thee;   have   no   regard,   for  I   am  thy  God:    I  will 
make  thee  firm;   yea,  I  will  help  thee;   yea,    I  will  uphold 
thee  with  the  right  hand  of  my  righteousness.     Behold ,    all  1 1 
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they   that  were  incensed  against  thee  shall  be  ashamed  and 
confounded:  they   shall  be   as  nothing;    and  they  that  strive 
with  thee  shall  perish.     Thou    shalt   seek    them,    and   shall  12 
not  find  them,   even  them   that   contended  with   thee:   they 
that  war  against  thee  shall  be  as  nothing,   and  as   a   thing 
of  nought.     For  I  the  Eternal  thy  God  will  lay  hold  on  thy  13 
right  hand,    saying  unto  thee,   Fear  not;    I  will   help   thee. 
Fear  not,    thou  worm  Jacob,    and  ye  men  of  Israel;     I   will  14 
help  thee,    is    the   declaration    of   the    Eternal    and   thy   Re- 
deemer, the  Holy  One  of  Israel.     Behold,    I  will   make  thee  15 
a  new  sharp  threshing  instrument  having  teeth:    thou  shalt 
thresh  the  mountains,    and  beat  them  small,  and  shalt  make 
hills    as  the   chatf.     Thou  shalt  fan  them,  and  a  wind  shall  16 
carry  them   away,   and  a  whirlwind   shall  scatter  them:   and 
thou  shalt  rejoice   in   the  Eternal,    and   shalt    glory  in   the 
Holy  One  of  Israel. 

HAFTARAH  OF  VAYERA. 
2  KINGS  IV.   1—37. 

Now  one  woman  of  the  wives  of  the  sons  of  the  prophets  l 
cried  unto  Elisha,  saying,  Thy  servant  my  husband  is  dead: 
and   thou    knowest  that    thy   servant  did   fear   the    Eternal : 
and   the  creditor   is  come  to  take  unto  him  my  two  sons  to 
be  servants.     And   Elisha   said    unto  her,     What  shall  I   do  2 
for  thee?   tell   me:    what  hast  thou  in  the  house?    And  she 
said,    Thy  handmaid  hath  not  anything  in  the  house  save  a 
vessel  for  anointing  oil.     Then   he    said,    Go,   ask   for  thee 3 
vessels   abroad   of  all   thy   neighbours,    even   empty  vessels; 
let    them   not  be  few.     And   when    thou   art   come  in ,   thou  4 
shalt  shut  the  door  upon  thee  and  upon  thy  sons,  and  shalt 
pour    out   into    all   those   vessels,    and    thou   shalt  set  aside 
that  which  is  full.     So    she    went   from   him,    and  shut  the  5 
door  upon  her  and  upon  her  sons,  they  reached   the  vessels 
to   her,    and   she    poured   out.     And  it  came  to  pass,  when  6 
the  vessels  were  full,  that  she  said  unto  her  son,  Reach  me 
yet  a  vessel.    And  he  said  unto  her,    There  is  not  a  vessel 
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more.     And   the   oil   stayed.     Then    she   came    and  told   the  7 
man  of  God:    and   he    said,    Go,    sell   the  oil,   and  pay  thy 
debt,    and   live   thou   and   thy   children   of  the  rest.     And  its 
was  on  a  day,  that  Elisha  passed  to  Shunem,  where  was  a 
great  woman;    and   she   constrained    him   to  eat  bread.     And 
so  it  was,  that,  as  oft  as  he  passed  by,  he  tamed  in  thither 
to  eat  bread.     And  she  said  nnto  her  husband,   Behold  now,  9 
I  know  that  this  is  a  holy  man    of  God   who  passeth  by  us 
continually.     Pray,    let   us   make    a    little   upper  chamber,    on  10 
the  wall;    and  let   us    put   for  hitn  there  a  bed  and  a  table, 
and  a  chair,  and  a  candelabrum:   and  it  shall  be,   when  he 
cometh  to  us,   that  he  shall  turn  in  thither.    And  it  was  on  1 1 
a  day  that  he  came  thither,    and  he  turned   into    the  upper 
chamber,   and    lay   there.     And   he  said  to  Gehazi,  his  hid.  12 
Call  this  Shunammite.     And   when    he   had    called  her,   she 
stood  before  him.     And   he    said   unto  him ,    Say    now   unto  1 3 
her,  Behold,  thou  hast  been  careful  for  us  with  all  this  care; 
what  is  to  be  done  for  thee?   wouldost    thou  be   spoken   for 
to    the  king-,    or   to   the   officer    of  the  host?     And  she  an- 
swered, I  abide  among  mine  own  people.     And  he  said,  U hat  14 
then  is  to  be  done  for  her?    And    Gehazi   answered,    Verily 
she   as   no   child ,    and  her   husband    is    old.     And   he  said,  1 5 
Call  her.     And  when  he   had   called  her,    she   stood    in   the 
entrance.     And  he  said,    At  this  appointed  time  as  the  time  16 
that  liveth,   thou  shalt  embrace  a  son.     And  she  said,    Nay, 
my  lord,   thou  man  of  God,   do   not    state   a   falsehood  unto 
thy  handmaid.     And  the  woman  conceived,    and   bare   a  sou  17 
at  that  appointed  time  as  the  time  that  liveth,  which  Elisha 
had  told  her.     And    when    the   child   was  growu,   it  was  on  18 
a   day   that   he   weut  out  to  his  father  to  the  reapers.     And  19 
he  said  unto  his  father,    My  head,   ray   head!    And   he   said 
to  (he  lad ,    Carry   him   to   his   mother.     And  when  he   had  20 
carried  hitn,  and  brought  him  to  his  mother,   he  sat  on  her 
16  Vol.  I. 
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knees  till  noon,   and  then  died.     And  she  went  np,   and  laid  21 
him  on  the  bed  of  the  man  of  God,  and  shot  the  door  upon 
him,   and  went  out.    And  she  called  unto  her  husband,    and 22 
said,  Pray,    send   me  one  of  the  lads,   and  one  of  the  sh<'- 
asses,  that  I  may  run  to  the  man  of  God,   and  return.    And  23 
he  said,    Why  wilt  thou  go  to  him  to-day?  it  being-  neither 
new  moon  nor  sabbath.     And  she  said,   Peace! 

(The  Sefardim  stop  here,  the  Aslikenasim  continue.) 
Then  she  saddled  the  she-ass,  and  said  to  her  lad,  Lead,  24 
and  go  forward;   slack   not   thy   riding   for  me,   except  T  bid 
thee.     So    she    went,    and    came   unto   the    man    of   God   to  25 
Mount  Carmel.     And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  man  of  God 
saw  her  afar  off,  that  he  said  to  Gehazi  his  servant,  Behold, 
yonder  is  that  Shunammite;     Run   now,   pray,  towards  her:  26 
and  say  unto  her,    Is  peace  unto  thee?    is  peace    unto   thy 
husband?  is  peace  unto  thy  child?    And  she  answered,  Peace. 
And    when    she   c;ime   to    the   man  of  God  to  the  mountain.  27 
she  laid  hold  of  him  by  the  feet :   but   Gehazi  stepped  nigh 
to   thrust  her  away.    And   the  man    of  God   said,    Let  her 
alone;    for    her   soul   is    vexed  within  her:    and  the  Eternal 
has  hid  it  from  me,  and  hath  not  told  me.     Then  she  said,  28 
Did  I  ask  a  son  of  my  lord?  did  I  not  say,    Do  not  deceive 
me?     Then  he  said  to  Gehazi,    Gird  up  thy  loins,    and  take  29 
my  staff  in   thy  hand,   and    go  thy  way:    if  thou  find  any 
man,  salute  him  not;    and  if  any   salute   thee,    answer  him 
not:    and  put  my   staff  npon   the   face  of  (he  lad.     And  the  30 
mother  of  the  lad  said,    As   the  Eternal    liveth,    and  as  thy 
soul  liveth,    if  I    leave    thee.  .  .  .  And  he  arose,   and  went 
after  her.     And  Gehazi  passed  on  before  them,    and  put  the  31 
staff  npon  the  face  of  the  lad;    but   there  was  neither  voice 
nor  attending:    wherefore  he  returned  towards  him,  and  told 
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him,   saying,    The   lad   is    not   awakened.     And  when  Elisha  32 
was  come  into  the  house,    behold,    the   lad  was  dead,    and 
laid  upon  his  bed.     He  went  in  Iherefore,  and  shut  the  door  33 
upon   them    twain,    and   prayed    unto    the   Eternal.     And   he  34 
went  up,   and  lay  upon  the  child,    and    put  his  mouth  npon 
his  mouth,  and  his  eyes  upon  his  eyes,  and  his  hands  upon 
his  hands;  and  he  stretched  himself  upon  the  child,  and  the 
flesh    of   the    child    waxed    warm.     Then   he  returned,    and  35 
walked  in  the  house  to  and  fro ;  and  went  up ,  and  stretched 
himself  upon  him:    and    the   lad    sneezed    seven    times,    and 
the  lad  unclosed  his  eyes.     And  he  called  Gehazi,  and  said,  36 
Call  this  Shunammite.    So  he  called  her.    And  when  she  was 
come  in  unto  him,  he  said,   Carry  thy  son.     Then  she  went  37 
in,  and  fell  at  his  feet,  and  prostrated  herself  to  the  earth, 
and  carried  her  son,   and  went  out. 

HAFTARAH  OF  CHAYE  SARAH. 

1  KINGS  I.  1-31. 

Now  king  David  was  old  and  stricken  in  years ;   and  they  1 
covered  him  with  the  garments,  but  he  got  no  heat.    Where-  % 
fore  his  servants  said  unto  him,   Let  there  be  sought  for  my 
lord  the  king  a  damsel,   a  virgin;   and  let  her   stand  before 
the  king,   and  let  her  cherish  him,   and    let  her  lie  in   thy 
bosom,  that  my  lord  the  king  may  get  heat.     So  they  sought  3 
for    a  fair    damsel    throughout   all    the   boundaries   of  Israel, 
and  found  Abishag  the  Shnnammite,  and  brought  her  to  the 
king.     And  the  damsel  was  very  fair,  and  cherished  the  king,  4 
and  ministered  to  him :    but    the   king    knew  her  not.     Then  5 
Adonijah   the   son   of  Haggith  raised  himself,  saying,  I  will 
be  king:   and    he  prepared  him  chariots   and  horsemen,    and 
fifty  men  running  before  him.     And  his  father  had  not  pained  6 
liiin  at  any  time  in  saying,  Why  hast  thou  done  so?  and  he 
also  was  of  a  very  goodly  form;    and    his  mother  bare  him 
after  Absalom.    And  he  conferred  with  Joab  the  son  of  Zeruiah,  7 
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and  with  Abiathar  the  priest:    and  they  following  Andonijah, 
helped  him.     But  Zadok  the  priest,    and  Benaiah  the  son  of 8 
Jehoiada,    and    Nathan    the    prophet,    and  Shimei,    and  Rei, 
and  the  heroes  who  belonged  to  David,  were  not  with  Adonijah. 
And  Adonijah  slew  some  of  the  herd  and  flock  and  fat  calves  9 
by  the  stone  of  Zoheleth,   which  is  by  En-rogel,   and  called 
all  his  brethren  the  king's  sons,   and  all  the  men  of  Judah 
the  king's  servants:     But  Nathan  the  prophet,    and  Benaiah,  10 
and   the    heroes,    and    Solomon    his    brother,    he   called  not. 
AVherefore  Nathan  spake  unto  Bath-sheba   the  mother  of  So- 1 1 
lomon,  saying,    Hast  thou  not  heard   that   Adonijah  the  son 
of  Haggith  doth  reign,    and  David  our  lord  knoweth  it  not?

And  Bath-sheba  bowed,  and  prostrated  herself  1 6 
unto    the    king.     And    the  king  said,    What   wouldest  thou?  17 
And  she  said  unto  him ,    My  lord ,  thou  swearest  by  the  Eternal 
thy  God  unto  thy  maid-servant,   that   Solomon   thy  son  shall 
reign  after  me,  and  he  shall  sit  upon  my  throne:     And  now,  18 
behold,  Adonijah  reigneth;    and  now,  my  lord  the  king,  thou 
knowest  it  not :     And  he  has  slain  oxen  and  fat  calves ,  and  j  9 
some  of  the  flock  in  multitude,  and  hath  called  all  the  sons 
of  the  king,    and  Abiathar   the  priest,    and  Joab  the  officer 
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of  the  host :  but    Solomon   thy   servant   hath   he  not  called. 
And  thou,  my  lord,  0  king,  the  eyes  of  all  Israel  are  upon  20 
thee,    that    thou  shouldest  tell    them   who  shall   sit  on  the 
throne    of   my    lord    the   king-  after  him.     Otherwise  it  shall  21 
come  to  pass,    when    my    lord    the    king   shall    lie  with  his 
fathers,   that  I   and  my  son  Solomon  shall  be  like  offenders.

For  he  is  goue  down  this  day,    and  hath  25 
slain  oxen  and  fat  calves  and  some  of  the  flock  in  multitude, 
and  hath  called  all  the  king's  sons,   and   the  officers  of  the 
host,    and   Abiathar  the  priest:   and,   behold,    they    eat  and 
drink  before  him,  and  say,  May  the  king  Adonijah  live.    But  26 
ine,  even  me  thy  servant,  and  Zadok  the  priest,  and  Benaiah 
the  son  of  Jchoiada,  and  thy  servant  Solomon,   hath  he  not 
called.     If  this  thing  is  done  by  my  lord  the  king,  and  thou  27 
hast  not  made  it  known  unto  thy  servant,  who  shonld  sit  on 
the  throne    of  my   lord    the   king    after  him.  .  .  .  Then  the  28 
king  David   answered    and   said,    Call    me   Bath-sheba.    And 
she  came  before  the  king,    and   stood  before  the  king.     And  29 
the  king  sware  and  said,   As   the   Eternal  liveth,  that  hath 
released  my  soul  out  of  all  distress,     Even   as  I  sware  unto 30 
thee    by    the   Eternal    God   of  Israel,    saying,    that  Solomon 
thy  son  shall  reign  after  me,  and  he  shall  sit  upon  my  throne 
in  my  stead;   even  so  will  1  do  this  day.     Then   Bath-sheba 31 
bowed   with  her    face    to   the   earth,    and  prostrated  herself 
to   the    king,   and    said,    Let    my   lord    the   king  David   live 
for  ever.

Burden    of  the  word  of  the  Eternal  to  Israel  by  the  hand  1 
of  Malachi.     I   have  loved   you,    saith   the   Eternal.     Yet  ye  2 
say,   Wherein  hast    thou    loved    us?    Was   not   Esau  Jacob's 
brother?   is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal:  yet  I  loved  Jacob, 
And  I  hated  Esau,  and  made  his  mountains  desolate  and  his  3 
inheritance  districts  of  the  desert.     If   Edom  should  say,   We  4 
are  impoverished,    but   we  will   return  and    build   the  ruins; 
thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,   They  shall  build,  but  I  will 
pull  down ;  and  they  shall  call  them ,  The  boundary  of  wicked- 
ness ,   and  The  people  against  whom  the  Eternal  hath  indig- 
nation for  ever.     And  your  eyes  shall  see,  and  ye  shall  say,  5 
The  Eternal   will   be   great    beyond    the    boundary   of  Israel. 
A  son  honoureth  his  father,  and  a  servant  his  lord:  If  then  6 
I  be  a  father,  where  is  my  honour?  and  if  I  be  a  lord,  where 
is  my  dread?  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts  unto  you,  0  priests 
that  scorn  my  name.

offered  nnto  my  name,  and   a  pure  oblation:   for  my  name  is 
great  among    the  nations,   saith   the  Eternal   of  hosts.     But  12 
ye  have  profaned  it ,  in  that  ye  say,  The  table  of  the  Eternal 
is  polluted;  and  1he  fruit  thereof,  even  his  food,  is  contemp- 
tible.    Ye  said  also,  Behold,  what  a  weariness  is  it !  and  yc  13 
have  snuffed  at  it,  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts;  and  ye  brought 
that  which  was  taken  by  violence,    and    the   lame,    and   the 
sick ;    thus  ye  brought  the  oblation  :    should  I  accept  this  of 
your  hand  ?  saith  the  Eternal.     But  cursed  be  the  wily,  who  1 4 
hath  in  his  drove  a  male,  and  voweth,   and  sacrificeth  unto 
Ihe  Lord  a  corrupt  ihing:  for  I  am  a  great  King,   saith  the 
Eternal  of  hosts,  and  my  name  is  dreadful  among  the  nations. 2 
And   now,    0    ye   priests,    this  commandment  is  for  you.     If 
ye  will  not  hear,  and  if  ye  will  not  lay  it  to  heart,  to  give" 
glory  unto  my  name,  sailh  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  I  will  even 
send  forth  a  curse  upon  you,  and  I  will  curse  your  blessings: 
yea,  I  have  cursed  them  already,    because  ye  do  not  lay  it 
to  heart.     Behold,  1  will  corrupt  your  seed,  and  spread  dung 3 
upon  your  faces,    even   the  dung  of  your  appointed  seasons: 
and  when  he  hath  raised  you  unto  him,    Then  ye  shall  know  4 
that  I  have  sent  forth  this  commandment  unto  you,   that  my 
covenant   might   be   with   Levi,    sailh  the    Eternal   of  hosts. 
My  covenant  was  with  him   of   Ihe  life  and   the  peace;    and  5 
I  gave  them  to  him  for  dread,  and  he  feared  me,    and  was 
bent  down  before  my  name.     The    law   of  truth   was  in  his  6 
month,    and   unrighteousness   was  not  found  in  his  lips:    he 
walked   with  me   in    peace   and    equity,    and   did  turn   many 
away  from  iniquity.     For  the  priest's  lips  should  keep  know-  7 
ledge,    and   they   should   seek  law  at  his  mouth:    for  he  is 
the  messenger  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts.

(According  to  the  Sefardim.) 

And   my  people  are  bent  to  backsliding  from  me ;   though  7 
they  called  them  to  him  above,  none  at  all  would  exalt  him. 
How  shall  I  give   thee  over,   Ephraim?    how   shall  I  delivers 
thee  np,  Israel  ?  how  shall  I  make  thee  as  Admah?  how  shall 
I  set  thee  as  Zeboim?   my    heart  is   turned   within   me,    my 
repentings   are  excited  together.     I  will  not  do  according  to  9 
the   fierceness    of  my   wrath,    I   will   not  return  to  destroy 
Ephraim:  for  I  am  God,   and  not  man;  the  Holy  One  in  the 
midst  of  thee:  and  I  will  not  come  destroyiugly.     They  shall  10 
walk  after  the  Eternal:   he  shall    roar   like   a    lion:    for  he 
shall  roar,    and   the    children    shall   tremblingly  hasten  forth 
from    the   west.     They    shall    tremblingly  hasten   forth  as  ail 
bird  out  of  Egypt,  and  as  a  dove  out  of  the  land  of  Assyria: 
and  1    will  restore  them  to  their  houses,  is   the  declaration  -^ 
of  the  Eternal.     Ephraim    compasseth    me    about    with    lies,  / 
and    the    house   of  Israel  with  deceit :    but  Judah  yet  ruleth 
with  God,  and  is  faithful  with  the  holy  ones.    Ephraim  feedeth  2 
on  wind,   and   pursueth   the   east   wind:    he  daily  iucreaseth 
falsehood  and  desolation ;  and  they  do  make  a  covenant  with 
Assyria ,    and    oil    is   carried   into   Egypt.     The   Eternal  hath  3 
also  a  quarrel  with  Judah,    and  will  punish  Jacob  according 
to  his  ways;  according  to  his  doings  will  he  recompense  him. 
He    took    his   brother  by   the  heel   in   the  belly,  and  in  his  4 
manhood  contended  with  god-like  beings:     Yea,  he  conteuded  5 
with  an  angel,  and  prevailed:  he  wept,  and  made  supplication 
unto  him:    in   Beth-el   he  would   find  him,    and  there  speak 
with   us ;    Even    the  Eternal    God    of  hosts ;    the  Eternal  is  6 
his  memorial.     Therefore  turn  thou  to  thy  God :    keep  mercy  7 
and  judgment,    and    wait  on   thy    God  continually.     He  is  as 
merchant,  the  balances  of  deceit  are  in  his  hand:    he  loveth 
to   do  wrong.     And  Ephraim  said,    Yet  I  am  become  rich,  1  9 
have  found  me  out  substance:    in    all  my    labours  they  shall 
find  none  iniquity  in  me  that  were  sin.     And   I  that    am  the  10 
Eternal  thy  God  from  the  land  of  Egypt    will  yet  make  thee 
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to  abide  in  tents,  as  in  days  of  an  appointed  season.    I  have  1 1 
also  spoken  by  the  prophets,    and   I  have  increased  visions, 
and   used   similitudes,    by    the   ministry   of  the  prophets.    If  12 
Gilead  be  unrighteousness,  surely  they  are  nothingness :  they 
sacrifice  those  of  the  herd  in  Gilgal;    yea,    their  altars  are 
as  heaps  of  stones  in  the  furrows  of  the  fields. 

HAFTARAH  OF  VAYETZE. 
HOSE  A  XII.   13-15.  XIII.   1—15.  XIV.  1-10. 

(According  to  the  Ashkcnasim.) 

And  Jacob  fled  into  the  country  of  Syria,  and  Israel  served  13 
for  a  wife,  and  for  a  wife  he  kept  sheep.     And  by  a  prophet  14 
the  Eternal  brought  Israel  out   of  Egypt,    and   by  a   prophet 
was  he   preserved.     Ephraim  provoked    him    to    anger    most  1 5 
bitterly:   therefore    shall   he   leave  his  blood  upon  him,   and-- 
his  disgrace  shall  his  Lord  return  unto  him.    When  Ephraim   ** 
spake  terror,   he   himself  rose  in   Israel;   but  when  he  was 
guilty  in  the  Baal ,  he  died.     And  now  they  continue  to  sin,  2 
and  have  made  them  molten  images  of  their  silver,  and  idols 
according  to  their  own  understanding,   all  of  it  the   work  of 
artificers:  they  say  of  them,  The  sacrificers  of  men  may  kiss 
calves.     Therefore   (hey  shall  be  as  the  morning  cloud,    and  3 
as  the  early   dew  that  passeth  away,    as  the   chaff  that  is 
driven  with  the  whirlwind  out  of  the  floor,  and  as  the  smoke 
out  of  the  aperture.     Yet  I   am   the   Eternal    thy    God    from  4 
the  land  of  Egypt,    and   thou   shalt   know  no    god   but    me: 
for  there  is  no  saviour  beside  me.     I   did   know  thee  in  the  5 
desert,   in   the   land   of  great   drought.     According   to   their  6 
pasture,  so  were  they  satisfied;  they  were  satisfied,  and  Iheir 
heart  was  exalted ;  therefore  have  Ihey  forgotten  me.     There-  7 
fore  I    will   be   unto   them   as   a  lion:   as  a   leopard  by  the 
way  will  I  view  them:     I  will  encounter  Ihem  as  a  bereaved  8 
bear,  and  will  break  the  lock  of  their  heart,  and  (here  will 
I  devour  them  like  a  lion:  the  animal  of  the  field  shall  tear 
them.     0   Israel,  thou   art   thine   own  corruption;  but  in  me  9 
is  thy  help.    I  will  be  thy  king:    where   is  any   other   that  io 
17  Vol.  I. 
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may  serve  thee  in  all  thy  cities;    and  thy  judges   of  whom 
thon  saidst ,    Give  me  a  king  and  officers  ?     I  gave   thee   a  1 1 
king  in  my  wrath,  and  took  him    away   in    my  indignation. 
The  iniquity  of  Ephraim  is  bound  up;   his    sin  is    hid.     The    , 
pangs  of  a^woman  at  birth  shall  come  upon  him  :    he  is  an 
unwise  son;   for  he  will  not  stand  any  time  at  the  breaking 
forth  of  children.     I  will  release  them  from  the  hand  of  the  1 4 
grave;   I  will  redeem  them  from  death:   0  death,  I   will   be 
thy  pestilence :  0  grave ,  I  will  be  thy  destruction :  repentance 
shall  be  screened  from   mine   eyes.     Though   he    be    fruitful  15 
among  his  brethren,   an  east  wind  shall  come,    the  wind  of 
the  Eternal  shall  come   up  from   the  desert,    and   his   spring 
shall   become   dry,    and  his    fouutain   shall   be    dried  up:   he-.* 
shall  spoil  the  treasure  of  every  vessel  of  pleasantness.    Sa-  j 
maria  became  guilty;   for  she  hath  rebelled  against  her  God: 
they  shall  fall  by  the  sword:   their  infants  shall  be  dashed 
in  pieces,    and    their  women  with  child  shall    be   ripped  up. 
0    Israel,    return   unto   the   Eternal    thy  God;   for  thou  hast 2 
stumbled  by  thine  iniquity.     Take  with  you  words,    and  turn  3 
to  the  Eternal:  say  unto  hiin,   Bear  with   every  iniquity,  and 
receive  us  graciously:  and  we  will  pay  the  bulls  vowed  with 
onr  lips.     Asshur    cannot   save    us;   we    will    not    ride  upon  4 
horses:   neither   will   we   say   any  more  to  the  work  of  our 
hands,   Ye  are  our  gods:   for   in  thee   the  fatherless  findeth 
mercy.     I  will  heal  their  backslidings,  I  will  love  them  freely:  5 
for  my   wrath  is    turned  away   from  him.     I  will  be  as  the  6 
dew  unto  Israel:  he  shall  blossom  as  the  lily,  and  strike  his 
roots   as  the  Lebanon.    His  branches   shall   spread ,    and  his  7 
beauty  shall  be  as  the  olive  tree,    and  his  smell  as  the  Le- 
banon.    They  that  abide  under  his  shadowT  shall  return :  they  8 
shall  revive  as  the  corn,   and  blossom  as  the  vine:  the  me- 
morial thereof  shall  be   as   the  wine  of  Lebanon.     Ephraim  9 
shall  say,    What  have  I  to  do  any  more  with  idols?  I  have 
answered  him,  and  viewed  him:   I  am  like  a  bushy  cypress. 
From    me  is    thy   fruit    found.     Who  is  wise,    and  he  shall  10 
onderstand  these  things?  discreet,  and  he  shall  know  them? 
for  the  ways  of  the  Eternal  are  right,  and  the  righteous  shall 
walk  in  them:  but  transgressors  shall  stumble  therein. 
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OBADIAH  I. 

The  vision  of  Obadiah.    Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal  concern- 1 
ing  Edoin ;  We  have  heard  a  report  from  the  Eternal ,   and  an 
ambassador  is  sent  forth  among  the  nations,  Arise  ye,  and  letos 
rise  np  against  her  in  the  war.    Behold,  I  have  made  thee  small  2 
among  the  nations:  thou  art  greatly  despised.    The  presumption  3 
of  thy  heart  hath  beguiled  thee,  thou  that  dwellest  in  the  clefts 
of  the  rock,  whose  habilation  is  high;  that  saith  in  his  heart, 
Who  shall  bring  me  down  to  the  earth?    Though  thou  exalt  thy-  4 
.self  as  the  eagle,  and  though  thou  put  thy  nest  among  stars, 
thence  will  I  bring  thee  down,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 
If  thieves  came  to  thee,  if  robbers  by  night  —  how  art  thou  struck  5 
dumb!  —  would  they  not  have  stolen  till  they  had  enough?  if 
grape  gatherers  came  to  thee,  would  they  not  leave  gleanings? 
How  are  the  things  of  Esau  searched  out !  how  are  his  hidden  6 
things  sought  up !    All  the  men  of  thy  covenant  have  sent  thee  7 
forth  to  the  boundary :  the  men  that  were  at  peace  with  thee  have 
beguiled  thee,  and  prevailed  against  thee;  they  that  eat  thy  bread 
have  laid  a  snare  under  thee :  there  is  none  understanding  in  him. 
Shall  I  not  in  that  day,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  even  8 
destroy  wise  men  out  of  Edom,  and  understanding  out  of  the 
mount  of  Esau?    And  thy  heroes,  0  Teinan,  shall  be  dismayed,  9 
to  the  end  that  every  one  of  the  mount  of  Esau  may  be  cut  off  by 
slaughter.    For  thy  violence  against  thy  brother  Jacob  shame  10 
shall  cover  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  cut  of  for  ever.    In  the  day  n 
that  thou  stoodest  opposite,  in  the  day  that  strangers  carried 
away  captive  his  forces ,  and  foreigners  came  into  his  gates,  and 
cast  lots  upon  Jerusalem,  even  thou  wast  as  one  of  them.     But  12 
thou  shalt  not  see  again  the  day  of  thy  brother,  the  day  that  he 
became  a  stranger;  neither  shalt  thou  rejoice  over  the  children 
of  Judah  in  the  day  of  their  destruction;    neither  shalt  thou 
open  wide  thy  mouth  in  the  day  of  distress.    Thou  shalt  not  13 
come  into  the  gate  of  my  people  in  the  day  of  thin r  calamity; 
yea,  thou  shalt  not  see  their  evil  in  the  day  of  their  calamity, 
nor  lay  hands  on  their  substance  in  the  day  of  their  calamity; 
Neither  shalt  thou  stand  in  the  crossway,  to  cut  off  those  of  his  14 
that  did  escape;  neither  shalt  thou  deliver  up  those  of  his  that 
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did  remain  in  the  day  of  distress.     For  the  day  of  the  Eternal  1 5 
is  near  upon  all  (he  nations:  as  thou  hast  done,   it  shall  be 
done  unto  thee;  thy  recompense  shall  return  upon  thy  head.  For  16 
as  ye  have  drunk  upon  the  mountain  of  my  holiness,  so  shall 
all  the  nations  drink  continually,   yea.   they  shall  driuk,  and 
they  shall   suck   up,   and  they  shall  be  as  though  they  had 
not  been.     But  upon  mount  Zion  shall  be  escape ,    and  there  1  7 
shall  be  holiness ;  and  the  house  of  Jacob  shall  possess  their 
possessions.     And   the    house  of  Jacob  shall  be  a  fire,    and  18 
the  house   of  Joseph  a    flame,    and  the  honse   of  Esau  for 
stubble,  and  they  shall  blaze  up  in  them,   and  devonr  them: 
and  there  shall  not  be  any  remaining  of  the  house  of  Esau ; 
for  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  it.     And  they  of  the  south  shall  1 9 
possess  the  mount  of  Esau;    and    they    of    the   lowland    the 
Philistines:    and   they    shall    possess   the    fields  of  Ephraim, 
and  the  fields  of  Samaria:  and  Benjamin  shall  possess  Gilead. 
And   the    exiles   of  this  force  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  20 
possess  that   of  the  Canaanites ,   even   unto    Zarephath ;    and 
the  exiles  of  Jerusalem,  who  are  in  Sepharad,  shall  possess 
the   cities    of  the    south.     And    saviours    shall   come   up  on  21 
mount   Zion   to  judge   the   mount   of  Esau;    and   the  royalty 
shall  be  unto  the  Eternal. 

HAFTARAH  OF  YAYESHEB. 

AMOS  II.  6—16.  III.  1-8. 

(If  the  first  Sabbath  of  Hanuca  should  fall  on  this  Sabbath, 
the  Haftarah  „Ronni  Vesimchee"  is  read.) 

Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;   For  three  transgressions  of  Israel  6 
and  for  four,    I   will    not   restore    it;  because  they  sold  the 
righteous    for   silver,    and    the    needy   for  a    pair   of  shoes; 
That  pant  after   the   dust   of  the  earth  on  the  head  of  the  7 
indigent,   and  turn  aside  the  way  of  the  meek:    and  a  man 
and  his  father  will  go  in  unto  the  girl,    in  order  to  profane 
the    name  of    my  holiness.     And   they   lay  themselves  down  8 
upon  pledged  garments  by  every  altar,    and    they    drink  the 
wine  of  the  amerced  in  the  house  of  their  god.     Yet  exter-  9 
minated  I  the  Amorite  before  them,    whose  height  was  like 
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the  height  of  cedars,  and  he  was  strong  as  the  oaks:  yet  I 
exterminated  his  fruit  from  above,  and  his  roots  from  beneath. 
Also  1  brought  you  up  from  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  led  you  10 
forty  years  through  the  desert,   to   possess  the   land   of  the 
Amorite.     And  I  established  of  your  sons   for  prophets,    and  1  1 
of   your    youths    for    Nazarites.     Is  it  not  even  thus,    0  ye 
children  of  Israel  ?    is    the    declaration   of  the  Eternal.     But  1 2 
ye  gave  the   Nazarites   wine  to   drink;    and   commanded  the 
prophets,  saying,  Prophesy  not.     Behnld,  1  am  pressed  under  13 
you,  as  a  waggon  is  pressed  that  is  full  of  sheaves.    Th.*re-14 
fore   the  flight  shall   perish  from  the  swift,    and  the  strong 
shall  not  strengthen  his  might,  neither  shall  the  hero  rescue 
his  life:     Neither  shall  he  stand  that  handleth  the  bow;  and  15 
he    that  is  swift  of  foot  shall  not  escape:   neither  shall  he 
that    rideth    the    horse   rescue    his  life.     And  he  that  is  ofi6 
firm  heart  anions-  the  heroes  shall    flee    away  naked  in  that 
day,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.     Hear  this  word  that*: 
the  Eternal  hath  spoken   against  you,    0  children   of  Israel, 
against  the  whole  family  which  I  brought   up  from  the  land 
of  Egypt,  saying,    You  only  have  I  known  of  all  the  families  2 
of    the    ground:    therefore    I    will    punish   you   for   all   your 
iniquities.     Can   two  walk  together,    except  they  be  agreed?  3 
Will  a  Lion  roar  in  the  forest,  when  he  hatli  no  prey?  will 4 
a  young  lion  cry  out  of  his  den,  if  he  have  taken  nothing? 
Can  a  bird  fall  in  a  trap  upon  the  earth ,  where  no  snare  is  5 
for  it?  shall  one  take  up  a  trap  from  the  ground,  and  have 
taken  nothing  at    all?     Shall  a  cornet  be  blown  in  the  city,  G 
and    the  people   not   tremble?    shall  there   be  evil  in  a  city, 
and  the  Eternal  hath  not   done  it?     Surely  the  Lord   Eternal  7 
will  do  nothing,  but  he  revealeth  his  secret  unto  his  servants 
the  prophets.    A  lion  hath  roared ,    who  will   not  fear  ?    the  $ 
Eternal  hath  spoken,  who  can  but  prophesy? 
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1   KINGS  III.   15-28.  IV.   1. 

(If  the  first  Sabbath  of  Hanuca  should  fall  on  this  Sab- 
bath, the  Haftarah  „Bonni  Vesimchec"  is  read;  but  if  it 
should  be  the  second  Sabbath,  the  Haftarah  „  Vayaas 
Hirom"  is  read.) 

And  Solomon  awoke;    and   behold  it  was    a   dream.     And  15 
he   came  to   Jerusalem,    and  stood  before  the  ark  of  the  co- 
venant   of   the   Eternal,    and   offered  up   burnt-offerings,   and 
offered  feast-offerings,    and  made  a  feast  to  all  his  servants. 
Then   came   there   two  women,   harlots,   uuto  the  king,    and  16 
stood  before  him.     And  the  one  woman  said,    0  my  lord,   117 
and  this  woman  abide  in  one  house;  and  I  was  delivered  of 
a  child  with  her  in  the  house.     And    it  came   to   pass,    the  18 
third  day  after  that  I   was  delivered,    that  this  woman  was 
delivered  also :  and  we  were  together :  there  was  no  stranger 
wilh  us  in  the  house,  save  we  two  in  the  house.     And  this  19 
woman's    child   died   in  the   night;   because  she   overlaid  it. 
And  she  arose  in  the  midst  of  the  night,    and    took  my  son  20 
from  beside  me,  while  thy  handmaid  slept,  and  laid  it  in  her 
bosom,    and  laid  her  dead   child  in  my  bosom.     And  when  121 
arose  in  the  morning  to  suckle  my  son,  behold,  he  was  dead; 
but  when  1  had  considered  him   in   the  morning,    behold,    it 
was  not  my  son  whom  I   did  bear.     And   the    other   woman  22 
said,    Nay:    but  the  living  is  my  son,    and  the  dead  is  thy 
son.     And  this  said,  No:   but  the  dead  is  thy  son,    and  the 
living  is  my  son.     Thus  they  spake  before   the   king.     Then  23 
said  the  king,  the  one  saith,  This  is  my  son  that  liveth,  and 
thy  son  is  the  dead:  and  the  other  saith,  Nay;  but  thy  son 
is   the  dead,    and  my  son  is  the  living.     And  the  king  said, 24 
Bring  me   a   sword.    And  they  brought  the  sword  before  the 
king.     And  the  king  said,    Cut    asunder   the   living   child  in  25 
two,  and  give  half  to  the  one,  and  half  to  the  other.    Then  26 
spake  the  woman  whose  the  living  child  was  unto  the  king, 
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for  her  compassion  was  excited  towards  her  son,  and  she 
said,  0  my  lord,  give  her  the  living  child,  and  in  no  wise 
put  it  to  death.  But  the  other  said,  Let  it  be  neither  mine 
nor  thine,  but  cut  it  asunder.  Then  the  king  answered  and  17 
said,  Give  her  the  living  child,  and  in  no  wise  put  it  to 
death:  she  is  the  mother  thereof.  And  all  Israel  heard  of 28 
the  judgment  which  the  king  hath  judged :  and  they  feared 
the  king;  for  they  saw  that  the  wisdom  of  God  was  in  him,  to 
do  judgment.     So  the  king  Solomon  was  king  over  all  Israel,  i

Say   unto   them,   Thus  saithig 

the  Lord  Eternal;   Behold,   I    will   take  the  stick   of  Joseph, 

which  is  in  the  hand  of  Ephraim,   and   the   tribes   of  Israel 

his  associates,   and  will  put  them  with  him,   even  with  the 

stick  of  Judah,  and  make  them  one  stick,  and  they  shall  be 

one  in  my  hand.     And  (he  sticks  whereon  thou  writest  shall  20 

be  in    thy  hand    before   their   eyes.     And  speak  unto  them,  21 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Behold ,  I  will  take  the  children 

of  Israel   from   among  the    nations,   whither  they  are  gone, 

and  will  gather  them  on  every  side,  and  bring  them  to  their 
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own  ground :     And  I  will  make  them   one  nation  in  the  land  22 
upon    the  mountains  of   Israel;    and  one   king  shall  be  king 
over  them  all;  and  they  shall  be  no  more  two  nations,  neither 
shall   they   be   divided  into   two    kingdoms   any  more  at  all: 
Neither   shall   they  pollute   themselves   any   more   with  their  23 
idols,  nor  with  their  detestable  things,  nor  with  any  of  their 
transgressions :    bnt  I  will  save  them  out  of  all  their  habita- 
tions, wherein  they  have  sinned,  and  I  will  cleanse  them:  so 
shall   they    be   my    people,    and    I   will   be  their  God.     And  24 
David    my    servant    shall    be   king   over  them ;    and   they  all 
shall  have  one  shepherd:  they  shall  also  walk  in  my  judgments, 
and    observe   my   ordinances,   and   do  them.     And  they  shall  25 
abide  in  the  land  that   I   have  given  unto  Jacob  my  servant, 
wherein    your    fathers    abode;    and   they   shall  abide  therein, 
even   they,   and   their  children ,    and  their  children's  children 
for  ever :    and    my    servant    David    shall  be   their  prince  for 
ever.     And   I    will  make  a  covenant  of  peace  with  them;   it  26 
shall  be  an  everlasling  covenant  with  them :  and  I  will  place 
them,    and  increase  them,    and  will  set  my  sanctuary  in  the 
midst  of  them  for  evermore.    My  dwelling  also  shall  be  with  27 
them :  yea ,  I  will  be  their  God ,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 
And    the   nations  shall  know   that  I  the  Eternal  do  sanctify  28 
Israel,    when   my    sanctuary    shall   be   in  the  midst  of  them 
for  evermore. 

HAFTARAH  OF  VAYCHEE. 
1   KINGS  II.  1  —  12. 
Now   the   days    of  David   approached   that  he  should  die  ■  i 
and  he  commanded  Solomon  his  son,   saying,   I  go  the  way  i 
of  all   the   earth:  be  thon  strong  therefore,    and  be  a  man; 
And  keep  the  charge  of  the  Eternal  thy  God ,    to   go   in  his  3 
ways,   to  keep  his  ordinances,    and  his  commandments,    and 
his  judgments,    and  his    testimonies,    as  it  is  written  in  the 
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law  of  Moses,   that  thou   mayest  act  wisely  in  all  that  thou 
doest,    and    whithersoever    thou    turnest    thyself;     That    the  4 
Eternal  may  establish  his  word,   which  he  spake  concerning 
me,  saying,   If  thy  children  keep  their  way,   to  walk  before 
me  in  truth  with  all  their  heart  and  with  all  their  soul,  there 
shall  not  fail  thee,  said  he,   a  man  on  the  throne  of  Israel. 
Moreover,  thou  knowest  also  what  Joab  the  son  of  Zeruiah5 
did  to  me,  and  what  he  did  to  the  two  officers  of  the  hosts 
of  Israel,  unto  Abner  the  son  of  Ner,    and    unto   Amasa  the 
son  of  Jether,  whom  he  slew,  and  shed  the  blood  of  war  in 
peace,  and  put  the  blood  of  war  in  his  girdle  that  was  about 
his  loins ,  and  in  his  shoes  that  were  on  his  feet.     Do  there-  6 
fore  according  to  thy  wisdom,   and  let  not  his  gray  hair  go 
down   to   the   grave  in  peace.     But  shew  kindness  unto  the  7 
sons  of  Barzillai  the  Gileadite,  and  let  them  be  of  those  that 
eat   at   thy   table:   for   so   they   approached    me  when  I  fled 
because   of  Absalom    thy   brother.     And,    behold,    thou  hast  8 
with  thee  Shimei  the  son  of  Gera,    a  Benjamite  of  Bahurim, 
and  he  execrated  me  with   a    grievous  execration  in  the  day 
when   I   went  to  Mahanaiin:    but  he  came  down  towards  me 
at   the   Jordan,    and  I  sware  to  him  by  the  Eternal,   saying, 
If  I  put  thee  to  death  with  the  sword.  .  .  .     Now  therefore  9 
hold  him  not  guiltless:  for  thou  art  a  wise  man,  and  know- 
est what  thou  oughtest  to  do  unto  him;  and  thou  shalt  bring 
down  his  gray  hairs  to  the  grave  with  blood.    So  David  lay  10 
with  his  fathers ,  and  was  buried  in  the  city  of  David.    And  1 1 
the   days   that  David   reigned    over  Israel   were   forty  years: 
in  Hebron  he  reigned  seven  years,  and  in  Jerusalem  he  reig- 
ned  thirty   and   three.     And  Solomon  sat  upon  the  throne  of  12 
David  his   father;    and  his  kingdom  was  established  greatly.

Shoot  and  rejoice,     0  daughter  of  Zion:   for,  lo,   I  come,  14 
and  I  will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  thee,   is  the  declaration   of 
the  Eternal.    And  many  nations  shall  be  joined  to  the  Eternal  15 
in    that   day,    and    shall    be  my  people:   and  I  will  dwell  in 
the  midst  of  thee,  and  thou  shalt  know  that  the  Eternal  of 
hosts  hath  sent  me  unto  thee.     And  the  Eternal  shall  inherit  16 
Judah  his  portion  on  the  ground  of  holiness,  and  shall  choose 
Jerusalem  again.     Hush,  0  all  flesh,  before  the  Eternal:   fori7 
he  is  awakened    out   of  the  habitation   of  his  ho-liness.     Andj 
he    showed   me   Joshua   the   high  priest  standing  before  the 
angel  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  obstructor  standing  at  his  right 
to  obstruct  him.    And   the   Eternal    said    unto  the   obstructor,  2 
The   Eternal    rebuke    thee,    0   obstructor;    even    the   Eternal 
that  hath  chosen  Jerusalem  rebuke  thee;  is  not  this  a  brand 
delivered  out  of  fire  ?     Now  Joshua  was  clothed  with  soiled  3 
garments ,   and    stood    before   the   angel.     And    he    answered  4 
and  spake  unto  those  that  stood  before  him,  saying,  Remove 
the  soiled  garments  from  him.     And  unto  him  he  said ,    Be- 
hold,  I  have  caused  thine  iniquity  to  pass  from  thee,    and  I 
will  clothe  thee  with  holiday  apparel.     And  I  said,  Let  them 
put  a  clean  hood  upon  his  head.     So  they  put  a  clean  hood  5 
upon  his  head,    and    clothed   him    with   garments.     And  the 
angel  of  the  Eternal  stood  by.     And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  6 
protested    unto   Joshua,    saying,    Thus   saith    the    Eternal  of 7 
hosts;     If  thou  wilt  walk  in  my  ways,  and  if  thou  wilt  keep 
my   charge,    then  thou  shalt  also  pronounce  judgment  on  my 
house,  and  shalt  also  keep  my  enclosures,    and    I  will  give 
thee  places  to  walk  among  these  that  stand  by.

0  Joshua  the  high  priest,  thou,  and  thy  fellows  that  sit  be- 
fore thee:  for  they  are  men  of  wonders:  for,  behold,  1  will 
bring  forth  my  servant  Tsemach.     For  behold  the  stone  that  9 

1  have  laid    before  Joshua;    upon   one   stone  shall  be  seven 
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eyes:  behold,  I  will  engrave  the  graving  thereof,  is  the  dec- 
laration  of  the  Eternal    of  hosts,    and  I  will    let  depart  the 
iniquity  of  that   land  in    one  day.     In  that  day,   is  the  dec-l<> 
laration  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts ,  shall  ye  call  every  man  his  4 
fellow   nnder   a    vine   and   nnder   a   fig  tree.     And  the  angel  i 
that  talked  with  me  returned,  and  waked  me,  as  a  man  that 
is  wakened  out  of  his  sleep,     And  said  unto  me,  What  seest  2 
thou?    And  I  said,    I   saw,   and  behold  a  candelabrum  all  of 
gold,   with  a  bowl  upon  the  top  of  it,    and  its  seven  lamps 
thereon,  and  seven  pipes  to  the  seven  lamps,  which  are  upon 
the   top   thereof:     And  two  olive  trees  by  it,    one  upon  the 3 
right   side   of  the  bowl ,    and    the    other    upon   the  left  side 
thereof.     So   I    answered   and    said  to  the  angel  that  talked  4 
with  me,  saying,  What  are  these,  my  lord?    Then  the  angel  5 
that   talked    with  me  answered   and  said   unto  me,   Knowest 
thou  not  what  these  are?  And  I  said,    No,   my  lord.     Then  6 
he  answered  and  said  unto  me,  as  follows,  This  is  the  word 
of   the    Eternal   unto  Zerubbabel,   saying,  Not  by  force,    nor 
by  strength,    but   by   my  spirit,   saith   the   Eternal  of  hosts. 
Who  art  thou ,    0  mountain   of  the  great  one  ?   before  Zerob-  7 
babel  thou  shalt  become  a  plain :  and  he  shall  bring  forth  the 
headstone  thereof  with  tumult,  crying,  Grace,   grace  unto  it. 
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1   KINGS  VII.  40-50. 
And   Hiram    made   the    lavers,    and    Ihe  shovels,   and   the  40 
basons.     So  Hiram  finished  doing  all  the  work  that  he  made 
for   the    king  Solomon  for  the   house   of  the  Eternal;     Two  41 
columns,   and   the   bowls   of  the   chapiters  that  were  on  the 
top  of  the  two  columns;  and  the  two  entwined  works,  to  cover 
the  two  bowls  of  the  chapiters  which  were  upon  the  top  of 
the    columns;     And    four  hundred   pomegranates  for  the  two  42 
entwined  works,  even  two  rows  of  pomegranates  for  one  ent- 
wined work,    to    cover  the   two  bowls  of  the  chapiters  that 
were  upon  the  columns:     And  the  ten  bases,  and  ten  lavers  43 
on  the  bases;     And  one  sea,  and  twelve  oxen  under  the  sea;  44 
And  the  pots,  and  the  shovels,  and  the  basons:  and  all  these  45 
vessels,   which   Hiram   made   to   king  Solomon  for  the  house 
of   the   Eternal,  were    of  polished  copper.     In  the  circuit  of 46 
the  Jordan  did  the  king  cast  them,  in  the  thick  of  the  ground, 
between  Succoth  and  Zarthan.     And  Solomon  left  all  the  ves-47 
sels  unweighed,  because  they  were  exceeding  many:   neither 
was    the    weight    of   the  copper  investigated.     And  Solomon  48 
made   all   the   vessels   that   pertained    unto  the   house  of  the 
Eternal:  the  altar  of  gold,  and  the  table  of  gold,  whereupon 
the  shew-bread  was,     And  the  candelabra  of  pure  gold,  five  49 
on    the   right  side,    and   five   on   the  left,  before  the  oracle 
with  the  blossoms,    and  the  lamps,  and  the  tongs,  of  gold; 
And    the   basons,    and  the  snuffers,   and  the  bowls,  and  the  50 
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spoons,  and  the  censers,  of  pure  gold:  and  the  hinges  of 
gold,  both  for  the  doors  of  the  inner  house,  the  most  holy 
place,  and  for  the  doors  of  the  house,  to  wit,  of  the  temple. 


READING  OF  THE  MAFTIR  FOR  SABBATH  ROSH  HODESH. 
NUMBERS  XXVIII.  9—15. 

And   on   the   sabbath   day   two  lambs  of  one  year  without  9 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil,   and  the  drink  offering  thereof.     This   is   the  burnt  10 
offering  of  every  sabbath  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering, 
and  its  drink  offering. 

And    in  the    beginnings   of  your   months  ye   shall  offer  all 
burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal;    two   young  bullocks,    and  one 
ram,   seven   lambs   of  one  year  without  blemish;     And  three  12 
tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  oil,  for  one 
bullock:  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil,    for  one  rain;     And    a  several    tenth  deal    of  flour  13 
mingled  with  oil  for  an  oblation  to  the  one  lamb,  for  a  burnt 
offering   of  a   pleasing  odour,    a  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal. 
And   their   drink    offerings   shall   be  half  a  hin  of  wine  to  a  1 4 
bullock,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  to  a  ram,  and  a  fourth 
part  of  a  hin  to  a  lamb :  this  is  the  burnt  offering  of  every 
mont  in   its  month  throughout  the  months  of  the  year.     And  15 
one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering   to   the  Eternal  shall 
be  offered,  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering,  and  its  drink 
offering. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SABBATH  ROSH  HODESH. 
ISAIAH  LXVI. 

Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  The  heaven  is  my  throne,  and  the  l 
earth    is   my  footstool :   were  is   a  house  that  ye  build  onto 
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me?  and  where  is  a  place  for  my  rest?     For  all  those  things  2 
hath  my  hand  made,  and  all  those  things  have  been,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal:  bat  to  this  man  will  I  look,  even 
to   him   that   is  poor  and  of  a  contrite  spirit,    and  trembleth 
at  my  word.     He  that  slaughtered  one  of  the  herd  is  as  if  3 
he  smote  a  man;  he  that  sacrificeth  one  of  the  flock,  as  if 
he  broke  a  dog's  nape  of  the  neck ;  he  that  offereth  an  ob- 
lation ,  as  if  he  offered  swine's  blood ;  he  that  burneth  incense 
as  if  he  blessed  iniquity:    yea,   they   have  chosen  their  own 
ways,  and  their  soul  is  pleased  in  their  abominations.    I  also  4 
will  choose  their  delusions,   and   will  bring  their  dread  upon 
them;  because  when  I  called,  none  did  answer;  when  I  spake, 
they    did  not   hear:    but  they  did  the  evil  before  miue  eyes, 
and  choose  that  in  which  1  was  not  pleased.    Hear  the  word  5 
of  the  Eternal,   ye  that  tremble  at  his  word:    Your  brethren 
that  hated  you,  that  cast  you  out  for  my  name's  sake,  said, 
Let  the  Eternal  be  glorified,  that  we  may  see  your  rejoicing, 
and  they  shall  be  ashamed.     A  voice  of  noise  from  the  city,  6 
a  voice  from  the  temple,  a  voice  of  the  Eternal  that  rendereth 
recompense  to  his  enemies.    Before  she  travailed ,  she  brought  7 
forth ;  before  her  anguish  came ,  she  was  delivered  of  a  male 
child.     Who  hath  heard  such  a  thing?   who  hath  seen  such  8 
things?    Shall   a    land   be   made   to   travail    in    one  day?    or 
shall  a    nation    be    born    at    once,     that    Zion    should    have 
travailed,    and    also    brought    forth   her    children?      Shall    1 9 
bring    to    the   birth,    and    not    cause    to    bring   forth?    saith 
the    Eternal:    shall     I    who    causeth    to    bring    forth,    shut 
the   womb?    saith    thy    God.      Rejoice    ye    with    Jerusalem,  10 
and  be  glad  with  her   all   ye  that  love  her;    rejoice  for  joy 
with    her,    all   ye   that   mourn  for  her:     That  ye  may  suck,  11 
and   be   satisfied  with  the  breasts  of  her  consolations;    that 
ye  may   drain,  and   be  delighted  with  the  abundance  of  her 
glory.     For  thus   saith    the    Eternal,   Behold,   I   will  extend  12 
peace   to   her  like   a  river,  and  the  glory  of  nations  like  an 
overflowing  brook,  then  shall  ye  suck;  ye  shall  be  born  opon 
her  sides,  and  be  dandled  npon  her  knees.   Like  a  man  whom  13 
19  Vol.  I. 
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his  mother  comforteth,   so  will  I  comfort  you;   and  ye  shall 
be    comforted   in   Jerusalem.     And   when    ye    see  this,    your  14 
heart  shall  rejoice,  aud  your  bones  shall  flourish  like  sprouts; 
and    the    hand   of  the  Eternal   shall   be   known   towards  his 
servants,  and  be  indignant  at  his  enemies.     For,  behold,  the  15 
Eternal  will  come  with  the  fire,  and  with  his  chariots  like  a 
whirlwind,    to   render  his  wrath  wilh  fury,    and  his  rebuke 
with  flames  of  fire.     For  by  fire  and  by  his  sword  will  the  1 6 
Eternal  plead  with  all  flesh;  and  the  slain  of  the  Eternal  shall 
be  many.    They   that   sanctify  themselves,    and   purify  them- 17 
selves  in  the  gardens,   behind  one  tree  in  the  midst,   eatiug 
swine's  flesh,  and  the  abomination,  and  the  mouse,  shall  be 
swept  away  together,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.    For  18 
I  know  their  works  and  their  thoughts:  the  time  shall  come, 
that  I   will   gather   all   nations   and  tongues;  and  they  shall 
come,  and  see  my  glory.    And  I  will  set  a  sign  among  them,  19 
and   I   Mill   send   forth  from   among   them  fugitives  unto  the 
nations,  to  Tarshish,  Pul,  and   Lud,  that  draw  the  bow,   to 
Tubal   and  Javan,    to  the  maritime  settlements  afar  off,    that 
have  not  heard  my  fame,   neither  have  seen   my  glory;   and 
they   shall   declare   my   glory  among   the  nations.     And  they  20 
shall  bring  all  your  brethren  for  an  oblation  unto  the  Eternal, 
out  of  all  nations,  upon  the  horses,  and  in  the  chariots,  and 
in  the  litters,  and  upon  the  mules,  and  upon  the  dromedaries, 
to  the  mountain  of  my  holiness,  Jerusalem,  saith  the  Eternal, 
as  the  children  of  Israel  bring  the  oblation  in  a  clean  vessel 
into  the  house  of  the  Eternal.     And  I  will  also  take  of  them  21 
for  the  priests,  and  for  the  Levites,  saith  the  Eternal.     For 22 
as  the  new  heavens  and  the  new  earth,   which  I  will  make, 
shall  remain  before  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ,  so 
shall  your  seed  and  your  name  remain.     And  it  shall  come  to  23 
pass,    that  from  new  moon  to  new  moon,   and  from  Sabbath 
to  Sabbath,   shall  all  flesh  come   to  prostrate  themselves  be- 
fore  me,   saith   the   Eternal.     And  they  shall  go  forth,    aud  24 
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see  the  carcases  of  the  men  that  have  transgressed  against 
me;  for  their  worm  shall  not  die,  neither  shall  their  fire  go 
oat :  and  they  shall  be  an  abhorring  onto  all  flesh.

HAFTARAH  OF  EREB  ROSH  HODESH. 
1   SAMUEL  XX.   18—42. 

Then  Jonathan  said  to  him,  To-morrow  is  the  new  moon;  18 
and   thou   shalt   be  missed,    because  thy  seat  will  be  empty. 
And  after  to-morrow  thon  shalt  go   down  quickly,   and  come  19 
to  the  place  where  thou  wast  hidden  on  the  day  of  the  work, 
and  shalt  abide  by  the  stone  Ezel.    And   I  will   shoot  three  20 
arrows  towards  the  side  thereof,  as  though  I  shot  at  a  mark. 
And,   behold,   I  will  send  the  lad,  saying,     Go  find  out  the 21 
arrows.     If  I  expressly  say  unto  the  lad,  Behold,  the  arrows 
are   on   this    side   of  thee,    lay  hold  of  him  and  come:    for 
there  is  peace  to  thee,   and   no  hurt;    as  the  Eternal  liveth. 
But  if  I  say  thus  unto  the  yonng  man,    Behold,   the  arrows  22 
are   beyond   thee;    go  thy  way:    for   the    Eternal  hath  sent 
thee  away.     And    as    touching   the  thing  which   thou  and  1 23 
have  spoken  of,  behold,    the  Eternal   be   between    thee   and 
me    for  ever.     So  David  hid  himself  in  the  field :    and  when  24 
the  new  moon  was  come,  the  king  sat  him  down  to  eat,    As  25 
at  other  times,  even  upon  a  seat  at  the  wall:  and  Jonathan 
arose,  and  Abner  sat  by  Saul's  side,  and  David's  place  was 
empty.     Nevertheless,  Saul  spake  not  anything  that  day:  for 26 
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he  thought,   It  is    a  casualty,  he  is  Dot  clean;    surely  he  is 
not  clean.     And   it    came   to    pass  on  the  secoud  morrow  of  27 
the  new  moon,  that  David's  place  was  empty:  and  Saul  said 
unto  Jonathan   his  son,     Wherefore  cometh   not  the  son    of 
Jesse  to  meat,  neither  yesterday  nor  to-day?     And  Jonathan  28 
answered  Saul,    David   earnestly  asked  leave  of  me  to  go  to 
Bethlehem:     And  he  said,  Let  me  go,  pray,    for  we  have  a  2d 
family   sacrifice    in   the    city,    and  my  brolher  he  hath  com- 
manded me  to  be  there;  and  now,   if  I  have  found  favour  iu 
thine  eyes,   let  me  get  away,    pray,    and    see    my    brethren: 
therefore  he  cometh  not   unto  the  king's  table.     Then  Saul's  30 
wrath  glowed  against  Jonathan;  and  he  said  unto  him,  Thou 
son  of  perverse  rebelliousness,  do  not  I  know  that  thou  hast 
chosen  the  son  of  Jesse  to  thine  own  shame,    and  unto  the 
shame   of  thy  mother's  nakedness?    For  as  long  as  the  son  31 
of  Jesse  liveth  upon  the  ground,  thou  shall  not  be  established, 
nor   thy    kingdom.     Wherefore  now  send  and  fetch  him  unto 
me,   for  he   shall    surely    die.     And  Jonathan  answered  Saul  32 
his  father,  and  said  unto  him,    Wherefore  shall  he  be  put  to 
death?   what  hath   he  done?     And  Saul  hurled  the  spear  at  33 
him  to  smite  him:  whereby  Jonathan  knew  that  it  was  deter- 
mined  of  his    father  to   put   David  to    death.     So  Jonathan  34 
arose   from  the   table   in  fierce  wrath,   and  did  eat  no  meat 
the  second  new  moon  day:  for  he  was  pained  for  David,  for 
his  father  had  put  him  to  shame.     And    it  came   to  pass  iu  35 
the  morning,   that  Jonathan   went   out  into  the  field,    at  the 
time  appointed  with  David,   and  a  little  lad  with  him.     And  36 
he  said  unto  his  lad,  Run,  find  out  now  the  arrows  which  I 
shoot.     And,    as   the  lad  ran,   he  shot  an  arrow,  causing  it 
to  pass  him.     And  when    the   lad  was  come  to  the  place  of  37 
the   arrow   which   Jonathan    had   shot,    Jonathan  called  alter 
the    lad,    and    said,    Is    not   the   arrow    beyond   thee?    And  38 
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Jonathan  cried  after  the  lad.  Quickly,  make  speed,  stand  not. 
And  Jonathan's    lad   collected   the    arrows,    and   came  to  his 

39  lord.     But   the   lad    knew   not  any  thing-:    only  Jonathan  and 

40  David  knew  the  thing-.     And  Jonathan  gave   his  vessels  unto

Thou  art,  Eternal,  our  God,  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  and 
in  the  highest  heavens;  Truly  thou  art  the  first,  and  thou 
art  the  last,  and  besides  thee  there  is  no  God.  0  gather 
those  who  hope  in  thee,  from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth 
that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  may  recognize  and 
acknowledge  that  thou  alone  art  God  over  all  the  Realms  of 
earth.  Thoo  hast  created  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  the  sen 
and  all  that  is  therein.  Who  amongst  all  the  works  of  thy 
hand    above    or   below   can    say  to  thee.  What  doest  thou? 
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Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  we  beseech  thee:  show  mercy 
unto  us  for  the  sake  of  thy  great  name  which  has  been 
conferred  upon  us  and  fulfil  unto  us,  0  Eternal  our  God 
what  is  written.  „At  that  time  will  I  restore  you,  at  the  time 
when  I  will  assemble  you  I  will  give  you  a  name  and  a 
glory  amongst  all  the  people  of  the  earth,  when  I  bring 
back  your  captives  before  your  eyes  saith  the  Lord." 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying.  Thou  shaft  also 
make  a  laver  of  copper,  and  its  frame  also  of  copper,  to 
wash  withal :  and  thou  shalt  put  it  between  the  appointed 
tent  and  the  altar,  and  thou  shalt  put  water  therein.  For 
Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  wash  their  hands  and  their  feet 
thereat :  When  they  come  into  the  appointed  tent,  they  shall 
wash  with  water,  that  Ihey  die  not;  or  wrhcn  Ihey  come 
near  to  the  altar  to  minister,  to  cause  an  offering  made  by 
fire  to  ascend  in  fumes  to  the  Eternal.  So  they  shall  wash 
their  hands  and  Iheir  feet,  that  they  die  not:  and  it  shall 
be  a  statute  for  ever  to  them,  even  to  him  and  to  his  seed 
throughout  their  generations.  And  the  priest  shall  put  on 
his  linen  robe,  and  his  linen  breeches  shall  he  put  upon 
his  flesh,  and  take  up  the  ashes  which  the  fire  hath 
consumed  —  the  burnt  offering  on  the  altar,  and  he  shall  put 
fhern  beside  the  altar.  And  he  shall  put  off  his  garments 
and  put  on  other  garments,  and  bring  out  the  ashes  without 
fhe  camp  to  a  clean  place. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Command  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,  My  offerring,  my  bread 
for  my  fire  offerings  for  a  pleasing  odour  to  me,  shall  ye 
keep  to  ofTer  to  me  in  its  appointed  season.  And  thon 
shalt  say  to  them,  This  is  the  fire  offering  which  ye  shall 
offer  to  the  Eternal;  two  lambs  of  one  year  without  blemish, 
for  every  day,  for  a  continual  burnt  offering.  The  one  lamb 
shalt  thou  offer  in  the  morning,  and  the  other  lamb  shalt 
thou   offer    at   even;   And   a   tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  flour 
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for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of 
beaten  oil.  It  is  a  continual  burnt  offering,  ordained  in 
mount  Sinai  for  a  pleasing  odour,  a  flre  offering  to  the 
Eternal.  And  the  drink  offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth 
part  of  a  hin  for  the  one  lamb:  in  the  holy  place  shalt 
thou  cause  the  strong  drink  to  be  poured  to  the  Eternal 
for  a  drink  offering.  And  the  second  lamb  shalt  thou  offer 
at  even:  as  the  oblation  of  the  morning,  and  as  the  drink 
offering  thereof,  thou  shalt  offer  it,  a  flre  offering  of  a 
pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal. 

And  he  shall  slaughter  it  on  the  side  of  the  altar  northward 
before  the  Eternal :  aud  the  priests,  Aarons  sons,  shall  sprinkle 
its  blood  round  about  the  altar. 

Thou  art  the  Eternal,  our  God,  before  whom  our  ancestor* 
offered  incense  whilst  thy  holy  temple  was  standing,  as  thou 
didst  command  them  by  the  hands  of  Moses,  thy  prophet, 
as  it  is  written  in  thy  law. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Take  to  thee  aromatics, 
stacte,  and  onycha,  and  galbanum;  these  aromatics  with  pore 
frankincense :  let  each  be  taken  separately.  And  thou  shalt 
make  it  an  incense,  a  compound  after  the  work  of  the 
compounder,  tempered  together,  pure  for  holiness:  And  thou 
shalt  rub  some  of  it  very  small,  and  put  of  it  before  the 
testimony  in  the  appointed  tent,  where  I  will  be  met  by  thee: 
it  shall  be  to  yoa  most  holy.  And  it  is  said:  And  Aaron- 
shall  cause  incense  of  aromatics  to  ascend  thereon  In  fumes 
every  morning:  when  he  trimmeth  the  lamps  he  shall  cause 
it  to  ascend  in  fumes.  And  when  Aaron  lighteth  the  lamps 
at  even  he  shall  offer  incense  there  shall  be  a  perpetual 
Incense  before  the  Eternal  troughont  your  generations. 
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0  Lord  we  beseech  thee  to  loosen,  with  the  great ness; 
of  thy  powerful  hand,  those  that  are  fettered  in  captivity. 
Accept  the  cry  of  thy  people;  clean  and  purify  us,  0  thou 
who  art  tremendous!  0  most  powerful  God!  we  bpseech  thee 
to  preserve,  as  the  apple  of  the  eye,  those  that  seek  thee, 
thou  art  God  alone.  Bless  and  purify  them  continually,  reward 
them  according  to  thy  righteousness.  Thou  who  art  most 
mighty  and  holy;  guide  thy  people  with  thy  abundant  mercy. 
Thou,  who  art  God  alone,  and  most  mercifull  behold  thy  people, 
who  continually  praise  thy  holiness.  Accept  our  prayers,  and 
give  ear  to  our  cries,  0  Thou  to  whom  all  secrets  are  known. 

Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for 
ever  and  ever. 

And  on  the  sabbath  day  two  lambs  of  one  year,  without 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil  and  the  drink  offering  thereof.  This  is  the  burnt 
ottering  of  every  sabbath  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering, 
and  its  drink  offering. 

On  Rosh  Hodeah,  the  following  is  added; 

And  in  the  beginnings  of  your  months  ye  shall  offer  a 
burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal;  two  young  bullocks,  and  one 
ram,  seven  lambs  of  one  year,  without  blemish;  And  three 
tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  oil,  for 
one  bullock:  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation, 
mingled  with  oil,  for  one  ram;  And  a  several  tenth  deal  of 
flour  mingled  with  oil  for  an  oblation  to  the  one  lamb,  for 
a  burnt  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal.  And  their  drink  offerings  shall  be  half  a  hin  of 
wine  to  a  bullock,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  to  a  ram, 
and  a  fourth  part  of  a  hin  to  a  lamb:  this  is  the  burut 
offering  of  every  month  in  its  month  throughout  the  mouths 
of  the  year.  And  one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering 
to  the  Eternal  shall  be  offered,  besides  the  continual  burnt 
offering,  and  its  drink  offering. 
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On  putting  on  the  Arbah  kanfos  is  said. 
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The    Reader    chants    the  first  verse,  and  the  congregation 
the  next,  which  is  observed  thronsrhont  the  hymn.  — 
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27  Unity  Hymn  for  the  Sabbath.

Of  old  thou  didst  rest  on  the  seventh  day,  and  thenceforth 
didst  thou  proclaim  the  Sabbath  day  blessed.  Each  work 
of  thine  is  ready  to  praise  thee,  whilst  thy  pious  ones  will 
extol  thee  all  their  days.  Blessed  be  thou,  0  Eternal!  the 
Creator  of  every  thing,  The  ever-living  God,  the  everlasting 
King.  For,  from  old  thy  abundant  heavenly  grace  was 
extended  over  thy  servants.  On  the  Egyptians  didst  thou 
commence  to  show,  that  thou  art  greatly  exalted  above  all 
Gods,  when  thou  didst  prove  them,  that  there  God  whom 
they  served  was  so  pitifully  weak.  When  thou  didst  divide 
the  Red  Sea,  thy  chosen  people  saw  thy  power  and  were 
seized  with  awe.  Thou  didst  lead  thy  people  to  make  unto 
thyself  a  glorious  name,  to  display  thy  greatness.  And  thou 
spokest  with  them  from  heaven,  and  the  clouds  also  dropped 
water.  Thou  hadst  regard  unto  their  course  all  through 
the  wilderness,  in  a  waste  land,  over  which  no  mortal  foot 
had  passed.  Thou  gavest  to  thy  people  bread  from  heaven, 
furnisheth  abundant  flesh  like  dust,  and  incessant  water  from 
the  rock.  Thou  didst  expel  peopled  natious  from  their  land, 
and  didst  give  the  soil,  to  thy  sacred  people  as  an  inheri- 
tance. That  they  observe  with  care  thy  statutes  and  thy 
laws,  thy  words,  0  Eternal!  words  as  pure  as  their  source; 
And  they  were  fed  by  bounteous  hand  with  fat  pasture, 
and  oil  gushed  from  the  flinty  rock  like  a  fountain.  And  when

The  House  of  Israel  and  all  who  fear  the  Lord,  shall  honour, 
and  thankfully  praise  thy  name,  0  Eternal.  Even  as  thy 
"benefits  have  been  so  richly  showerd  unto  the  former  gene- 
rations, grant  them  now  to  us  and  Ours  for  ever  and  ever. 
Delight  in  ns,  0  Eternal!  we  beseech  thee,  as  thou  wert 
wont  to  rejoice  over  our  fathers.  Do  increase  our  numbers, 
and  do  good  to  us.  and  never  ceasing  prayers  shall  reveal 
our  gratitude  unto  thee.  0  Lord,  Build  up  soon  thy  city, 
which  is  called  by  thy  name.  Raise  the  growing  power  of 
David  once  more  therein  and  choose  it  as  the  spot  where 
thou  wilt  dwell  0  Lord,  unto  everlasting.  Offerings  of 
righteousness  will  we  there  sacrifice,  and  our  meat-offerings 
find  acceptance  unto  thee  as  of  old.  Bless  also  thy  people 
with  the  light  of  thy  countenance  for  they  will  prove  their 
chief  delight  to  fulfill  thy  will.  Thou  decreest  the  granting 
of  each  wish  of  ours,  do  look  down  and  graciously  behold 
that  we  are  thy  people.  It  was  thon  who  first  selected  us 
as  thy  peculiar  treasure,  and  may'st  thou  show  blessings 
on  thy  people  without  measure,  Selah!  And  for  ever  will 
'we  pronounce  thy  praise,  and  we  will  extol  thy  glorious 
name.  By  thee  thy  people  shall  be  blessed,  for  whomsoever 
Thou  blessest  is  blessed  indeed.  And  whilst  I  live  will  1 
praise  my  Creator,  will  bless  thee  everlastingly  throughout 
my  span  of  days.  Yea  let  the  name  of  the  Lord  be  blessed 
for  ever,  from  elernity  to  eternity. 

As  it  is  written:  Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  God  of  Israel. 
for  ever  and  ever.  And  all  the  people  responded :  Amen ! 
anil  praise  unto  the  Eternal !  Daniel  then  answering  thus, 
did  say:  Let  the  name  of  God  be  blessed  for  ever  and  ever, 
for  his  are  wisdom  and  might.  And  as  it  is  farther  said: 
And  the  Levites  said,  Jeshua  and  Kadmicl,  Boni,  Hashhabniah, 
Sherebiah.    Ilodiah    and    Pettachiah  exclaimed :    Arise !    bless 
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The  Ark   is  opened,   and  the   following  hymn  is  repeated  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  former.

But  through  thy  prophets,  thy  trusty 
servants,  thou  hast  brought  to  view  the  glorious  honour 
of  thy  majesty.  Thy  greatness  and  thy  power,  they  estimated 
after  thy  powerful  doings.  They  compared  thee,  but 
not  according  to  thy  actual  Being,  and  they  likened  thee 
according  to  thy  works.  In  countless  visions  did  they  pre- 
sent thee,  yet  thon  wert  but  One  amidst  all.  They  saw  thee 
in  age  and  youth,  the  hair  of  thy  head  in  snowy  white  or 
locks  of  jet.

'he  earth,  blessed  be  he,  who  hath  commiseration  on  his 
creatures,  blessed  be  he,  who  rewards  with  a  goodly  recom- 
pense those  who  revere  him.  Blessed  be  he.  who  liveth  for 
ever  and  existeth  for  Evermore.  Blessed  be  he,  who  redeemeth 
and  delivereth  blessed  be  his  name.  Blessed  art  thou.  0 
Eternal  our  God!  King  of  the  Universe,  Allmighty  and 
merciful  Father  whose  glory  is  in  the  mouth  of  his  people, 
whose  praise  is  lauded  by  his  pious  ones  and  servants,  with 
the  songs  of  David  thy  servant  will  we  praise  thee,  Eternal 
our  God  with  songs  of  praise  and  Hymns  will  we  exalt, 
magnify,  and  glorify  thee,  do  homage  to  thy  name  and 
acknowledge  thy  Kingdom  Our  God,  sole  Being,  Eternal 
One.  0  Lord,  praised  and  glorified  be  thy  great  name  for 
evermore.  Blessed  art  thou  0  Eternal !  King,  adored  with 
songs  of  praise. 

Give  thanks  unto  the  Eternal;  invoke  his  name;  make 
known  his  deeds  among  the  people.  Sing,  and  chant  hymns 
unto  him!  proclaim  ye  all  his  wondrous  works.

Let  the 
ocean  roar,  and  the  fulness  thereof;  let  the  field,  and  all 
that  is  therein,  rejoice.  Then  shall  the  Trees  of  the  forest 
shout  for  joy,  because  of  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  for  he 
cometh  to  judge  the  earth.  0  give  thanks  unto  the  Eternal. 
for  he  is  ever  kind,  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  And 
say  ye,  Save  us.  0  God  of  our  salvation  and  gather  and 
deliver  us  from  the  nations  that  we  may  give  thanks  to  thy 
holy  name,  and  glory  in  thy  praise.

0  Eternal!  show  us  thy  mercy  and  grant  us  thy  salvation. 
Arise    unto    our    aid,    and    redeem    us   for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

1  am  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt:  open  wide  thy  mouth,  and  1  shall  fill  it. 
Happy  the  people  who  are  thus  favoured;  happy  the  people 
whose  God  is  the  Eternal.  And  I,  I  do  trust  in  thy  mercy, 
my  heart  delighteth  in  thy  salvation.  I  will  sing  unto  the 
Eternal,  for  he  hath  manifested  grace  unto  me. 
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To  the  chief  Mnsican,  a  Psalm  of  David.  The  heavens 
declare  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  high  expanse  declareth 
{he  works  of  his  hands.  Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech;  and 
night  onto  night  proelaimeth  knowledge.  There  is  no  speech, 
there  are  no  words,  no  voice  is  to  be  heard :  Vet  their 
melody  extendeth  throughout  all  the  world  and  to  the  end 
of  the  Universe  their  word.  For  the  sun  he  hath  set  a 
tabernacle  among-  them,  and  he  like  a  bride  groom  goeth 
forth  from  out  his  bridal-chamber,  and  rejoiceth  like  a 
mighty  man,  to  run  his  course.  From  the  end  of  the  heavens 
is  his  going  forth,  and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  thereof, 
and  there  is  nothing  sheltered  from  his  glowing  heat.

From  secret  sins  do  thou  cleanse  me.  From  presumptions 
ones  withhold  thy  servant,  let  them  not  have  dominion 
over  me.  Then  shall  1  be  upright,  and  free  from  great 
transgressions.  May  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  medi- 
tations of  my  heart  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Eternal, 
my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer. 

A  Psalm  of  David,  when  he  feigned  insanity  before  Abiinelech, 
who  then  drove  him  away,  and  he  departed.  I  will  bless 
the  Eternal  at  all  times;  his  praise  shall  constantly  be  in 
my  mouth.  My  soul  shall  boast  in  the  Eternal;  the  afflicted 
shall  hear  it  and  rejoice.  0  magnify  the  Eternal  with  me, 
let  us  extol  his  name  together.  I  sought  the  Eternal,  and 
he  did  answer  me,  and  delivered  me  from  all  my  fears. 
Those  that  looked  unto  him  were  enlightened,  and  their 
faces  were  not  brought  into  disgrace.  This  poor  man  hath 
cried  and  the  Eternal  heard  him,    and    saved   him   from    his 
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distress.  The  angel  of  the  Eternal  encampeth  round  about 
those  that  fear  him,  and  delivers  them.  0  try  ye,  and  see 
that  the  Eternal  is  good,  happy  is  the  man  that  trnsteth 
in  him.  Fear  the  Eternal,  ye  his  holy  ones  for  there  is  no 
want  to  those  who  fear  him.  Young  lions  do  lack  and  suffer 
hanger,  but  they  who  seek  the  Eternal  shall  not  want  what 
is  gdod.  Come  ye  children,  hearken  unto  me,  I  will  teach 
yon  the  fear  of  the  Eternal.  Who  is  the  man  that  delighteth 
in  life,  and  loveth  many  days,  to  experience  happiness? 
Guard  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips  from  speaking  guile. 
Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good;  seek  peace  and  pursue  it. 
The  eyes  of  the  Eternal  are  upon  the  righteous  and  his 
ears  are  open  unto  their  cry.  But  the  anger  of  the  Eternal 
is  fixed  upon  those  who  do  evil,  to  cut  off  their  memery 
from  the  earth.  They  cry,  and  the  Lord  heareth,  and  de- 
livereth  them  from  all  their  tribulations.  The  Eternal  is  nigh 
nnto  the  broken  hearted,  and  will  save  those  who  are  of 
contrite  spirit.  Many  are  the  afflictions  of  the  righteous,  but 
the  Eternal  will  deliver  him  from  them  all.  He  guardeth 
all  his  bones,  so  that  none  of  them  is  broken.  Evil,  slayeth 
the  wicked  man,  and  they  who  hate  the  righteous  shall 
not  escape  penance.  The  Eternal  redeemelh  the  soul  of  hb 
servants,   and   all  who   trust  in  him  shall  not  be  condemned. 

A  Prayer  of  Moses,  the  man  of  God.  0  Lord,  thou  hast 
been  a  refuge  unto  us  from  generation  to  generation.  Beforr 
the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  ere  thou  hadst  formtV, 
the  Universe,  from  eternity  unto  eternity,  thou  art  God. 
Thou  reducest  men  unto  contrition,  and  sayest:  Return,  ye 
children  of  man.  For  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but 
as  yesterday,  when  it  is  passed,  and  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 
Thou    carriest   them    away,    whilst    they  are   asleep,  in  the 
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momiDg  they  are  like  grass  which  sprouteth.  In  the  morning 
it  bloometh  and  groweth;  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down 
and  withered.  For  we  are  consumed  in  thy  anger  and 
Troubled  by  thy  wrath.  Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before 
thee,  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance.  For 
all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath,  we  consume 
our  years  like  idle  talk.  The  days  of  our  years  are  seventy 
years,  but  if  in  vigour  they  reach  eighty,  their  pride,  but 
labour  and  sorrow,  for  it  is  soon  cut  off  and  we  flee  away.  Who 
knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger,  even  according  to  thy 
fear,  so  is  thy  wrath.  Teach  us  so  to  number  our  days,  that 
we  may  apply  our  hearts  to  wisdom.  Return,  0  Eternal, 
how  long  shall  it  last  yet?  and  have  mercy  on  thy  servants. 
Satisfy  us  each  morning  with  thy  mercy;  that  we  may  rejoice 
,ind  be  glad  all  cur  days.  Let  us  rejoice,  according  to  the 
lays  wherein  thou  bast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein 
we  have  seen  evil.  Let  thy  work  be  visible  unto  thy  servants 
and  thy  glory  unto  their  children.  May  the  tender  mercy  of  the 
Eternal  our  God  be  upon  us  and  conlinn  the  work  of  our  hands 
unto  us.  and  the  work  of  our  hands  do  thou  establish  it.

Ye  that  fear  the 
Eternal,  bless  the  Eternal!  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  from  Zion, 
who  dwelleth  in  Jerusalem.  Hallelujah!

Praise  ye  the  Lord;  for  it  is  good  to  sing  praises  unto 
onr  God;  for  it  is  pleasant,  psalmodies  are  agreeable  unto 
him.  The  Eternal  doth  build  up  Jerusalem,  the  outcasts  of 
Israel  doth  he  gather  together.  It  is  He!  who  healeth  the 
broken-hearted  and  bindeth  up  their  wounds.  He  defineth 
the  number  of  the  stars,  he  calleth  them  all  by  name. 
Great  is  our  Lord  and  of  great  power;  his  understanding 
is  ineffable.  The  Eternal  lifteth  up  the  meek,  whilst  he 
humbleth  the  wicked  unto  the  ground.  Sing  unto  the  Lord 
with  thanksgiving,  siDg  praise  unto  our  God,  to  the  sound 
of  the  harp.  Wo  covereth  the  heavens  with  clouds,  who 
prepareth  rain  for  the  earth,  who  causeth  grass  to  sprout 
forth  upon  the  mountains.  Who  giveth  food  unto  the  beast, 
and  to  the  young  ravens  when  thy  cry.  Not  in  the  strength 
of  the  horse  doth  he  take  pleasure,  nor  does  he  delight  in 
the  vigour  of  man.  The  Eternal  delighteth  in  those  that 
fear  him,  in  those  who  hope  for  his  mercy.  Praise  the 
Eternal,  0  Jerusalem!  Praise  thy  God,  0  Zion!  for  he  has 
strengthened  the  bars  of  thy  gates  he  has  blessed  thy  child- 
ren in  the  midst  of  thee.   He  maketh  peace  in  thy  boundary. 
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he  satisfieth  thee  with  choise  wheat.  He  sendeth  forth  his 
decree  upon  earth,  and  his  word  runneth  rapidly.  He  sen- 
deth snow  like  wool;  rime  doth  he  scatter  like  ashes.  He 
hurleth  his  ice  in  pieces,  who  can  withstand  his  cold.  He 
sendeth  out  his  word  and  melteth  them ;  he  causeth  his  wind 
to  blow  and  the  waters  flow.  He  proclaimeth  his  word  unto 
Jacob,  his  statutes  and  his  judgments  unto  Israel.  He  hath 
not  done  so  unto  any  other  nation,  and  his  judgments  they 
do  not  know.    Hallelujah! 

Hallelujah!  Praise  ye  the  Eternal,  from  the  heavens;  praise 
him  in  the  heights.  Praise  ye  him  all  his  angels;  praise  ye 
him  all  his  hosts.  Praise  him,  ye  sun  and  moon,  praise  him 
all  ye  stars  of  light.  Praise  him,  ye  heaven  of  heavens,  and 
ye  waters  that  are  above  the  skies.  Let  them  praise  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  for  he  commanded  and  they  were  created. 
He  established  their  places  for  ever,  gave  a  law  which  shall 
not  pass  away.  Praise  the  Eternal  from  the  earth,  ye  sea- 
monsters  and  all  ye  depths.  Fire  and  hail,  snow  and  vapour, 
the  storm-wind  all  fulfill  his  word.  Ye  mountains  and  all 
hills,  fruit-trees,  and  all  cedars,  ye  beasts  and  all  cattle, 
creeping  reptiles  and  winged  fowl,  kings  of  the  earth  and 
all  nations,  princes  and  all  judges  of  the  earth;  young 
men  as  well  as  maidens,  old  men  and  boys  together  let 
them  all  praise  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  for  his  name 
alone  is  exalted,  his  glory  is  above  the  earth  and  the 
heaven.  He  exalteth  the  horn  of  his  people,  to  the  praise  of 
his  pious  ones,  the  children  of  Israel,  the  people  near  unto 
him.    Hallelujah! 

Hallelujah!  Sing  unto  the  Eternal  a  new  Song,  and  his 
praise  in  the  congregation  of  the  pious.  Let  Israel  rejoice 
in    him    who    made    him;    let    the    children   of   Zion    exalt

tions, and  chastisement  upon  the  people.  To  bind  their 
kings  with  chains,  their  nobles  with  fetters  of  iron.  To 
execute  upon  them  the  judgment  that  is  prescribed.  He  is 
the  honour  of  all  his  pious  ones.  Hallelujah! 

Hallelujah!  Praise  God  in  his  sanctuary,  praise  him  in 
the  firmament  of  his  power,  praise  him  for  his  mighty 
deeds;  praise  him  according  to  his  exellent  greatness;  praise 
him  with  the  sound  of  the  trumpet,  praise  him  with  the 
psaltery  and  harp:  praise  him  with  the  timbrel  and  flute; 
praise  him  with  melodious  instruments;  praise  him  upon  the 
harmonious  cymbals;  praise  him  upon  the  high  sounding 
cymbals.  Let  every  thing  that  has  breath,  praise  the 
Eternal.  Hallelujah! 

Blessed  be  the  Eternal  for  evermore!  Amen,  and  AmenT 
Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  from  Zion.  who  dwelleth  at  Jeru- 
salem. Hallelujah!  Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel! 
who  alone  performeth  great  wonders.  And  blessed  be  his 
glorious  name  for  ever;  and  let  the  whole  earth  be  filled 
with  his   glory.  Amen,    and  Amen! 

(It  is  proper  to  stand  while   repeating  this,   until  Ni~  ^*<.) 

And  David  blessed  the  Lord  in  the  presence  of  the  whole 
congregation ;  and  David  said,  blessed  be  thon,  0  Eternal, 
God  of  Israel,  our  Father,  for  ever  and  ever.  Thine,  0 
Eternal!  is  the  greatness,  omnipotence,  glory,  victory,  and 
majesty;    for    all  that  is   in  heaven    and  on  earth  is  thine; 
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thine  is  the  kingdom,  0  Eternal!  and  thou  art  exalted  as 
Supreme  above  all.  Riches  and  honour  proceed  from  thee, 
and  thou  rulest  over  all;  in  thy  hand  is  power  and  might, 
and  it  is  in  thy  power  to  make  great,  and  to  give  strength 
unto  all.  Now  therefore  0  God,  we  give  thanks  onto  thee; 
and  sing  praises  to  thy  glorious  name.  —  Thon  art  Lord 
alone,  thon  hast  made  the  heavens,  the  highest  heavens, 
with  all  their  host,  the  earth,  and  all  things  that  are 
thereon,  the  seas,  and  all  that  is  therein ;  thon  preservest 
them  all  and  the  heavenly  host  worship  thee.  Thou  art  the 
Lord  God,  who  chose  A  brain,  brought  him  forth  out  of 
Ur-Kasdim  and  gavest  him  the  name  of  Abraham.  And 
finding  his  heart  faithful  unto  thee,  didst  establish  a  cove- 
nant with  him,  to  give  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  the 
Hittites,  the  Amorites,  the  Perizzites,  the  Jebusites,  and 
the  Girgashites  to  his  seed,  and  thou  didst  fulfil  thy  word, 
for  thou,  0  Eternal,  art  just.  And  thou  didst  see  the 
afflication  of  our  ancestors  in  Egypt,  and  thou  didst  hear 
their  cry  by  the  Read  Sea;  and  displayed  sings  and 
wonders  npon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his  servants,  and  upon 
all  the  people  of  his  land,  for  thou  knewest  they  dealt 
tyrannically  against  them;  thus  didst  thou  get  a  glorious 
name,  even  unto  this  day.  And  thou  didst  divide  the  sea 
before  them,  so  that  they  traversed  the  sea  as  on  dry  land 
and  their  pursuers  didst  thou  cast  into  the  depths,  like  a 
stone  into  the  mighty  waters.  — 

Thus  the  Eternal  saved  Israel  on  that  day  out  of  the 
hand  of  the  Egyptians,  and  Israel  beheld  the  Egyptians 
dead  on  the  seashore.  And  when  Israel  saw  the  mighty 
work  which  the  Eternal  had  displayed  upon  Egypt  then 
did  the  people  reverence  the  Eternal,  and  they  believed 
in  the  Eternal  and  in  Moses  his  servant.

67  Morning:  Service 

Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  this  song-  lo> 
the  Eternal,  and  said  as  follows:  I  will  sing  to  the  Eternal, 
for  he  is  gloriously  sublime:  the  horse  and  his  rider  hath 
he  thrown  into  the  sea.  The  Eternal  is  my  strength  and 
song;,  and  he  is  become  my  salvation:  he  is  my  God,  and 
1  will  glorify  him;  my  father's  God,  and  1  will  exalt  him 
The  Eternal  is  a  man  of  war:  the  Eternal  is  his  name. 
Pharaoh's  chariots  and  his  army  hatli  he  cast  into  the  seat 
and  the  choicest  of  his  fighting-men  are  sunk  in  the  Red 
sea.  The  murmuring;  depths  have  covered  them :  they  went 
down  to  the  bottom  as  a  stone.  Thy  right  hand,  0  Eternalr 
is  become  glorious  in  power:  thy  riprht  hand,  0  Eternal, 
hath  dashed  in  pieces  the  enemy.  And  in  the  greatness 
of  thine  excellency  thou  hast  overthrown  them  that  rose 
up  against  thee  :  thou  sentest  forth  thy  wrath,  which  con- 
sumed them  as  stubble.  And  with  ihe  blast  of  thy  nostrils 
the  waters  were  heaped  up,  the  Woods  stood  as  a  mound, 
and  the  murmuring  depths  were  congealed  in  the  heart 
of  the  sea.  The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I  will  overtake, 
1  will  divide  the  spoil;  my  soul  shall  be  full  of  them;  I 
will  draw  my  sword,  my  hand  shall  dispossess  them.  Thoo 
didst  blow  with  thy  wind,  the  sea  covered  them:  they 
dropped  like  lead  in  the  mighty  waters.  Who  is  like  theer 
0  Eternal,  among  the  mighty  beings?  who  is  like  theer 
glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises,  doing  wonderfiiF 
things?  Thou  stretchedst  out  thy  right  hand,  the  earth 
swallowed  them.  Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  led  forth  the 
people  which  thou  hast  redeemed :  thou  hast  conducted 
them  in  thy  might  to  the  abode  of  the  holiness.  People 
shall  hear,  and  be  afraid:  pangs  shall  seize  the  inhabitants 
of  Palashath.   Then  the  chieftains  of  Edom   shall  be  amazed; 
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the  powerful  of  Moab,  quaking-  shall  seize  them ;  all  the- 
inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall  despond.  Horror  and  dread  sliall 
fall  upon  them;  by  the  greatness  of  thine  arm  they  shall 
be  as  still  as  a  stone:  till  thy  people  pass,  0  Eternal,  till 
the  people  pass,  which  thou  hast  purchased.  Thou  shalt 
bring  them  in,  and  plant  them  in  the  mountain  of  thine 
inheritance,  in  the  establishment,  0  Eternal,  which  thou  hast 
made  for  thy  residence,  in  the  sanctuary,  0  Eternal,  which 
thy  hands  have  established.  The  Eternal  shall  reign  for 
ever  and  ever. 

For  unto  the  Eternal  is  the  sovereignty,  and  he  govern* 
the  nations.  And  deliverers  shall  ascend  Mount  Zion,  to> 
judge  the  mount  of  Esau,  and  the  kingdom  shall  be  the 
Eternal's.  And  the  Eternal  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth; 
on  that  day  the  Eternal  shall  be  one,  and  his  name  be  one. 
And  thus  it  is  written  in  thy  law:  „Hear,  0  Israel!  the- 
Eternal  our  God,  the  Eternal  is  One." 

The  soul  of  whatsoever  hath  life  bless  thy  name,  0  Lord, 
our  God!  the  spirit  of  all  flesh,  continually  glorify  and 
extol  thy  memorial,  0  our  King!  thou  arf  God  from  eter- 
nity to  eternity  and  besides  thee  we  acknowledge  neither 
king,  redeemer  nor  saviour:  thou  redeemest,  delivereth, 
maintainest  and  hast  compassion  with  us,  in  all  times  of 
trouble  and  distress!  we  have  no  King  but  thee.  Thou  art 
God  of  the  first:  and  God  of  the  last;  the  God  of  all 
creatures,  the  Lord  of  all  generations.  Thou  art  adored 
with  all  manner  of  praise;  who  governeth  the  Universe  with 
tenderness,  and  thy  creatures  with  mercy.  The  Lord  neither 
slumbereth  nor  sleepeth,  but  rouseth  those  who  sleep,  awa- 
keneth  those  who  slumber,    he   canseth   the  dumb   to  speak; 
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he  looseneth  those  that  are  bound;  he  supportelh  the  fallen, 
and  he  raiseth  up  those  who  are  bowed  down ;  and  therefore, 
onto  thee  alone  do  we  worship.  Allthough  onr  months  were 
tilled  with  melodious  songs,  as  the  fulness  of  the  sea,  our 
tongues  with  shouting,  as  the  raging  billows  thereof,  and 
our  lips  with  praise,  like  the  wide-extented  firmament,  and 
our  eyes  with  brightness  like  the  son  and  moon,  and  our 
hands  raised  like  the  eaglesfly  heavenward  and  our  feet 
swift  as  the  roe,  our  efforts  would  prove  fruitless  of  ren- 
dering sufficient  thanks  unto  thee,  0  Lord,  our  God!  and 
the  God  of  our  fathers,  or  to  praise  thy  name  for  one  of 
the  countless  deeds  of  love,  which  thou  hast  conferred  on 
us,  and  on  our  ancestors.  For  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God! 
didst  redeem  us  from  Egypt,  and  release  us  from  the  house 
of  bondage;  In  time  of  famine  didst  thou  sustain  us;  and 
in  plenty  didst  thou  nourish  us.  From  the  sword  didst 
thou  deliver  us,  from  pestilence  thou  didst  save  us;  and 
from  diseases  and  raging  sicknesses  thou  didst  relieve 
us.  Hitherto  thy  tender  mercies  have  supported  us,  and 
thy  kindness  hath  not  forsaken  us.  0  Lord,  our  God! 
forsake  us  not  in  future.  Therefore  the  limbs  of  which 
thou  hast  formed  us,  the  spirit  and  soul  which  thou  hast 
breathed  into  us,  the  tongue  thou  hast  placed  in  our  mouths, 
0,  they  shall  worship,  bless,  praise,  glorify,  extol,  reverence, 
sanctify,  and  ascribe  sovereign  power  unto  thy  name,  our 
King!  every  mouth  shall  adore  thee,  and  every  tongue  shall 
swear  unto  thee;  every  knee  shall  bend  unto  thee;  every 
being  shall  bow  down  before  thee;  every  heart  shall  revere 
thee,  and  all  inward  parts  and  reins  shall  sing  psalmodies 
unto  thy  name;  as  it  is  written  ..All  my  bones  shall  say, 
0  Lord!  who  is  like  unto  Thee?-  who  delivereth  the  weak 
from  him  that  is  too  strong  for  him;  the  poor  and  needy  from 
their  oppressor.  Who  is  like  unto  thee?  who  is  equal  unto 
thee?  who  can  be  compared  unto  thee?  thou  great,  mighty, 
and    tremendous    God!    most   high    God!    posessor  of  heaven 
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and  earth!  We  will  praise,  adore,  glorify,  and  bless  thy 
name;  as  it  is  said  by  David:  ..Bless  the  Lord,  0  ury  soul! 
and  all  that  is  whithin  me,  bless  his  holy  name. 

Thon  art  the  God!  who  art  mighty  in  thy  strength!  who 
art  great  by  thy  glorious  name!  mighty  for  ever,  and  tre- 
mendous by  thy  fearful  deeds;  Ihe  King!  who  sitteth  on 
the  high  and  exalted  throne. 

Who  inhabiteth  eternity,  most  exalted  is  his  name;  and 
it  is  written:  Rejoice  in  the  Lord,  0  ye  righteous,  for  to 
the  upright  praise  is  comely.  By  tbe  mouth  of  the  upright 
shalt  thou  be  praised,  blessed  by  the  lips  of  the  righteous:

God,  the  Lord  of  all  Creation,  is  praised  and  adored  by 
the  mouth  of  every  breathing  soul ;  his  power  and  goodness 
fill  the  Universe:  Knowledge  and  understandig  surround 
him;  he  exatteth  himself  above  the  angels,  and  is  reverenced 
in  glory  on  his  heavenly  seat.  Purity  and  rectitude  are  be- 
fore his  throne;  kindness  and  mercy  complete  his  glory. 
The  luminaries  which  our  God  created  arc  good,  for  he 
formed  them  with  knowledge,  understanding,  and  wisdom :
